The Republican County Convention last 
night nominated De Lancey Nicoll for the office 
of District Attorney, smoothing the way for 
him to aceept the candidacy by indorsing Ran- 
dolph B. Martine for the General Sessions 
Judgeship. The correspondence of the Notifica- 
tion Committee with Mr. Nicoll had only brought 
out more strongly what was already known, 
that Mr. Nicoll would accept no nomination 
unless the ticket bore also Mr. Martine’s name. 
There was only one course left to the conference 
to which the committee reported—to recommend 
the placing of Mr. Martine’s name on the Re- 
publican ticket. This proved acceptable to the 
convention, and Mr. Nicoll has signified his in- 
tention to accept the nomination. 

The County Convention assembled at 8 o’clock 
at the Grand Opera House Hall. The delegates 
were very enthusiastic. Every one was present. 
Among the conspicuous Republieans in the hall 
were Cornelius N. Bliss, Col. 8. V. R. Cruger, 
Rufus F. Andrews, 8. W. Thompson. Levi M. 
Bates, John D. Lawson, John F. Plummer, James 
W. Hawes, Assemblymen Robert Ray Hamilton 
and Ernest H. Crosby, Subway Commissioner 
Jacob Heas, ex-Senator Frederick 8. Gibbs, ex- 


Judge Horace Russell, Henry C. Perley, ¢x- 
Aiderman John C. O’Connor, James W. Perry, 
ex-Alderman Stephen N. Simonson, and Elihu 
Root. 

The convention was called to order by Col. 
Cruger, its Chairman. The roll was called, and 
this delayed the interesting business incident to 
the nominations. The roll having been called 
and substitutions having been made, Col. Cruger 
said that no other substitutions could be made. 
The rules governing the County Committee were 
made applicable to the County Convention. 

Police Justice Smith submitted a resolution 
relative to the order in which nominations 
should be made. The order named was the 
order subsequently followed. 

Edward ‘Miteneil offered as a substitute the 
foliowing resolution amid mingling cheers, 
shouts. and hisses: 

Resolved, That it is not in the interest of the 
Republican State ticket to nominate any Democrat 
upon the county ticket by any County Nominating 
Convention. 

A delegate questioned whether the substitute 
resolution offered by Mr. Mitchell was germane 
to Mr. Smith’s resolution. 

Mr. Mitchell replied that substitutes were of- 
fered because they were not germane to the orig- 
inal resolution. This statement evoked cheers 
and hisses. 

Col. Cruger decided against Mr. Mitchell, but 
Said thatthe eubstitute would be in order after 
Mr. Smith’s resolution had been acted upon. 

Mr. Smith’ resolution was then unanimously 
adopted, and Mr. Mitchell again submitted his 
so-called “ substitute.” 

A delegate moved to lay the resolution on the 
table, but Mr. Mitchell claimed the floor, and 
the Chairman recognized him. He was com- 
pelied, however, to take the platform, and spoke 
as follows: 

“LT have just drawn up the resolution which I 
have offered, and I have submitted it in the 
most perfect good faith. I desire to ‘have a dis- 
cussion on this question on general principles, 
and not with reference to any individuals 
whoss names may be submitted as candidates, 
Itis perfectiy plain to me that either the Re= 
publican Party should nominate none but Re- 
publican candidates atalltimes or that the party 
should pursue the very reverse of that policy. 
Itis either one thing or the other. If Demo- 
erats are to be nominated in New-York why is 
not the same policy pursued in other counties of 
the State? If the Democratic Party chooses to 
bowinate unfit men for office, andjif the majori- 
ty of the — should give such unfit men their 
ballots, then the community deserves to have 
unfit men. Isittobe thatif, for some reason 
or other, the Democratic Party refuses to 
nominate. this or that man to office we 
shali take him up and nominate him? Why are 
we to nominate rejected Democrats? For what, 
Isay ? Not because he is superior in ability, in 
experience, or in honesty to hundreds of Repub- 
licans. Then why should we nominate Demo- 
crats? Should we not at least know before nom- 
inating Democrats whether these men intend to 
vote tor the Republican State ticket this Fall? 
Will they do tt?’ 

A voice—Not one of them, and don’t you for- 
getit. 

Mr. Mitehell—I speak in no factious spirit. 
Ihave been a Republican for many years. In 
that party have my hopes been centred. I have 
heretofore on every occasion voted for whatever 
candidates the Republican Party might choose 
to nominate. But, gentlemen, I here declare to 
you, in all sincerity, that I shall feel absolved 
trom all allegiance to Republican nominees of 
Demociatic candidates. [Applause, hisses, and 
eheers.| The question 18 before the convention. 
The decision rests with you, gentlemen. 

Mr. Root took the platform in opposition to 
Mr. Mitchell. He was greeted with eheers and 
hisses. He spoke earnestly, forcibly, and at 
times pathetically. He said: 

“If yield to no man, noteven to the stanch 
republicanism of my colleague from the Twen- 
ty-tirst Assembly District, in earnest, enthusi- 
astic, and faithful devotion to the Republican 
Party. It has tormed a part of my deepest 
feelings, ny fondest hopes, and my honest 
labore from my childhood up. I am proud of 
its record, proud of its men, and proud of what 
I know it is'yet to achieve. [ have been 
selected by a eonference of gentiemen in this 
convention, in which conference, it may be 
Proper to say, I took no part, but in whose con- 

clusions I fully agree, to prgsent the names of 
two Democrats to this convention, one to be 
your candidate for District Attorney of the city 
and county of New-York and the other to be in- 
dorsed as the nominee of another party. [Ap- 
plause and hisses. } 

“T have formed my judgment on this question 
after mature deliberation and long hesitation 

* and thought. Now. however, I am as clear as 
daylight on the question. The question rises 
above any more question of personal politics. 
Itis above any question as to who shall hold the 
otfices—from what district they shalleome. It 
is a question regardless of political association 
or affiliation. Itrises to the height of the old 
issues that gave nerve and spirit and life to the 
Republican Party. [Applause. | 

** Bear with me while I speak of this question 
.—this all-important issue. You know, knew, 
that for many years there has existed in this 
city an organized band of corruptionists. At 
the head of this band were men elected by the 

eople, I am sorry to say, but elected aiso by the 

emocratic Party, to discharge public trusts 
of the imost sacred character. These men 
have been faithless to their trusts, faithless to 
the people, and faithless to themselves. Some 
of these men were City Fathers, Aldermen, rep- 
resentatives of the greatest city of the West- 
erp continent, the city that stands foremost in 
wealth, education, freedoin, and enlightenment, 
the great metropolis in the greatest republic 
in the world. ‘These men were a pack of 
scoundrel leaders in the Democratic Party. 
They controlled one section of that party, which 
was organized in the interest of reform. [Ap- 
plause. j 

* At last, however, there came a halt A 
young man—almost a boy in experience of life 
as well as in years—had thrown upon him, by 
the developments before a legislative inveati- 
gating committee, the burden of ridding the city 
of these scoundrels and thieves; the obligation 
of sacrificing his ambitions, and of antagonizing 
the men whose power could have made him, 
elevated him to wealth and fame and power. 
He rose superior to all temptations, and he has 
done that which should make his name remem 
bered in this. city and turoughout this country 
until his dying day. {Applause and hisses. } 

‘“*But retribution has come upon him. He 
acted in behalf of every one of us; in behalf of 
you and me, and in behalf of alithe people of 
this great city, Democrats and Republicans, re- 
gardiess of party or avy other censiderations. 

He has made the American name and credit, 
which are dear to the hearts of every man, re- 

spected here and everywhere else in the 

eivilized world. The men whom he attacked 
have turned upon him. His cheriwhed 
hopes. his dearest anticipations, are as 
naught to the men who are pursuing him. What 
should we do in this emergency ? What does the 
spirit of Linecoin and Seward say? How would 
Artbur have done? Are we organized for noth- 
ing else but to divide up the offices? Are we to 
care only that this Judge shall come trom this 
district and that Assemblyman shall come from 
that district? Are we here simply to allot that 
office to the Eleventh District and then one to 
the Thirteenth District, and a third one to the 

Sixth District? Is that what Lincolu bled for? 

Is that what Arthur lived for? Iam notin that 

kind of a fight. 

“But in the other fight, in the fight for reform, 
for good government, for the right, and not for 





am enlisted in that fight to the 
death. The man who stands on that platform, 
upon which the gentleman whom [ will name 
for District Attorney stands, deserves to be re- 
warded. The bands of thieves and scoundrels 
who have tried to defeat this young man must 
be rebuked and defeated. The Republican Party 
is the party of virtue and not the party of vice. 
Remember that what we do here will redound 
to the credit of the Republican Party through- 
out the country.” [Applause. ] 

John D. Lawson had claimed the recognition 
of the chair. He simply said that Mr. Root haa, 
inhis judgment, madethe strongest peasible 
pléa for the nomination of a straight Republican 
ticket. He had said that the Democratic Party 
was a party of corruptionists, and yet he wanted 
to put two members of that party on the Re- 
publican ticket. [Cries of “Oh!” “Oh!” and ap- 
plause and hisses. } 

Px-Assemblyman Lucas L. Van Allen then had 
his say. He said that the Republican Party had 
better disband if it was going to nominate Dem- 
ocrats. It haa better go out of existence if it 
had not Republicans enough in its own ranks to 
fill all the offices. 

“Tt we put Martine and Nicoll on our ticket,” 
he shouted, ‘‘ what will be the result?” 

Many voices—“ Elected.” (Laughter, applause, 
and hisses, 

Mr. Van Allen asked the question and received 
the same answer from various parts of the hall. 
He sat down greatly disgusted. 

Charles N. Taintor then spoke in the same 
strain as Mr. Root. He wasa Republican, he 
said, and he yielded to no man in admiration of 
the principles of that party. More than that, 
however, be was an American citizen. The Re- 
publican Party and all good citizens should 
plant themselves on the purity and integrity 
of honest government and not on the nar- 
row plane of strained partisanship. [Cheers.]} 
In past years the citizens, with the Repub- 
licans in the van, banded together and 
threw to the ground the damnable Tweed ma- 
chine. The people of the city now looked to 
the Republicans to overthrow the latest band 
of rascals and freebooters who have arisen in 
our midst. As to the talk of a atraight Re- 
publican ticket, he called to mind the Republic- 
an County Convention, which met three 
years ago, and in the heat of passion 
nominated a_i straight ticket. In that 

ear the party was beaten in the city, the 

tate, and the nation, and a Democratic 
President was placed in office. It was in the 
line of duty for the Republican Party to nomi- 
nate honest men wherever found. Honest men 
were a protection against rogues and knaves, 
and if the party was banded together in the good 
work, then Frederick D. Grant and the rest of 
the State ticket would be elected, as well as the 
candidates on the county ticket. ' 

Gen. Henry A. Barnum also supported Mr. 
Reot. He beheved, he said, in practical politics. 
He believed in the policy of Arthur, under whose 
wise leadership a Republican county ticket 
polled 95,000 votes. These votes were cast for 
that able jurist and public prosecutor, the late 
Benjamin K. Phelps. [Applause.] He believed 
in public opinion. Public opinion put  Lin- 
coln in the Presidential chair and subdued the 
rebellious States. He was not looking for 
Demoeratic votes to be cast for the Republican 
State ticket. No. He was after the 10,000 to 
20,000 laggard Republicans who don’t register, 
and consequently can’t vote. Ifthe Republican 
Party stood on the principle of opposition to 
thieves and scoundrels these Republicans would 
come out and register and vote. [Applause.] In 
conclusion Gen. Barnum moved that the resolu- 
tion be laid upon the table. 

Ex-Judge John Fitch said that the Mugwumps 
might come out and vote for the two Democrats 
on the county ticket, but they wouldn’t vote for 
any Republicans. 

At the instance of Judge Smith Gen. Barnum 
withdrew his motion to lay the resolution on the 
table, on condition that he be allowed to move 
the previous question. He was permitted to do 
80, and the vote was taken on the fair and square 
issue presented by Mr. Mitchell’s measure. 

The roll was then called by Secretary eigen & 
and in 20 minutes he reported that Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s resolution had been deféated by the fol- 
lowing:

For the resolution—32, 
Against the resolution—203. 


Among those voting for the resolution were 
James W. Hawes, William D. Lawson, and 
Henry A. Mathews. The delegates cheered and 
hissed to their hearts’,content at the result. 

Nominations were now in order, that order of 
business having been moved by ex-Harbormas- 
ter John Simpson. 

James W. Perry nominated Surrogate Rollins 
for one of the Justiceships of the Supreme Court, 
and Charles G. Cronin nominated Henry E. 
Hewland for the other Justiceship. The nom- 
inations were made by acclamation. 

Thomas J. Rush named Ernest Hall for renom- 
ination as a Judge of the City Court, and Adolph 
Rosenthal nominated Charles K. Lexow for the 
other City Court Judgeship.. These neminations 
were also made by acclamation. 

Henry Clinton Backus nominated Isaac Day- 
ton for Surrogate, and he, too, was selected, only 
a few negative votes being cast. 

Then Mr. Root arose again. He said he meant 
to nominate De Lancey Nicvull for District At- 
torney, and he did so ina very eloquent way. 
He referred to Mr. Nicoil’s refusal to run unless 
his chief. was nominated with him, and con- 
tinued: 

“Tt was characteristic of the man—an honest 
and noble-hearted action. He drove the rascals 
and scoundrels from this city, and now he fore- 
goes honor, fame, prosperity, and ail else in the 
interest of his chief. I nominate De Lancey 
Nicoll. [Applause.] And I say God bless him 
and God speed him. [Great Applause.} [ love 
him and we all love him for the enemies he has 
made. [Applause,] And God grant that the Re- 
publican Party will always be the enemy of 
such men as he has as his enemies. [Applause. ]” 

8S. J. Randall said that as the Democrats of 
Baitimore were asking for Republican aid to 
turn the scoundrels out, why should not the Re- 
publicans of this city seek Democratic aid to 
turn the thieves out here? 

Mr. Nicoll was then nominated, only a few 
negative votes being cast. Then three cheers 
were given him. 

Mr. Root moved the indorsement of Mr. Mar- 
tine for Judge of Sessions, and his motion was 
also agreed to. 

Gen. Joseph C. Jagkson neminated Mr. Knox 
for Controller, Mr. Van Wyck nominated Mr. 
Van Rensselaer as President of the Board of 
Aldermen, and then Dennis Shea was nominated 
for Coroner. Ali these nominations were unani- 
mously approved. 

The following platform of principies was then 
adopted. 


The Republican Party of the city of New-York, in 
County Convention assembled, makes the following 
appeal to its members, and to ourycitizens in 
general. 

Recognizing that in municipal politics occasions 
may arise when conspicuous merit in a tried public 
officer of opposite faith from our own commands 
consideration superior to the claims of partisan- 
ship, this convention has placed in nomination for 
District Attorney Mr. De Lancey Nicoll. whose 
honesty, ability, and untiring energy as assistant to 
the present incumbent of that office entitle him to 
promotion at the hands of his fellow-citizens irre- 
spective of party. 

Our party inthe past hasfrequently shown itself 
superior to party considerations in the selection of 
candidates for the judiciary. The occasion has now 
arisen when the Republicans, in recognition of tried 
merit and integrity, indorse the name of the present 
Democratic District Attorney for election to the 
new Judgeship. The Republican Convention hav- 
ing thus shown its readiness to reward conspicuous 
merit in judicial and quasi-judicial officers, regard- 
less of partisan claims, has completed its county 
ticket by the nomination of Republicans of conspicu- 


; ous merit. 


The Republican Party of this city pledges itself 
to honesty and business methods in the administra. 
tion of these publie trusts in the Municipal Govern- 
ment, which it now seeks to place in the hands of 
the candidates it has put in nomination. 

“We believe that public officers should be heldtoa 
strict accountability and should be men of the high- 
est qualification. The ticket now presented by this 
convention is the best evidence of our sincerity in 
the enunciation of these principles. . 

Chairman Cruger then congratulated the con- 
vention on its good work. Three cheers were 
given him and many cheers wero given for Mr. 
Nicoll and also for Mr. Shea. The convention 
then adjourned. 

Mr. Nicoll was seen late last evening by a 
TIMES reporter, who asked him whether he 
would accept the nomination now that Mr. 
Martine’s candidacy had been indorsed 
by the Republican Party. Mr. Nicoll 
had already heard of his nomination, and 
said that ho had at first declined, but 
that, when he was informed that it was per- 
fectly well understood that he was to remain a 
Democrat, just as he is, and that he would not 
be required to give any party pledges, he 
felt compelled to regard the nomination as an 
honor conferred upon tim to serve the public 
at large, and he felt that he could not do any- 
thing else but to accept it. He would say this, 
that he would not be controlled by any clique, 
hall, or boss, and that he would do his utmost, if 
elected, to do his duty as District Attorney 
faithfully in the interests of the public at large. 
He was going in to light for the office, and hoped 
that he would be elected. 

This morning Mr. Nicoll starta for Albany to 
arzue the Sharp case, and he wil! probably not 
reburn to the city before Friday evening.

THE CANDIDATES. 

DANIELG. ROLLINS was born in Great Falls, 
N. H.,in 1842, and was graduated from Dart- 
mouth College in 1860. He was an Assistant 
District Attorney under Benjamin K. Phelps, 
andi when the latter died Gov. Cornell appoint- 
ed Mr. Rollins to fill the unexpired term. Since 
then he has déen Surrogate. 

HENRY E. HOWLAND is one’of the best-known 
lawyers atthe Bar. He has servedas Judge of 
the Marine, now the City Court. He had one 
term of two years in the Board of Aldermen, 
having been elected through the minority repre- 


sentationlaw. Mayor Cooper appointed him as 
President of the Department of Taxes aud As- 
sessments, but he retired from the office at the 
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end of one week. He served in the war with the 
Twenty-second Regiment in 1862 and 1863. 

2ANDOLPH B. MARTINE is too well known to 
need any sketch. 

ERNEsT HALt is about 40 years of age and is 
now on the City Court Bench. He studied law 
under Carpenter & Beach, but his studies were 
interrupted by the war, in which he served with 
the Seventh Regimentin the Pennsylvania and 
Maryland campaign. In 1864 he again enlisted, 
this time in the navy, and took part im the as- 
sault on Fort Fisher and in the dismantling 
of Fort McAllister. In 1869 he was elected a 
member of the Morrisania Board of Truatees, 
and after the ‘annexation of that part of the 
present city he was.employed by Corporation 
Counsels E. Delafield Smith and Wiiliam C, 
Whitney to defend some 40 suits in connection 
with the annexation. In 1877 he formed the 
law firm of Hall, Brown & Westcott. 

CHARLES K. LEXOW was born in this city and 
is a graduate of Harvard College ef the Class of 
1873. He was graduated from the Columbia 
Law Schoolin 1875, and is the counsel to various 
German societies. 

ISAAC DAYTON was born in this city on Aug. 
14,1819. He was graduated in Union College 
in 1838. Helis a lawyer of acknowledged ability, 
and has written a standard work on practice in 
the Surrogate’s Court. In 1883 he was elected 
a member of Assembly from the Thirteenth As- 
sembly District. 

Dr LANCEY NICOLL is about 30 years of age, 
and has earned his chief reputation as an assist- 
ant in the District Attorney’s oflice,in which 
position he prosecuted the * boodle” Aldermen 
and Jacob Sharp. . 

JOHN JAY KNOX is at present President of the 
National Bank of the Republic. He was born in 
Oneida County, this State, March 19, 1828, was 
rraduated from Hamilton Collegein the Class of 

849. He was Controller and Deputy Controller 
of the Currency for over 17 years and stands 
very high in the business community. 

JAMES T. VAN RENSSELAER is known for his 
good work in the Board of Aidermen. 

DENIS SHEA has been a Republican district 
leader for several years, serving his orguniza- 
tionin the Second Assembly District. e has 
never held any elective office, but was appointed 
by Surrogate Rollins to be Guardian Attorney 
Clerk in the Surrogate’s Office.

MR. NICOLL’S DECISION. 

The active members of the Republican 
organization of this city, the State campaign 
managers of both of the great parties, and the 
bosses of Tammany Hall and the County De- 
mocracy were all in a state of mind yesterday 
over the conclusion of the Republicans to nom- 
inate De Lancey Nicoll for District Attorney. 
“Will he accept?” was a question which was 


generally asked, but up to an early hour in the 
evening no authoritative answer could be ob- 
tained to the question. 

Mr. Nicoll was at his house, 114 East T wenty- 
seventh-street, most of the day, and denied him- 
self to callers. No trace could be gathered of 
any bona-fide citizens’ movement in his behalf. 
The members ot the Notification Committee ap- 
pointed by the Republicans to inform Mr. Nicoll 
of the action of the conference of Assembly 
district leaders held on Monday evening were 
not to be found. Up to 5 o’clock nobody appar- 
wee could or would say anything on the sub- 

ect. : 

Five o’clock brought together in the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel the same gentlemen who were in 
conference Monday. They were assembled to 
hear the report of the Notification Committee, 
which consisted of Charles N. Tatntor, Col. 8. V. 
R. Cruger, Elihu Root, Police Justices Jacob M. 
Patterson and Solon B. Smith, Sheridan Shook, 
and William H. Bellamy. 

This committee submitted the following corre- 
spondence: ‘ 


NEW-YORK, Oct. 24, 1887. 
De Lancey Nicoll, Esq.: 


DEAR SIk: We have the honor to inform you that 
the cominitte of the heads of delegations of all the 
Assembly districts of New-York City to the Repub- 
lican Convention which will meet to-morfow even- 
ing has adopted a resolution recommending your 
name as @ candidate for the office of District Attor- 
ney. 

Substantial unanimity of sentiment on the subject 
leaves no doubt that this recommendation will be 
accepted by the convention. Your election by the 
Repuodlicans as their candidate is with the full un- 
derstarding that you are a Democrat, and will con- 
tinue to beso. Itis made because we/believe that 
itis the wish of the people of the city, Republicans

NEW-YORK, Oct. 25, 1887. 

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your communication of the 24th inst. 
which informs me that a committee of the heads of 
delegations from all the Assembly districts in New- 
York City to the Republican County Convention 
which will meet this evening has adopted a resolu- 
tion to recommend my name as a Candidate forthe 
office of District Attorney: that there is no doubt 
that the recommendation will be accepted by the cjon- 
vention, and that you would be glad if I would sig- 
nify my willingness to accept the nomination. 

I should indeed be insensible if I did not feel 
gratified and honored by the approval of my conduct 
in office which is expressedin your letter and im- 
plied by the tender of nomination by a party of po- 
litieal faith differing from my own. AndIam par- 
ticularly gratified that you offer me your nomina- 
tion with the full understauding that I am a 
Democrat and will continue to be so. 

I have no desire to hold the office of District Attor- 
ney. I feel that I have performed for a period, at 
least, my share of the burdens and duties of citizen- 
ship. My desire is, and always has heen, to.retire to 
the practice of my profession. Whatever special 
knowledge I have of the law and fact of Aldermanic 
cases pending and undisposed of, that I regard as 
the property of the people, and I shall always be 
most willing unreservedly to communicate it to the 
people’s official representative. But, while my de- 
sire has been to resume the general practice of my 
profession, I have always thought that no man 
shonld ever shrink from any task which the people 
might allot of freeing this city of the thrall of arbi- 
trary bosses and corrupt rings.

Mr. Martine will need, as he should have, 
the support of all good citizens, and I cannot think 
of running for otlice upon any ticket the success uf 
which might possibly defeat the man who bas sus- 
tained and supported me throughout every earnest 
effort for the public good.

CHAMBERLALN’S MISSION 


HE TALKS ABOUT THE 


ERIES TROUBLE. 

AND SAYS IRISH-AMERICANS WILL TRY 
TO MAKE HIS ERRAND A FAILURE— 
WILFRID BLUNT’S TRIAL. 

Lonvon, Oct. 25.—A meeting was held at 
Islington to-day in honor of Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain. Resolutions were adopted expressing 
satisfaction at his appointment to the Fisheries 
Commission, and the trust that he would be 
successful in his announced intention to pro- 
mote harmony and good-will between the 
United States and England. Mr. Chamberlain 
replied that he appreciated this reference to the 
honorable and important mission upon which 
he would embark in the course of a few days. 
He was well aware that the task was full of diffi- 
culty. The question was a complicated one. 
and it involved enormous interests. [Cries of 
“Hear! hear!”’] On several occasions during 
the present century it had gone far toward en- 
dangering the amicable relations existing be- 
tween the two great branches of the Anglo- 
Saxon race, whose cordial amity must be the 
earnest desire of every friend of peace and civ- 
ilization. [Cheers.] Unfortunately the difficul- 
ties in his way were not those inherent in the 
case or directly involved in the issue to be de- 
cided. They all had seen a telegram stating 
that Irish-Americans would do all in their power 
to mar his mission and would be able to prevent 
its success. The sources of the statement 
might be tainted, yet it represented 
the undoubted fact that  Irish-Ameri- 
cans were ready to use every’ effort 
to prevent a settlement. There had never 


been a time during the last 30 years when the 
Irish in America had not been willing to use the 
privileges conceded to them by their adopted 
country in order to sow dissension and promote 
ill-feeling between Great Britain and America. 
{‘‘Hear! Hear!’’] More than once they had 
shown their readiness to jeopardize the best 
interests of their adopted country in order to 
aveuge real or fancied injuries. He was not 
sanguine enough to expect that on the present 
occasion they would change their policy, but he 
Was encouraged by the belief that the vast 
majority of native Americans [cheers] and 
every Englishman and Scotchman in the United 
Kingdom would regard a fratricidal conflict be- 
tween the two countries as a crime of the deep- 
est dye. They were earnestly desirous of an 
amicable and honorable settlement, and would 
not allow it to be jeopardized by party rancor or 
personal feelings. (**Hear! Hear!” 

This would be his last speech before leaving 
for America, Mr. Chamberlain declared, so be 
would refer to another telegram stating that the 
Toronto Globe had commented upon some words 
in one of his speeches in Ulster, constru- 
ing them into an insult to all Canadians. 
There was a great misapprehension of his mean- 
ing. What he had said was that there was 
a@ part of Canada seeking commercial 
union with the United States, which would 
practically mean free trade between Canada and 
the United States, while at the same time Cana- 
da was to continue to impose protective duties 
onimports from the mother country. Canada 
was to give preference to every article of manu- 
facture from the United States over manufact- 
ures from Great Britain. He had said that if the 
people of Canada desired an arrangement of 
that kind he did not doubt that they would be 
able to secure it. He did not think anybody in 
England would attempt to prevent such an ar- 
rangement by force, but he had remarked that 
in that cage all the advantages of the slender tie 
which still bound Canada to England would dis- 
appear as faras England was concerned, and it 
was not likely that the people of Great 
Britain would continue much longer to 
sustain the obligations and responsibilities of a 
relationship all the reciprocal benefits of which 
had been withdrawn. So he had said that com- 
mercial union of this kind,if it ever came 
about, would bethe first step toward signal 
and practical separation. That was a matter 
of fact. He could not conceive how any 
human being with a grain of reason 
could deem that there was anything insulting in 
this statement. [‘‘Hear! hear!”] He was not 
sorry for the occasion to make this reference. 
What a vivid light it threw npon.the general 
question of Ireiand! Mr. Gladstone had again 
and again quoted Canada as an illustration 
of how Engiand might maintain imperial 
control over matters of imperial interest, while 
allowing entire independence in all domestic 
business. The Toronto G/dbe in the same article 
had said that Canada had reached a stage of de- 
velopment where her choice must prevail over all 
considerations. That meant that Canada had the 
right (and he would not dispute it whenever ker 
interests demanded it) to follow her own inter- 
ests without reference to the views of the mother 
country, although the subject of disagreement 
might be among those expressly withdrawn from 
her cognizance by the Constitution. Let that 
be applied to Ireland. If ever Ireland 
obtained a practically independent Parlia- 
ment a separation would be at the discre- 
tion of that Parliament. The Gladstoniahs 
might not intend to bring about a separation, 
but they were blind to the results which must 
inevitably follow the adoption of _ their 
policy. [Cheers.} They failed to see, what 
the example of Canada clearly showed, that 
if their policy were adopted England would 
have to give up all control over the union and 
hand it over to Parnell or to some successor 
who might be less moderate in his views and 
more hostile to the British connection than 
Parnell. 

Criticising Mr. Gladstone's speeches at Not- 
tingham, he said they gave evidence that it was 
hopeless to attempt to reconcile the opposing 
factions of the Liberal Party. He claimed 
that every item of Gladstone’s programme 
had \been borrowed from his own authorized 
beter yn every measure of which had been 

elayed and defeated by Gladstone’s policy. 
“Tt is not his programme,” he declared; “itis a 
phantasmagoria. They are the ghosts of Lib- 
eral measures slain by his action. He raises 
them by incantation only to lay them again 
when they have served his purpose and 
stimulated the fanaticism of his devo- 
tees. [Laughter and cheers.] While this 
programme of the future is clearly defined 
the policy which he himself undertakes is keptin 
a shadow or in total darkness, only the barest 
outline discernible to the keenest sight. When 
we ask for the details we are reproved for 
our {impertinent curiosity. [Laughter.] In 
spite of his assertion that he has kept 
an open mind on the _ Ulster question, 
every argument he bas used has shown his de- 
termination to adhere to his original proposals 
te submit Ulster to the hateful control of the 
League. I predict without hesitation that Ulster 
will never submit to a Dubiin Parliament.” 
Mr. Chamberlain, in coneluding, denounced 
Mr. Gladstone’s attaeks upon the police “in Ire- 
land and the police of London. These attacks, 
he said, had the effect of promoting a spir- 
it of disorder. During the latter portion of 
his speech Mr, Chamberlain was disturbed by a 
band of musie stationed outside the hall, and on 
departing he was hooted by a large crowd. 

Earl Spencer made a speech at Edinburgh to- 
day. He vondemned the policy pursued by the 
Government in Ireland and expressed the belief 
that Mr. Giadstone would soon be returned to 
power and his home rule measure be adopted by 
Parliament. The Earis of Rosebery and Aber- 
deen and many other distinguished persons were 
present. 

The Foreign Oflice has issued a circular an- 
nourncing that Mr. Chamberlain will depart for 
Washington early in November, and will be ac- 
companied by Mr. Bergne, Superintenden t of 
the Treaty Department, and Mr. Maycock, an- 
other attaché of the Foreign Office. 

The trial of Mr. Wilfrid Blunt opened this 
morning at Woodford. Mr. Ronan appeared as 
counsel for the prosecution, and Mr. Harring- 
ton, member ef Parliament, for the defense. Mr. 
Harrington objected to the constitution of the 
court on the ground that the magistrates lacked 
special authority from the Viceroy to hold an 
adjourned court. The objection was overruled. 
Mr. Harrington then applied for summonses 
against Magistrate Byrne for assault upon Mr. 
Blunt. Decision on this point was postpored, 
Mr. Byrne was called to the witness stand. He 
testified that he warned Mr. Blunt twice on the 
platform at the meeting on Sunday to desist 
from speaking, but he went on all the same. 
Witness did not see anybody assault Mr. Bluat, 
but before he gave the order for his arrest he 
found him lying on the ground and Lady Blunt 
lyingover him. During the hearing the Crown 
counsel announced that English and Irish agi- 
tators in Ireland would be treated similarly. 

The English Home Rule Union has resolved to 
continue the holding of meetings in Lreland, not- 
withstauding the arrestof Mr. Wilfrid Blunt, and 
to send another deputation to that country. 

Mr. Gladstone has arrived at the Marquis of 
Ripon’s residence. He made several speeches 
enroute. In an address at Leeds he said, with 
reference to [reland, that events were ripening 
weekly; that the Government's policy in Ire- 
land was going from bad to worse, and that the 
tide was flowing in powerful currents and more 
quickly than he had ventured to hope, reiieving 
him of the anxiety he formerly felt respecting 
the length of the struggle. :

PaRis, Oct. 25.—The Chambers reassem- 
bled to-day. In the Chamber of Deputies, M. 
Rouvier, Prime Minister and Minister of Finance, 
introduced a bill providing for an extraordinary 
army and navy credit of 100,000,000f. He also 
introduced a bill for the conversion of the 412 
per cent. rentes into 3 percent. rentes. Gen. 
Ferron, Minister ef War, submitted a bill fora 
special corps of infantry and artillery for 


mountain service. M. Flourens, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, submitted the Anglo-French 
conventions relative to the Suez Canal and the 
New-Hebrides Islands. 

M. d@’Ornano (Bonapartist) moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to inquire into the Caffarel- 
Wilson Legion of Honor decoration scandals, 
and demanded urgency for his motion. Prime 
Minister Rouvier opposed the grauting of urgen- 
cy. He said the scandals were being dealt with 
in the course of law and the voting of urgency 
would create a confusion of jurisdiction. The 
motion for urgency was carried, however, by a 
vote of 379 to 155. 

Prinee Victor Napoleon has issued a manifesto 
in reply to the manifesto issued by the Count of 
Paris some time ago. He demands an appeal to 
the people and asserts that the Napoleons alone 
can peor France a strong democratic Govern- 
ment. 

Menzil Mark, one of Gen. Boulanger’s spies, 
has stolen from the commander of the garrison 
at Przemysl, in Austrian Galicia, the plans of 
three forts and fled with them to Russia.

M. GREVY’S SON-IN-LAW. 
MEETING AT TOURS DEMANDS 8HIS 
RESIGNATION. 

Paris, Oct. 25.—The Republican meeting 
was held at Tours to-night. The town was ex- 
cited all day. Soldiers were stationed in the 
streets adjacent to the Cirque to keep order. 
When the doors were opened a terrific-crush 
ensued, and the building was crammed in a 
few minutes, thousands being unable to gain ad- 
mission. M. Rochefort, of the Intransigeant, 
made a fierce onslaught on Wilson, accusing 


him of all kinds of jobbery, especially of using 
President Grévy’s franking stamp for private 
purposes. The speech was received with wild 
cheers, but Mr. Wilson remained calm. At this 
point the crowd outside forced the doors 
and stormed the platform. In the 
course of his reply M. Wilson sought 
to alter the discussion. He expressed 
regret that Republicans should thus aceuse one 
anotherin the presence of reaetionary parties, 
who gained strength by their divisions. At this 
point he was interrupted by cries of, 
“There are no_ political parties against 
gpg the indignation of honest men.’ 

. Wilson became very angry and exclaimed 
that he had come to reply to the electors, but 
not to take them for judges. He declared that 
he had always acted in a disinterested manner. 
The journals he had founded in support of the 
republic had failed to pay. The climax of in- 
dignation was reached on M. Wilson 
refusing to answer the charge of 
using President Grévy’s franking mark. 
His efforts to clear himself proved ineftective, 
and the meeting closed at midnight in great dis- 
order, the crowd shouting ‘ Resign!” ‘Re- 
sign!” “ Vive Boulanger!’ 


A FRENCH STEAMSHIP BURNED. 

LONDON, Oct. 25.—The French steamer 
Hindoustan, Capt. Lot, which arrived at Mar- 
seilles yesterday from New-York, took fire last 
night and was entirely burned. She had 3,000 
tons of merchandise aboard, all of which was de- 
stroyed. 


Funch, Edye & Co., agents of the Marseilles 
Line, received a cablegram yesterday announcing 
the burning of the Hindoustan, and at once ca- 
bled for further particulars. The Hindoustan 
sailed from New-York Oct. 2. She was an iron 
vessel, of 2,895 tons gross, and 1,908 tons net 
tonnage, Her length was 310 feet, breadth 40 
feet, and depth 27 feet. She was built at New- 
castle, England, in 1881.

WATCHING THE ANARCHISTS. 
CuicaGo, Oct. 25.—The Central Detective 
force, eomposed of 30 patrolmen in citizens’ 
clothes, has been reinforced by 6 expert oflicers, 
This increase results from the apprehensions of 
the general public concerning the coming date 
of the Anarchists’ execution, and is merely one 


of the precautionary measures taken by the 
police to insure peace and order. 

At each of the stations throughout the-city a 
number of officers are detailed to the sule duty 
of maintaining surveillance on the movements 
of suspected Anarchists in their respective dis- 
tricts. A knowledge of the German tongue to a 
greater or less degree is incumbent upon a 
majority of the men in each detail. 

As the critical date approaches and apprehen- 
sions increase the vigilance of the police is re- 
doubled, and nota Verein, Bund, Gesellschaft. 
or any society of dubious title or secret motives 
ean hold a session withous its quota of police 
agents iu attendance. The heads of the depart- 
ments are steadily informed of the comings and 
goings, plans and projects, of every group and 
of every individual Anarchist in the city. 

Preparations are already being made for- the 
execution of the sentence on the Anarchists on 
the llth of November. Already orders have 
been given, it is said, to the members of the Sec- 
ohd Regiment that it will be required to be on 
duty for a full week or perhaps longer 
prior to Nov. 1], at its armory or 
wherever its services may be required. 
The probability is that the First Regiment 
will be called upon to do the same. It 
is understood, however, that neither of the 
regiments will be called from their respective 
armories unless in the case of absolute need. 
Itis also stated on authority that the entire 
block on whieh the county jai) and the Criminal 
Court building are situated will be cordoffed with 
police, and all the North Clark-street buildings 
abutting on the jail will.be guarded with police 
otticers and no one allowed to enter them until 
after the execution of the condemned men, On 
the morning of the day during which there shall 
be a probability of the United States Supreme 
Court’s decision arriving in this clty—prob- 
ably Thursday morning—the guard upon 
the condemned will be doubled, or perhaps 
trebled, and the freedom which the prisoners 
have hitherto enjoyed will be materially cur- 
tuiled. No one will be allowed to visit them, 
This latter precaution will be taken to avoid the 
possibility of any ove furnishing the prisoners 
with poison or other means of suicide,

NO FIFTH INSPECTOR. 


THE DECISION OF THE COURT OF AP- 


PEALS. 

ALBANY, Oct. 25.—The Court of Appeals 
has sustained the lower courts in refusing to 
grant a mandamus compelling the Police Com- 
missioners of New-York to appoint Henry 
George inspectors there for the coming election. 
It holds that as there is a dispute as to which 
one of the contending parties was the one cast- 
ing more than 50,000 votes last year, the Com- 
missioners did right in refusing to appoint the 
fifth inspector until the identity of the party 
has been established. The Court of Appeals, 


however, grants leave to the United Labor 
Party to apply to the Supreme Court for the 
trial immediately of the issues before the 
Justices of that court, or in such other way as 
Inay be agreed upon. If the case should be 
— at once it is possible that a decision may 
eé reached before election, and that the fifth 
inspecter may serve, but this is not probable. 


There is not more than one chance in a hun- 
dred that the United Labor Party, or any party, 
except the Republican and Democratic, will be 
represented by Inspectors at the coming elec- 
tion. The Court of Appeals was unanimous 
yesterday in dismissing the appeal of tile United 
Labor Party against the Police Commissioners 
of this city. The decision sustains the order of 
the Special Term of the Supreme Court, which 


denied John MceMackin’s petition for a writ of 
peremptory mandamus to compel the Police 
Commissioners to appoint a fifth election in- 
spector in each city district of the United Labor 
Party’s designation. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals permits 
the United Labor Party, or any other party 
claiming to have cast over 50,000 votes at the 
last election in this city, toapply to the Supreme 
Court for a trial of the issues before a Justice of 
the Supreme Court, or in such a way as the 
parties may agree upon and the court shall ap- 
prove of. Itis not likely that such a trial can 
be finished before election day. 

Thaddeus B. Wakeman, a lawyer and promi- 
nent member of the Progressive Labor Party, 
upon hearing of the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals, said it disposed of the fifth election in- 
spector, an officer, in his opinion, for which the 
law should never have provided. The law which 
provides for such an appointment was a mis- 
take, hesaid. The inspectors were now equally 
divided among the two old parties, and when 
they could not agree they decided a 
matter by lot On the whole, he 
thought, the result was about even. But if 
® fifth inspector were appointed the balance of 
power would be held by him. He would be boas, 
and as he wouid be owned by his eleetion dis- 
trict bossa and the latter by the head of tHe party 
to which he claimed allegiance, the election 
machinery of the city would bein the possession 
of that party. It was well understood, Mr. 
Wakeman said, that sieaty George had made an 
arrangement, if the United Labor Party ob- 
tain the designation of the fifth inspector, to 
turn the city’s election ae ong | over to 
Thomas C. Platt. By being sharp George had 


fooled himself in Mr. Wakeman‘s opinion. The. 
Progressive Labor Party had begged George to 


let the issue go to trial before jury or Judge, but 
he had refused, preferring to depend upon tech- 
nicalities. 

The leaders of the Henry George party are 
highly indignant over the action of the Court of 
Appeals in attirming the decision of the 
Supreme Court against the Inspectors of Elec- 
tion of the United Labor Party. A. A. Levy, 
who is the party’s candidate tor Civil Justice 
in the Sixth Judicial District, remarked yester- 
day that, although the decision of the court was 
technically correct, its effect will be to injure the 
party which the Legislature iptended should 

ve the inspectors. 


BANKERS AND BROKERS FAIL. 
Boston, Oct. 25.—Perkins, Dupee & Co., 
bankers and brokers at 40 State-street, failed to- 
day for $75,000, of which sum $35,000 is well 
secured, and, according to Mr. Perkins, the 
senior member of the firm, the creditors for the 
remaining $40,000 will not, when a settlement 
is effected, be very badly off.

The firm held avery large 
number of shares of Union Paeific and Central 
Massachusetis preferred, which it had purchased 
at something like 60 and 50, respectively, and 
which have since decreased in value until now 
they are only worth 4612 and 37, respectively. 
The firm has borrowed considerable money, 
giving these stocks as collateral security, and 
asthe stocks decreased in value it was com- 
pelled to advance cash as security on the loana. 
Perkins, Dupee & Co. succeeded Charles R. 
Sweet & Co. on the failure of the latter firm 
several years ago. Sweet & Co. were the 
successors of Brewster, Sweet & Co., who estab- 
lished a bankers and brokers’ office in quarters 
now occupied by Perkins, Dupee & Co, in 1852. 
The present firm consists of A. Ward Perkins 
and Theodore Dupee.

GOULD’S NAME IN BALTIMORE 
POLITIOS. 

GORMAN’S HENCHMEN TRYING TO USE 
IT AS A BUGBEAR—A GARRETT 
STORY OF THE TELEGRAPH SALE. 

BaLtimore, Oct. 25.—The statement of 
Jay Gould that he began negotiations for the 
purchase of the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph 
with Robert Garrett himself has brought out 
the following account of the transaction aa 
made by Mr. Garrett ana as reported by a per- 
sonal friend. Its publication here this after- 
noon is evidently for political effect, as a strong 
effort is‘being made to show that Jay Gould is 
behind the reformers in the bitter political con« 
test being waged here. The account 
is directed against John K. Cowen, 
the leader of the reformers, whom 
the regulars are trying to picture as 
an agent of Gould. Of course there is not the 
slightest foundation for this, but all over the 


city to-night the machine Democrats are try- 
ing to convince credulous voters that the suc- 
cess of the reform ticket to-morrow means the 
control of the city by Jay Gould. This ery is 
one of the many features of a most exciting 
campaign. Outside of its political bearings the 
account gives the Garrett version of the tele 
graph deal.

Some time b ctedononys to the departure of Mr. 
Garrett for Europe a party composed:ef Mr. 
Garrett, Mr. Gould, Vice-President King, of the 
Baitimore and Ohio; General Counsel John K. 
Cowen, of the same, and a niimber of other gen- 
tlemen prominent in railroad and telegraph cir- 
cles were on board a yacht end took atrip u 
the Hudson River. Before returning Mr. Goul 
in the course of conversation, offered Mr. Gar- 
rett $8,000,000 for the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph. Mr. Garrett positively and em- 
phaticaliy refused, and stated that he woul 
not, under any circumstances whatever, se 
for less than $10,000,000. Mr. Gould de 
clined to accept the Baltimore and 

lines at that figure and the sub- 
ject was dropped, and that was the last 
that Mr. Garrett had to say to Mr. Gould on the 
subject of the telegraph. A little later Mr. Gar- 
rett went to Europe, and while there organized 
asyndicate for the purchase of the Baltimore 
and Ohio lines at Mr. Garrett's figures—$10,000,- 
000. Jay Gould was kept constantly posted 
through his representatives and correspondents 
of every movement made by Mr. Garrett. It 
will be recoliected that every incident of Mr. 
Garrett’s daily iife, even to the color of the 
necktie he wore, was duly cabled to this 
country, and the information was pub- 
lished in nearly all the papers in the land. 

Meanwhile, it 1s adgertet, Jay Gould was in 
constant communication with two prominent 
officials of the Baltimore and Ohio with whom 
he was well acquainted, and finally secured 
their influence and assistance. Still, nothing 
could be done until the consent of President pro 
tem. Barns was secured. Mr. Burns, having the 
most implicit confidence in these gentlemen, 
gave his consent to the sale. The time of Mr. 

arrett’s departure from Europe was duly 
cabled to Gould, and he, 1t is alleged, urged that 
the deal must be consummated at once, which 
was done while Mr. Garrett was on the ocean. 
Boge be recollected that the announcement of 
the sale was followed by a special meetin 
of the Finance Committee of the Baltimore an 
Ohio Railroad, which confirmed the act of Mr. 
Burns.. Meanwhile Mr. Garrett was in blissful 
ignorance of what was goingon. Among those 
who embarked with him on his return trip to the 
United States was an Amsterdam banker, a 
member of the syndicate, who had in his posses- 
sion a certified check for $3,000,000. which waa 
to have been handed to Mr. Garrett as soon as 
the proper legal papers were drawn for the 
transfer of the ee property. The plan 
embraced a most powerful telegraphic combina- 
tion, and comprised all existing cable and land 
lines outside of those controlled by Gould., 

On reaching New-York Mr. Garrett learned 
that his favorite property had been sold to Ja 
Gould for $5, ,000 in Western Union stoc 
and leases, which capitalized, amounted to about 
$3,000,000 more. Of course this ended all ne- 
gotiations which had been éntered into with the 
Amsterdam syndicate, and the foreign banker 
took his three million-dollar check back to Eu- 
rope. The mental strain following these de- 
velopments has, it is said, proved too great for 
Mr. Garrett, and his health has in consequence 
broken- down.

MINNESOTA RAILWAY EMPLOYEES OR- 
GANIZE FOR MUTUAI. BENEFIT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 25.—The re- 
peated reductions in railroad freight rates in 
Minnesota during the past year have beep re- 
garded with alarm by the employes of 
the roads, They have feared that 
these reductions would force the roads 
to eut down expenses, which would mean 
@ redudtion. of the number of men em- 
ployed and a decrease in the wages of 
those retained, Several secret meetings 


have been held by the men in Minneapolis 
and elsewhere, and a general spirit of uneasiness 
has prevailed. There are about 100.000 rail- 
road employes in Minnesota, and it is authorita- 
tively stated that the outcome of this agitation 
has been a State organization for mutual benefit 
among railroad employes. 

Public meetings have been held in various 
parts of the State. It was the general 
sentiment that the State Railroad Commis- 
sion was responsible for the reduction, 
and * was arranging for further reduc- 
tions. Said George F. Boyd, a prominent 
member of the organization, “this continued 
reduction of freight rates by the Railroad Com- 
missioners is bound to do the employes, as well 
as. the companies, great injury. They 
will be forced to cut somewhere, and 
the result will be that the men employed will be 
the ones to suffer. The employes have got to 
protect themselves in some way. My idea is 
this enforced cut in rates by the

; Railroad Commissioners is done for political 


effect alone. They are doing it to gain strength 
among the farmers. The fact is, how- 
ever, that they are not to any = great 
extent benefiting the farmers. The Minnesota 


farmers, with but few exceptions, sell their 


| products direct to shippers at the stations aa- 


jacent to their farms. The men who are bene- 
fited most are the buyers, the big grain ship- 
ers,

MANY MORE VOTERS. 


BROOKLYN'S EXTRA REGISTRATION DAY 
MAKES A BIG TOTAL. 

Thanks to the stupidity of the Board of 
Elections the voters of Brooklyn had another 
chance to register yesterday, and 9,613 availed 
themselves of the opportunity and increased 
the city’s registration to the highest figure it 
has ever reached—129,688. The largest regis- 
tration wasin the Eighteenth Ward, where 700 
men enrolled.” The Second Ward, a Democratic 
stronghold, brought out only 103, and the other 


low registrations were in the districts giving 
heavy Democratic majorities. The big Repub- 
lican wards, like the Seventh, Nineteenth, 
Twenty-tirst, and Twenty-second, showed heavy 
registration. 

The enrollment of yesterday surprised the Re- 
publicans, who figured on getting out only about 
3,000 voters. They were, consequently, jubilant 
over theresult. Still many of those registered 
in the Republican Wards were probably Demo- 
cratic, 

Since Oct. 5 there have been naturalized in 
Brooklyn 1,925 foreigners, most of whom were 
sent to the Sessions Court by the Chairman of 
the Democratic General Committee.

CONVICTED OF 


VARIETY ACTOR HALL CONDEMNED BY 
A JURY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—The trial of 
Robert G. Hall, a variety actor, for the killing 
of Sophie E. Smith, alias Lillian Rivers, an 
actress, on the 3d of June last, resulted to-night 
in a verdict by the jury of murder in the first 
decree, after being out but a short time. Hall, 
who was a married man, and had a wife and two 
children living in St. Louis, became infatuated 
with Lillian Rivers and lived with her, under an 
agreement which he had himself drawn up, 


binding them as man, and wife, for some time. 
Both of the parties were of a jealous disposition, 
and it has been shown that Hall had threatened 
to take the woman’s life on account of alleged 
infidelity on her part and also to end his own 
existence after putting her out of the way. On 
the night before the murder Mrs. Rivers left 
their lodgings on account of the fear of Hall’s 
carrying out his threat, and returning the fol- 
lowing morning to remove her effects, she and 
Hall became involved in a wordy quarrel, during 
which he accused her of infidelity. The result 
of the wrangle was that Hall drew from his 
pocket a revolver and shot her in the face, but 
when he saw that death did not at once ensue 
he sent another bullet into her head. When the 
second shot failed in its mission he brought out 
a razor and cut her throat, which proved effect- 
ive, and she lay dead at his feet. 

Having accomplished his murderous object, 
he applied the razor to his own throat with the 
intention of following her to the grave. His 
stroke failed. however, and after a few weeks’ 
treatment at the hospital he recovered sufficient- 
ly to be removed to prison to await trial for 
murder, which resulted as above stated. Hall, 
previous to the commission of the crime, wrote 
a letter to the Coroner, and also one to his father 
asserting his sanity and stating that he 
had determined to put an end to the alliance 
which he claimed had existed between the wom- 
an Rivers and the man he had aceused of wrong- 
inghim. During the trial the prisoner’s counsel 
set up insanity as their plea, and, although much 
evidence was adduced to support the plea, the 
jury decided that he was guilty of the highest 
grade of crime known to the law. 

A short time before the shooting of Mrs, Rivers 
by Hall her alleged husband, Frank Rivers, an 
actor, while in a fit of melancholy, as a result of 
his misfortune in notsecuring work, attempted 
to murder her, but was not successful. She was 
removed to a hospital, and ina short time her 
wound healed up and Rivers lefi the State. It 
was notalongtime after that that she fell in 
with Hall, and as a sequel to her unpleasant re- 
tions with him she met the unhappy fate related.

DUE TO IMPURE WATER. 


CINCINNATI INFECTED WITH TYPHOID 
AND MALARIAL FEVERS. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 25.—Typhoid and mal- 
arial fevers are much more common in Cincin- 
nati this Fall than usual, and the attention 
of physicians is being directed to the mat- 
ter, The reports of the Health Office show 
that there are at this time more than 200 
serious cases of typhoid fever, and the per- 
centage of death is large. In the opinion of the 
Health Officer, Dr. Stanton, the preva- 


lence of these fevers is due to the 
wuter with which the city is supplied. 
The Obio River, from which the suppl 
is drawn, has been very low for five months, It 
has never been age low asitis to-day but twice 
since arecord began tobe kept. The result is 
that the proportion of impurities which the 
water from the river holds in solution 
is much larger than usual There is the 
surface wash from both shores which are 
thickly peopled for several miles above the 
point at which the pumps of the water works 
are located, and itis stated that the discharge 
of some of the trunk sewers which empty into 
the river below the pumps is drawn by the suc- 
tion in an eddying current up stream, and more 
or less of it is actually pumped into the reser- 
voirs. 

The presence of fevers, and a belief that this is 
the correct explanation, is causing fresh 
discussion of the building of new water- 
works some miles up the river and beyond 
any possibility of contamination from the filth 
of the city. Asthe matter stands it is feared 
that fevers will continue to prevail until there 
are good rains and a full river again. Arch- 
bishop Elder has directed that special prayers 
for rain be said in all the Catholic churches,

HE PRAISES FRED GRANT AND DE- 
NOUNCES THE DEMOCRACY. 

AUBURN, N. Y., Oct. 25.—The Republicans 
of Auburn and Cayuga County opened the cam- 
paign at the Genesee Rink in this city this even- 
ing, and Senator Allison, of Iowa, was the

stage was occupied by business and professional 
men to the number of 50.

MUST PROVE ITS CLAIM. 
TO GET ITS DIVIDEND FROM THE 
DELITY BANK RECEIVER. 
Cuicaao, Oct, 25.—A dispatch from Cin- 
cinnati to-day stated that Receiver Armstrong, 
of the Fidelity National Bank, was ready to pay 
a 25 per cent. dividend to its creditors, but 
would contest several claims, among others that 
of the American National Exchange Bank, of 
this city. President Dewey, of the American Ex- 
change, when shown this dispatch. said there 
was nothing new nor alarming in it. 
“The Receiver told me in Cincinnati some 


time ago,” said Mr. Dewey, “that, as our 
claim and that of the Bank of Montreal 
were so large and grew out of the wheat 
deal, he should, in. order to prevent any 
cavil on the part of other creditors, require that 
our claims be proved fully in court. e admit- 
ted that his attorneys had held out the hopes 
that the claims could be set aside. The litiga- 
tion is merely aformality. We hold drafts regu- 
larly issued by the bank. Our claim is by no 
means against Harper. His name is not 
seen on the drafts. Weare sure that our claim 
is good, but do not blame the Receiver at all for 
making us prove it.” 

While the two banks in this city will not share 
in the 25 per cent. dividend to be declared now, 
there is, nevertheless, in the hands of the Re- 
ceiver more than enough cash to pay such divi- 
dend as soon as the claims have been approved. 
The Western National Bank, of New-York, how- 
ever, has a claim which will be vigorously con- 
tested. That bank advanced to Harper through 
uw Director of the Fidelity $200,000 on a note 
secured by Fidelity Bank stock as collateral.

AN OFFICER OF THE LEGION. 
ASTRONOMER PETERS HONORED BY 
THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 

Utica, N. Y., Oct. 25.—Dr. C. H, F. Pe- 
ters, the astronomer of Hamilton College, Clin- 
ton, has received from the French Government, 
through its legation at Washington, the cross of 
an officer of the Legion of Honor in recognition 


of bis achievements in astronomical science. 
Accompanying the decorations were the follow- 
ing communications:

A TREATY OF PEACE. 

The Oregon Transcontinental Company’s 
Directors to-day ordered the. withdrawal of all 
the suits against the Northern Pacitic Company, 
including that for an injunction against the 
building of the Palouse branch. The with- 
drawal of these suits is the beginning of the era 


of good feeling and harmony between the Ore- 
gon companies and the Northern Pacific, and the 
matter is regarded as of importance by the offi- 
cials and friends of both companies, In the 
course of a few weeks other steps will be taken. 

There is some question as to whether the 
Northern Pacific Directors will issue the pro- 

osed third mortgage loan for $12,000,000. It 

8 believed the company can get through with- 

out making the new loan, and the authority to 
make it may not be exercised at this time. Tho 
proposal to make the loan has not met with 
favor, and it is barely possible that the whole 
matter will be postponed until a more favorable 
time. Some friends of Mr. Trevor quote him as 
saying that there is no necessity of making the 
loan at this time. 

The business of the Northern Pacific is so large 
that the officials are complaining of their inabil- 
ity to handle the grain and other products going 
eastward. Wheat is piled be sacks throuch- 
out the Red River Valley. The company will 
also have to take care of 2,500 tons OP wheat in 
the Palouse country. All of this grain will! go to 
Tacoma for export to Liverpool and continental 
markets. The earnings of the Northern Pacific 
for the third week of October were $64,578. 


A QUESTION OF CROSSINGS. 
NeEw-HAVEN, Oct. 25.—Gov. Lounsbury 
is expected to decide in a day or two whether or 
not to call at. extra session of the Legislature to 
consider the matter of railroad crossings at 
grade. The demand for an extra session comes 


principally from Fairfield County, where sev- 
eral towns complain of the expense thrown upon 
them by the improvements being made on the 
New-York and New-Haven Road, as under the 
existing law the costof doing away with a grade 
crossing is borne jointly by the railroad and the 
town in which the crossing is situated, It ia re- 
ported that the plan of the advocates of an ex- 
tra session is to have the law repealed and then 
hasten an adjournment of the Legislature with- 
out mating any other provision for the abolition 
of grade crossings, ; 

President Clark, of the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Road, said to-day that if such a 
programme wag carried out his road would at 
once abandon all efforts to get rid of the grade 
crossings. Last Summer under the existing law 
the Railroad Commissioners ordered the re- 
movalof 22 grade crossings at an estimated ex- 
ger of $100,000, four-fifths of which fell upon 

r. Clark’s railroad and one-fifth upon the 
towns. Mr. Clark does not think there is any 
“special emergency,’ in the language of the 
Constitution, to justify an extra session, and he 
does not think the Governor wilt call one.

IMPROVEMENTS PROGRESSING. 
Nrw-HAven, Conn., Oct, 25.—The four- 
tracking of the New-York Division of the Con- 
solidated Road from William’s Bridge to Mamaro- 
neck will be completed by the end of the year. 


Grades and curves have been reduced, the latter 
2 degrees ip 100 feet. The two inner tracks will 
be used for express trains, and the outer tracks 
for freightband way trains—the reverse of the 
practice on the New-York Central. The tracks 
will be seven feet apart and stone ballasted the 
entire distance. The new stations will be of 
brick and stone, and all will be on the north side 
of the tracks, with long covered platforms and 
wagon sheds on the south side. For a distance 
of 500 feet on either side of the stations ‘the 
inner tracks over which the express trains will 
be run will be fenced in to prevent accidents. 
With the abolition of grade crossings and the 
completion of the improvements in progress the 
road expects to shorten the time between New- 
York and this city to 90 minutes.

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THR CHINESE OONCESSIONS. 


THE LI-MITKIEWICZ CONTRACT FOR A 


CHINESE-AMERICAN BANK. 
From the San Francisco Call, Oct. 18. 

The Mitkiewiez concessions appear to 
have paralyzed people in Asia as much as pto- 
ple here. The Japan Mail, received by the 
steamer which arrived yesterday, gives what 
purports to be a synopsis of their provisions 
from a native paper which has a correspondent 
at Tien-Tsin. This varies widely from the ac- 
count of the treaty as given to the press here by 
the Count himself. Following is the account 
alluded to;

“The present project really originated about 
three years ago, during the Franco-Chinese war, 


when Russell & Co. made an ostensible purchase 
This fact caused a good deal of consternation 


of the vessels of the China Merchants’ 8. N.’ 
Company. At the time I speak of Viceroy Li 
had become wearied of the smooth words and 
owers 
and was favorably inclined towar the 
practical and peaceful poticy of the United 
States, and the Americans were not slow 
to avail themselves of the advantages which 
this altered moot offered, In the Fall of last 
year two members of the firm of Russell & Co., 
on the pretext of a pleasure trip, visited 
Tien-Tsin and Pekir. Soon afterward, in the 
beginning of this year, Count Mitkiewiez ap- 
peared on the scene, and was successful in ob- 
taining interviews privately with Prince Chun, 
Ear! Li, and Ma-King Chang at Tien-Tsin, laying 
before them the main points of the scheme. In 
addition to this the Chinese Minister at Wash- 
ington conferred with the American Govern- 
Tent on the same aubject. At length, in the 
early part of July, Prince Chun privately pre- 
sented to the Emperor a memorial prepared by 
Ear! Li, and obtained the imperial sanction, and 
as the result of this Ma has now gone to the 
United States. 
“T have been fortunate enough to obtaina 
copy of the agreement or treaty entered into be- 
tween the contracting parties, and for the in- 
formation of your readers I give a translation 
of its general points: 


ARTICLES CONTRACTED BETWEEN VICKROY EARL LI 
AND COUNT MITKIEWICZ FOR THR ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A BANK. 

“Article I. The capital of the pank, which will be 
named the China-American Bank, will be provided 
by Chinese and Americans and be supervised and 
safeguarded by the reepactive Governments. 

“ Article II. The Me: tal shall amount to 10,000,-. 
000 Mexican dollars, divided into 100,000 shares of 
$100 each, of which one-half, $5,000,000, will be 


held by the Chinese and the other half by the Amer. 


“ Article IIT. In the United States Mr. Vander- 
bilt will act as President, but a Vice-President will 
be sent to China to attend to the business there, the 
rest of the officers of the bank being appointed by 
the shareholders. On behalf of the Chinese share- 
holders @ President. Viee-Presfdent, and officials 
will be appointed in precisely the same way, so that 


the rights and duties of both classes of shareho'ders 
shall be the same. 


“Article LV. The head offied will in the first place 
be opened at Tien-Tsin,a branch office will afterward 
be established at Shanghai, and in course of time 
other branch offices will be opened at any places 
where they may be deemed necessary to meet the 
requirements or needs of either the Government or 


people. 

Article V. Chinese and Americans applying to 
the bank for loans will be treated on an equal foot- 
ing, and must observe the proper procedure. The 
bank will do business upon terms the most favorable 
and convenient to the borrowers. The duration and 
extent of a loan will be fixed and determined accord- 
ing to the circumstances of the time. 

“Article: VI. If a Chinese, after obtaining the 
approval of the Northern Superintendent of Trade, 
applies foraloan for any such peresses as railway 
construction, mining, laying of telegraphs, or for 
any other useful purpose aiming at the prosperity 
of the country, the bank shall comply with the re- 
quest of the applicant and charge the lowest rate of 
interest on the money lent. In case also the Chinese 
Government shonld require a large sum of money 
@ loan will be given after the nature of the security 
has been fixed. Shonld the bank be intrusted with 
the supply of commodities and it be fonnd that the 
price or prices charged for these is not the cheapest, 


such price or prices shall be reduced to the lowest 
market rate. 


‘Article VII. The bank may mint either gold or 
silver coin under the sanction of the respective 
Governments, and in case of paper money the 
amount issued must not exteed one-half of the en- 
tire capital. 

“Artiole VIII. Funds required by the Chinese Gov 
ernment for employment in railway and mining en- 


Sexpriegs will be advanced at the lowest possible 
rate. 


* article IX. The shareholders’ will in the first 
place advance, by has of loan, to the Northern 
Superintendent of Trade, for one year without in- 
terest, the sum of $500.000; and shall also advance 
$1,500,000 to the Chinese Government. 

“Article X. Should difficulties arise with which 
the bank may not be able to cope of its own compe- 
tence, these shall be dealt with by the respective 
Governments. 

“ Article XI. Any Chinese or foreigner who ap- 
plies at the head office for an ordinary ioan shall be 
accommodated at a low rate of interest, and on the 
security of merchandise that will command a certain 
price in the market, 

“ Article XII. The constitution and by-laws of the 
bank shall be according to the form of the constita- 
tion and by-laws of American national banks. 

RIDERS. 

“ As provided in Article II., the capital shall be 
raised at once, one-half in Ching and the other in the 
United States, and in the event of the Chinese por- 
tion being all raised while as yet the United States 
share is unsubscrihed, the deficiency will be sup- 
plied by Mr. Vanderbilt, and operations will be at 
once commenced. 

“The foregoing treaty is entered upon as the 
result of the conference between the American 
merchant Mitkiewicz and Ma-King Chang as 
the representive of the Viceroy, a copy of this 
treaty being in the possession of the different 
parties. 

‘* Mitkiewicz has returned home with a copy. 
and a Chinese representative started shortly 
after for the American capital, where the 
ratifications will be exchanged. Mr. Vanderbilt 
will at once send a manager to Tien-Tsin to start 
the work of establishing the bank. 

* Commenting on the above agreement the 
Nichi Nichi Shimbun says it is impossible to 
understand the meaning of the clause provid- 
ing for the loan of $500,000 without interest to 
the Northern Superintendent of Trade, and for 
the loan of $1,500,000 to the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Scme time ago a rumor prevailed that an 
American firm, the projector, in fact, of this bank- 
ing concern, had promised to advance to the 
Chinese Government $2,000,000 without inter- 
est. Itishardto make out whether the pro- 
vision in the present contract is a special priv- 
ilege acceded to the Chinese Government; for 
ourselves, werather think there is something 
concealed underneath. Nor are we less puzzled 
over the provision that, shouldthe bank be un- 
able of its own competence to meet difficulties, 
the two Governments shall make matters good. 
lt is not at all likely that thagAmerican Govern- 
ment will do anything of the sort contemplated 
in this clause; the enterprise is started on a 
contract betweed Vanderbilt and the Chinese 
Government, and the United States Government 
has nothing to do with it. We do not know 
whether Vanderbilt will care to take upon him- 
self the responsibility of establishing a Chinese- 
American bank upon such a contract as this, or 
how matters will be arranged. We shall proba- 
bly be in the possession of fuller particulars be- 

fore long.”

SIGNOR CRISPI TALKS POLITICS, 

TURIN, Oct. 25.—At a political banquet 
givenin his honor this evening Signor Crispi, the 
Italian Prime Minister, replying to a toast, said 
his Government would be a Government 
of liberty, both civil and religious, and 
that he would ask in return devotion to the 
law and respect for justice. After saying 
that there was no danger that peace 
would be disturbed abroad, he turned to home 
affairs. He referred to the tolerance which 


the nation had shown to manifestations, 
often pronounced,on the partof the Vatican 
and its partisans, and said: “Should fresh 
sacrifices become necessary the Governr ent 
will not hesitate to appeal to the  peo- 
ple for support, Our army avoids polemics 
and devotes its efforts to improving itself. Our 
workmen do not assemble and make violent 
sposonen; they work and economize. -Therefore 
there is nothing to fear with regard’ to peace at 
home,” Referring to the fears caused in France 
by his recent journey he declared that they were 
groundléss. e could never lend himself to the 
weaving of a plot against a nation which 
had so greatly contributed to  Italy’s 
redemption. War with France would 
be as deplorable in case of victory 
as it would bein defeat. “While working for 
our own good we work also for the benefit and 
peace of all nations. In these efforts we are not 
alone. A man of genius, Bismarck, has also 
labored for peace. We will work with him. 
When I left him recently he said to me: ‘Wea 
have rendered a service to Europe. We wish 
peace with honor.’” é 

Referring to Italy's African policy Signor 
Crispi insisted that the blood or the Italian sol- 
diers slain by the Abyssinians must be avenged, 
and that when the necessary positions were re- 
taken Italy would be prepared to negotiate with 
Abyssinia and to open all her markets to 
that country. As to the Eastern question, it 
was the Italian Government’s wish to favor the 
aspirations of nations desiring to be free, while 
maintaining as far as possible respect for exist- 
ing treaties, This policy was most useful, in- 
suriug general peace.

The new specimen of Russian skill in the 
fine arts resembles the other inits sweet, sumpt- 
uous coloring, its gorgeousness in the matter of 
clothes and jewels, and its weakness in dramatie 
power. Both pictures have been made offensive 
to lovers of the fine arts by a flood of artificial 
light, so that no serious consideration of 
the canvas is possible.

ply @® commercial speculation, but the firm 
of jewelers do not charge an entrance fee, or if 
they do so, give the proceeds to charity. Per- 
haps the Sedelmeyer system isthe franker of 
thetwo. ‘Choosing the Bride” tells not very 
clearly an episode in the life of a Czar who falls 
in love with the wroug girl, that is to say, the 
daughter of a famuly of little power, while the 
strongest noble of his Court intends that he 
shall marry somebody else. The unhappy lovers 
are in presence of each other and the girl, 
who has seen the Czar in disguise, dis. 
covers that he is her sovereign, and 
at the same time Jearns that he wishes 
to make her his wife. The subject offers an ex. 
cellent chance for a dramatic picture, but 
Makoffsky has failed to give it point. The girl, 
who is fainting, has no naturalness, and the 
other nobles and gentle damsels present are 4a 
good deal like waxworks. There is no smalj 
ability in the painter of these historical seenes, 
but one feels that he has attempted more than 
he could aarry out, The date is supposed to he 
1647, and Mr. Konstantin Makoffsky is said by 
those who know to have made exact studies of 
the Court and national dresses of the Russians at 
that epoch.

DROWNED IN THE ATLANTIC, 

PITTSBURG, Oct. 25.—A telegram from 
‘Somers’ Point, N. J., to-day reports the drown. 
ing of William Reed, of this city, in the Atlanti«

NEW PUBLICATIONS 


LUTHER AND PROTESTANTISM. 


: 3R, HIS LIFE AND WORK. 
— INK BAYNE, LL. D. London and New- 
York: Casseii & Co. 1887. , 

The first thonght which strikes one on 
taking in hand these two bulky volumes is 
as to the necessity of adding to those al- 
ready existing any new work on the sub- 
ject. The facts of Martin Luther's life and 
eareer are generally known to the religious 
public, His enemies, on the one hand, have 
brought together all that can be raked up 
as to defects, blemishes, and faults in the 
reformer, while, on the other, his friends 
and admirers have gathered about all that 
ean be obtained in defenso and exculpation. 
It would seem that lives enongh of Luther 
have been written, and that there was no 
urgent call for a new one at this day, 
especially one so large and diffuse 
as the present. His life appears in 
all the cyclopedigs. ‘Translations of 
many of his books and treatises, as 
well as of lives of the Reformer by German 
and. French writers, are readily accessible, 
and if “ the Protestant Pope,” as he bas not 

inaptly been termed, is not well known to 
‘religious people, it is certainly not for lack 
- pf material in print and within reach. The 
uestion of expediency comes up. Is it per- 
ectly fair to ask whether Dr. Bayne has 
shown in his work that there is any new or 
important matter to be presented? Does he 
vindicate his claim to have something to 
say which has not heretofore been said ? or 
to say that which has never yet been said 
as itought to be said? His qualifications, 
no doubt, are excellent. He is a man of 
mature years, (born in 1829,) and has 
large experience in authorship. He 
took a course in theology in early life, 
but did not fancy 1t enough to continue in 
that line. He studied philosophy under Sir 
William Hamilton, and soon after was at- 
tracted to literature in the broad sense of 
the word. Some $35 years ago he contrib- 
uted to criticism and biography a number 
of essays on distinguished writers, such as 

® Quincey, Alison, Hugh Miller, &c. 

hese gained for him much attention and 
favor. Since then he has published several 
volumes on various topics, and has devoted 
himself to literature as a profession. The 
present work on Martin Luther is bis latest 
venture in authorship, and it is to this that 
we now call the attention of our readers. 
We propose to give a brief summary of con- 
tents, together with some specimens of style 
and criticism, from which it will not be dif- 
ficult to gain an intelligible answer to the 
queries named above. ’ 

Dr. Bayne expresses in his preface a sense 
of the privilege enjoyed of being in good 
company for a number of years. ‘It has 
been pleasant.” he says, “and, I trust to 
some extent spiritually vitalizing, for me to 
live for years in most intimate converse 
with a soul intensely imbued with faith in 
God.” He looks at Luther first from va- 
rious points of view, and seeks to place him 
before the reader as on a level with Bacon, 
Copernicus, &e. ‘Luther is the most im- 

ortant religions man of modern times;” 

e is “the captain and king of Protestants ;” 
he ‘“‘dethroned Aristotle in theolegy as 
Bacon did in philosophy.” Shakespeare 
also, it is averred, was well acquainted 
with Luther’s teachings, and quotations 
are furnished as evidence of this. The 
writer compares Luther’s giving the Bible 
to the world in German as co-operative with 
Shakespeare in the effect wrought by him 
on the culture of Europe, After these pre- 
liminary flourishes he proceeds to the story 
of Luther’s boyhood and youth. He tells 
who and what the Reformer’s father and 
mother were, where he got his education 
oe training, viz., at Madgeburg, Eisenach, 
Srfurth, &c., and of his suddenly, to the 
vexation of his father, becoming a monk. 
Then came the “‘spiritual crisis” and strug- 
gling after light, with Stanpitz’s evangel- 
ileal teaching and guidance, which, the 
writer says, was ‘“‘the key to the theology 
of Luther’ and to the theology of the Ref- 
ormation.” The young brother now at 

ace was still at one with the church, and 
elieved that he could be a good, faithful 
Christian in the Roman Church. Why did 
he not remain in his convent, and live and 
fie a satistied member of the Church of 
Rome? Manifestly there is much to be said 
en both sides of this question, and the 
writer notes how one event. following 
nother, in the disturbed political and re- 
igious condition of Europe, worked a 
change in the mind and heart of Luther, 
and helped to shape the course finally 
— d by him. He became a priest in 
1509, and was appointed Professor in the 
new university at Wittenberg. He devoted 
himself to studying “The Master of the 
Sentences” and “The Angelic Doctor.” He 
then made a memorable visit to Rome, of 
which Dr. Bayne paints the picture as 
clearly and truthfully as is possible at this 
fate with the imperfect material in exist- 
ence. He was made a doctor in theology on 
bis return, a title which he liked and used 
always after 1512. The next step of im- 
ortance was Luther’s indignant posting his 
5 theses on the church door in Wittenberg 
(1517) against the shameless Tetzel and 
is still more shameless sale of indul- 
gences. This led to large increase of cofitro- 
versial work, his being summoned to Rome 
for trial and refusing to go, and his declar- 
ing war against the Papacy. A bull was 
issued, of course, which the Reformer sum- 
peastly burned; but, on being called to ap- 
ear before the Emperor and high digni- 
aries at the Diet of Worms, (1521,) he 
went, as he said he would, in his rough 
manner, “‘ though there wereasmany devils 
in Worms as there are tiles on its roofs,” 
and sturdily held his own in that august 
presence. He was put under the ban of the 
empire, but friendly Princes intervened, and 
his life was protected against assault. He 
returned to Wittenberg, got married in 
1525, * to please his father, tease the Pope, 
and vex the devil,” and continned the fight 
in favor of reform. He allowed hiroself no 

est, worked diligently at translating the 
] ible, writing hymns, catechisms, &c., and 
in constructing a church system under the 
civil power. He favored order and modera- 
tion in most things, but refused to give 
way and come to terms with Zwingli 
and the Swiss on the Lord’s Sup- 
» It was their place to submit 
fo what he prescribed was his notion, not 
isto yield in any wise to their conscien- 
tious scruples. Luther was not at the Diet 
ef Augsburg, (1590,) where the gentle and 
truly learned Melanchthon did such excel- 
ent service, but he watched its course care- 
fully. and then, when harmony seemed to 
»e secured ona firm basis, refused his con- 
eurrence. Both now and later, at the Diet 
of Ratisbon, (1541,) Luther’s obstinate de- 
termination not to he at peace on any terms 
with Rome and the church frustrated all 
that Melanchthon, Bucer, and other good 
mep earnestly desired tor the cause of truth 
and peace. More happy in this than the 
reat English Reformers—Cranmer, Ridley, 
Latimer—he was allowed to die in his bed, 
while those suffered at the stake in behalf 
ef reform and Gospel truth and purity. 
Martin Luther is a name which must 
always hold a place in the memory of Chris- 
tian people. & was emphatically a man of 
his time. He was rugged, sturdy, bold, 
pPpen, Impetuous, often overbearing, impa- 
tient of contradiction, intense in wrath, 
and unscrupulous in fierce, unmannerly in- 
vective. He was aware of this himself. He 
knew full well that he had “an unruly 
tongue” in his head, but he regarded it as 
part of his mission to be rough, and fight 
devils and wen, and cut down thistles and 
thorns in his path. He labored under grave 
flifficulties and trials of no ordinary kind. 
The profligacy of Rome and Italy was 
almost beyond credibility. Luther’ shud- 
fered at wnat he saw, the shocking profan- 
ity of priests, the absolute infidelity 
existing in those who were appointed 
to ‘anak truth and purity and to set an ex- 
pmple of godly living, and he was aroused 
fo action by noting in every direction the 
orror and contempt of all good men for the 
reat centre of Latin Christendom. He was 
y no means perfect, as Dr. Bayne shows 
with commendable candor and fullness, 
He stucksto the last to cousubstantiation in 
the Lord’s Supper—a doctrine between 
which and the Roman transubstantiation 
\here is little to choose. He held “ decided 
)pinions as to the strictly divine jurisdic- 
jion of the civil power,” a notion repudiated 
py all Protestants except those called by 
uther’s name. He was uniformly intoler- 
ant of opposition, as stated above, and held 
that his conscience was so certainly right 
that it must override every body else's, Se 
had some strange views as to whether a 
man may or may not bave more than one 
wite at a time, and decided that Philip of 
Hesse mighs live in bigamy; and if he did 
not openly advocate antinomianism he came 
very near to it, in his injunction, “pecca- 
fortiter.” Yet, withal, Luther was a good 
ks well as great man. He possessed a large 
fund of humor; he wes fond of music and 


poetry, and he was noted as a genial friend 
and companion. He madea good husband 
and father, and with all his 1mpetuousness 
and violence of language there was nothing 
low or mean or underhand in his opposition, 
He fought with all his might, and fought 
for victory; but he did not pursue his op- 
ponent with cunning, vindictive arts; he 
never sought for revenge. “The basis of 
his life,” according to Carlyle, ‘was sad- 
ness, earnestness. In his latter days, after 
all triumphs and victories, he expresses 
himself heartily weary of living; he consid- 
ers that God alone can and will regulate 
the course things are taking, and that per- 
haps the Day of Judgment is not far off. 
* * * JT call Luther a true, great man; 
great in intellect, in courage, atfection, and 
integrity. * * * A right spiritual hero 
and prophet; once more, a true doer of nat- 
ure and fact, for whom these centuries, and 
many that are to come yet, will be thankful 
to Heaven.” 

Dr. Bayne says of his present work, ‘It 
will be seen that I do not on all points fol- 
low Luther’s leading.” He regards the Re- 
former as_ holding a position midway 
between John Henry Newman, in_his 
“Apologia,” and John Morley, in his ** Vol- 
taire,” and stoutly affirms anew the favor- 
ite Protestant dogma, that the records of 
Holy Writ “have been committed for au- 
thoritative interpretation to no man, 
church, or tribunal on earth, but have been 
left to be interpreted by the individual rea- 
son and conscience.” Dr. Bayne’sstyle is calm 
and equableon the whole. It lacks somewhat 
in polish, and is occasionally disfigured by 
vulgarisms and use of words not recognized 
as good English, such as “‘ gush,” “ bigwigs,’ 
‘‘narratress,” “cunctation,” ‘churchiness,” 
&c. He bases his volumes on German au- 
thorities chiefly, but does not incumber his 
pages with names of authors and books, 
giving only here and there references. A 
passage or two are here quoted as illustrat- 
ing the author’s mode of treating his sub- 
ject. 
: In a chapter entitled “Protestantism and 
Popery,” he gives his views as follows: 
“There is a concession, an infinitely im- 

ortant concession, which Protestants and 

oman Catholics might, at this time of day, 
exchange witheach other. Could they see {be 
to eye on this vital matter, the way might be 
paved forsympathetic consultation on many 
other points. Theconcession required from 
Protestants is that they have, on the whole, 
done injustice to the Church of Rome in 
representing her as having abjured, forgot- 
ten, or despised the doctrine of salvation 
by the grace of God. , The _ conces- 
sion required from Roman Catholics 
is that they have been unjust_ to 
Protestants in reg | to own that, 
in the age preceding the Reformation, 
the age when the Papal throne was filled by 
such men as Alexander VI. and Julius Il. 
and the fine sporting gentleman, Leo X., 
this, the central truth of Christianity, was 
obscured, neutralized, and made of little 
practical effect by the prevailing traditions. 
* * * Tt must be laid down as an impera- 
tive condition of intelligent and fruitiul 
discussion of the comparative merits of 
Protestantism ‘and Catholicism, that the 
great body of Romanists in the sixteenth 
century shall be recognized as‘ equally hon- 
est with Luther, and that the great body of 
Romanists in the nineteenth century shall 
be admitted to be as honest.as Carlyle” (in 
what he has to say on the subject.) 

Speaking of the Wittenburg doctor be- 
fore the Emperor Charles V. at the Diet of 
Worms, he says: “ Luther was deeply agi- 
tated. In the glare of the torches we can 
see the beads of sweat fee on his brow. 
* * * He profoundly distrusted the Papal 
party on the subject of omnipotent, sover- 
eign grace. He was unalterably convinced 
that, apart from all doctrinal considera- 
tion, the yoke of the Papacy ought to be 
broken frem the neck of Christendom. He 
had absolutely no doubt that the claim of 
the Roman See to declare the meaniug of 
Scripture and to exercise dominion over the 
human spirit was contrary to the purpose of 
Christ and of deadly influence upon man- 
kind. He knew also that councils 
had erred. To say, therefore, that there 
is upon earth any person, church, tribu- 
nal court or conclave, which can infallibly 
define truth, was to lie. Accordingly his 
declinature to recant was comprehensive. 
‘Unless I am refuted by the testimony of 
Holy Writ or by clear and manifest grounds 
and reasons, unless the Scriptures I have 
adduced are proved to be irrelevant, and 
my conscience is thus placed in harmony 
with the word of God,I can and will re- 
cant nothing. For it is neither safe nor 
well advised to do pug against con- 
science, Here I stand. can do no other. 
God be my help!” 


NEWPORT’S SEWER SYSTEM. 

Newrponrrt, R. I, Oct. 25.—Next month 
the taxpayers will vote upon the expenditure of 
nearly $100,000 for the completion of the sewer 
system. A grave doubt exists as to whether 
the proposed outlet was the best to be secured. 
The city has taken the matter in hand in order 
to enlighten the taxpayers. The Summer resi- 
dents are deeply concerned, and have signed a 
paper asking the City Council to take immediate 
action. Ever since the main trunk sewer from 


Washbington-square through Marsh-street was 
built there has been more or less talk abont its 
running up hill. Since the proposition to ex- 
tend the line through Thomaa-street the level of 
this part of the sewer and the working of the 
outlet have also been seriously questioned. 
Statements are freely made that the present out- 
let is not capable of doing the work claimed for it, 

To sel at ease the minds of those who, though 
in favor of building, are not willing to do so un- 
til the work already done is capable of perform- 
ing what is expected of it when the system is 
completed, the Committes on Streets and High- 
ways, at ameeting Saturday evening, decided to 
invite three gentlemen to inspect the trunk 
sewer and outlet, and make areport which the 
citizens generally will be likely to accept as to 
the condition of the work. C6l. George E. War- 
ing, Jr., the eminent sanitary engineer; Prof. 
Furman Rogers, of Philadelphia, and Mr. Charles 
E. Hammett are the gentiemen invited, and all 
have been induced to acceptand act. The com- 
mittee began work this morning, and will care- 
fullr take levels and learn the height of the 
trunk sewer at various points from Washington- 
square to the outlet, as well as the effectiveness 
of the outlet itself. 
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CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER. 

Hupson, N. Y., Oct. 25.—Andrew A. Ford, 
of Chatham, Columbia County, a coal dealer, 
who waa recently charged with administering 
poison to and causing the death of his wife on 
Sept. 25 last by the Coroner’s jury of inquest, 
has been indicted by the Grand Jury for willful 


murder. When the family physician of the 
Fords said there had been foul play the hus- 
band disappeared, and he was arrested by 
detectives at Syracuse. There is a woman 
in the case, a pretty grass widow, who 
has made no secret of the fact that Ford 
for months has been attentive to her. Ford is 
contined i the county jailin this pe Yester- 
day his daughter was in the same cell with him 
for three hours, and to-day she said she believed 
that her father had been unjustly indicted by 
the Grand Jury and maligned by public senti- 
ment generally. Feru’s other relatives say he 
will be able to show his innocence when the 
roper time comes. Some of the best criminal 
awyers in this State have been retained by the 
prisoner, and by their advice Ford refused to 
make any statement before the Coroner’s jury. 
The accused looks 20 years older than he dida 
fortnight ago. Pills, which it is allegea Ford 
guve his wife, have been analyzed and found to 
contain arsenic. Enough poison was found in 
Mrs. Ford’s body to poison half a dozen persons.

A PROCLAMATION.—By the President of the 
United States: 

The goodness and the mercy of God which 
have followed the American peopie during all 
the days of the past year claim their grateful 
recognition and humble acknowledgment. By 
His omnipotent power He has _ protected us 
from war and pestilence, 
national calamity; . by His gracious favor 
the earth has ‘yielded a generous return to the 


labor of the hushandman, and every pathof | 


honest toil has led to comfort and contentment; 
by His loving kindness the hearts of our people 
have been replenished with fraternal sentiment 
and patriotic endeavor, and by His unerring 
guidance we have been directed in the way of 
national prosperity. 

To the ond that we may, with one accord, tes- 
tify our gratitude for ali these blessings, I, 
Grover Cleveland, President of the United 
States, do hereby designate and set apart 
Thursday, the 24th day of November next, as a 
day of thanksgiving and prayer, to be observed 
a all the people of the land. On that day let 
all secular work and employment be suspended, 
and let our people assemble in their accustomed 
places of worship, and with prayer and songs 
of praise give thunks to our Heavenly Father 
for all that He has done for us, while we hum- 
bly implore the forgiveness of our sins and a 
continuance of His mercy. Let families and 
kindred be reunited on that day, and let their 
hearts, filled with kindly cheer and affectionate 
reminiscence, be turned in thankfulness to the 
source of all their pleasures and the giver of all 
that makes the day glad and joyous. And in the 
midst of our worship and our happiness let us 
remember the poor, the needy, and the unfortu- 
nate, and by our gifts of charity and ready 
benevolence let us increase the number of those 
who, with grateful hearts, shall join in our 
thanksgiving.

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CAPT. ROOT RESIGNS. 

Evmira, N. Y., Oct. 25.—Capt. Eugene

Crispin and Gornee, who preferred the 
specific charges against Root which are in the 
archives at Albany, will renew their charges 
and push them tothe end, and they are deter- 
mined to ventilate the whole matter, whether 
the Governor likes it or not. 


SOS Rn EEE SSE 
HE ASKS FOR A RECEIVER. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—A petition asking for 
the appointment of a Receiver for the estate of 
Albert E. Goodrich, the late President of the 
El Plomo Mining Company, was filed in the Su- 
perior Court this afternoon, The petitioner, 


Ezra W. Thayer, Jr., of Phenix, Arizona, brings 
this for the benefit of himself and other creditors 
of the mining company. He names as defend- 
ants Rosamond F, Goodrich and John §8, 
Gowan, Executrix and Executor of the 
estate, and also ithe _ heirs, Rosamond F. 
and Albert W. Goodrich. The El Plomo 
Mining Company, he says, was established 
in 1882, with a capital of $1,000,000. In some 
way, he asserts, shares in the company were 
transferred to Goodrich to the amount of $724,- 
660, so that the latter could not be sing een 
for any liabilities of the company. Through 
this transter, plaintiff says, he is unable to 

ollect a judgment which he optained in the Su- 
Senter Court against the company. The proper- 
ty of the deceased Goodrich, he thinks, ought to 
be levied on for the satisfaction of the creditors, 
and he asks that a Reeeiver be appointed. Mr. 
Goodrich was President of the Goodrich Trans- 
portation Company, running 8 large number of 
lake steamers, and his estate is valued at 
$5,000,000,

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AGREES WITH MR. OBERLY 


CLERKS IN OFFICE AND OIVIL 
SERVICE LAW. 
COMMISSIONER LYMAN THINKS PARTI- 


SAN ASSOCIATIONS SURE TO WORK 
MISCHIEF. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25,—Civil Service Com- 
missioner Lyman, who, with his family, has just 
returned to the city, was questioned by a re- 
porter to-day. Mr. Lyman said that he had 
read Mr. Oberly’s letter to the Illinois Associa- 
tion and a reported interview with Mr. Edger- 
ton on the points raised and discussed in that 
letter, and that in the main his views coin- 
cided with those of Mr. Oberly. He regarded 
associations of the character of the Illinois 
Association, whether composed of Democrats, 
Republicans, labor reformers, temperance ad- 
vocates, or what not, as very objectionable, if 
not illegal, and certein to a greater or less ex- 
tent to demoralizo the public service and to 
defeat one object of the civil service law, 
namely, to secure a non-partisan service 
within the sphere of operation of that 
law; @ service non-partisan, in fact, and 
non-partisan in attitude and action, in which 
partisan politics as a trade shall have no place. 
“Such a service,” he said, “ would be made up 
of men of all parties; men who might in truth 
hold, and on suitable occasions give expression 
to, stroag political views; but who would hold 


the expression and advocacy of those views in 
subordination to the public interest, and in so 
doing would yield no whit of their rights or 
privileges as citizens. It is clearly the right of 
a citizen—of every citizen’—said Mr. Lyman 
“to bold and express, in word and act, political 
views; but it is not the right of any 
citizen who is also a_ public servant 
so «to ive expression to his political 
views, either in word or act, as to bring discord 
and confusion into the public service. Repose 
is a normal and necessary condition of efficiency 
in the public service, and it needs no great wis- 
dom to see that the organization of that service 
into warring | gg factions would be utterly 
destructive of that repose. Once concede,” he 
continued, “that the adberents in the public 


service of the party in power may organize, 


themselves into associations for the purpose of 
maintaining that party in power, and under the 
impartial action of the civil service law the 
right must also be conceded to those in the ser- 
vice opposed to the party in power to organize 
themseives into associations for the purpose of 
overthrowing that party and driving it out of 
power. And when all parties are thus organized, 
and the members of the associations of each 
are actively engaged in endeavors to oust from 
the service the members of the associations of 
the others—for thatis just the direction their 
activity will take sooner or later, no matter 


what their profession—what a spectacle will be | 


presented to the gaze of the country! The bare 
thought of the possibility of such a condition of 
things resulting from the organization of par- 
tisan political associations in the public service 
is enough to condemn the whole movement,and 
should secure its instant abandonment.” 

Upon the subject of assessments or contribu- 
tions for political purposes, he said: ‘Such asso- 
ciations cannot be maintained without money, 
and the payment of money in the shape of dues 
or otherwise by the members who are in the 
public service toa Treasurer also in that ser- 
vice would bea clear violation of section 14 of 
the civil service law; and the receipt of every 
such payment of money or other valuable thing 
by such a Treasurer would be an equally clear 
violation of section 11 of the civil service law. 
But it is claimed that money, or any other thing 
of value, may be paid to a Treasurer who is not 
in the public service wighout violating the law. 
This is not so clear. The law provides that no 
ofticer, clerk, or other person ,in_ the 
service of the United States shall, 
directly or indirectly, give or hand over 
to any other officer, clerk, or person in the 
service of the United States * * * any money 
or valuable thing on account of, or to be applied 
to, the promotion of any political object what- 
ever.’ The Treasurer of one of these State asso- 
ciations, whether he be in the service or not, acts 
as the agent of the association which is his prin- 
cipal, arid in receiving money or any other valu- 
able thing, receives it as such agent for his 
principal, and holds it subject to the disposition 
of that principal. Every member of such an as- 
sociation, therefore, if this reasoning be correct, 
who pays dues to‘its Treasurer does, directly or 
indirectly, give or hand over to ake f other 
membor the money or valuable thing which he 
tbus pays, and in 80 giving violates the law, avd 
every other member of the association in so re- 
ceiving violates the law.” 

Referring to Mr. Oberly’s recent order declar- 
ing members of political committees ineligible 
for appointment on Boards of Civil Service Ex- 
aminers, Mr. Lyman said: ‘ I? itis objection- 
able for employes in the classified civil service 
to organize themselves into partisan political as- 
sociations it is much more objectionable for mem- 
bers of Boards of Civil Service Examiners to be 
members of such associations or of committees 
organized for political work. The members of 
these boards must be absolutely free from any 
suspicion of partisanship in their action, a thing 
impossible so long as they are active in such as- 
sociations or on such committees, and it is 
clearly the right and duty of the Civil Service 
Commission to see to it that its Boards of Exam- 
iners are free from every just suspicion of parti- 
sauship in their composition of action.” 
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GOLD FOUND IN THE WEST. 

DvuLutTH, Minn., Oct. 25.—Frank and 
George Spencer and Louis Baubein, the latter 
an old half-breed explorer, to-day broucht to 
Dulutha large box of gold nuggets, which in- 
dicate a find of unusual richness and value. The 
find is situated about 40 miles north of Grand 
Marais, Cook County, Minn., and in a range of 
townships five or six miles south of the inter- 
national boundary line. Only a few-here 
know of the find, There was shown a 
nugget nearly as large as a man’s hand, and 
froma quarter to three-quarters of an inch 
thick. About 30 miles inland from Grand Marais 
are so-called ancient diggings of rich silver 
mines, worked, as is supposed by ancient Toltecs. 

These gold discoveries are about a dozen 
wiles northeast of thig location, where land is 
pretty generally taken up, though considerable 
supposed valuable mineral land remains vacant. 
The gold has a very dull rellow appearance. 
Two kinds of samples ‘were shown, one taken 
from near the shore of a smali lake, and the oth- 
er in quartz. The Spencer Brothers also brought 
here a few specimens of rich native silver and a 
curiously-fashioned vessel made of what seems 
to be very hard copper. The latter was found 
near the place where the richest gold nugget 
was discovered. They started to look for silver 
ore. 


Eau CraireE, Wis., Oct. 25,—Considerable 
excitement was caused here to-day by the re- 

orted discovery of gold one mile from the west 
bank of the Chippewa River, about 15 miles from 
its mouth. Specimens have been brought here 
of high value,and amining company will be 
formed. 
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A METHODIST?’S GIFT FOR MISSIONS. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial Gazet'é, Oct. 24. 

The Board of Missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church has just formally accepted 
the gift of the estate of Elijah Hayes, of War- 
saw, Ind. The donation of the property, valued 
at $100,000, to Chaplain McCabe, Secretary of 
the board, occurred in September, but a clause 
in the bequest provided that the property should 
remain intact for 50 years,and to this the 
board declined to accede, fearing depreciation 
in value after Mr. Hayes’s death. The condi- 
tions were accordingly altered so that the real 
estate becomes the board’s at the deathof the 
aonor, and the terms are accepted.

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HOT IN WARREN COUNTY. 
THE DISPUTE ABOUT CANDIDATE COR- 
NISH’S AGE. 

Betviperr, N, J., Oct. 25.—The excite- 
ment in Warren County over the alleged want 
of age of Johnston Cornish, Democratic candi- 
dato for State Senator, is increasing. Yesterday 
a delegation of prominent Democrats waited on 


Mr. Cornish, afid, after being told of the evi- 


dence of his age in the hands of the Repub- 
licans, he virtually admitted that he was born 
in 1858, and was only 29 years old. To-day he 
and Dr. William M. Baird, ex-Speaker of the As- 
sembly, went to Jersey City to conault ex-Gov. 
Joseph D. Bedle about the legal aspects of the 
“ase. 


It is understood that Cornish wishes to re- 
main on the ticket, and, if elected, not at- 


tempt to take his seat unless the Senate 
should be Democratic. The county would then 
be without a representative for one year, Cor- 
nish serving two years of his term. His friends 
Say there is a precedent for this course in the 
case of James Scoville, of Camden, about 10 
years ago. He was not of legal age until two 
weeks after the organization of the Senate, but 
he was swornin after the two weeks had ex- 
pired. If Cornish persists in remaining on the 
ticket it will raise a grave question of constitu- 
tional law. The section in the State Constitu- 
tion relative to the matter is as follows: 

‘‘No persor shall be a member of the Senate who 
shall not have attained the age of 30 years, and have 
been a citizen and inhabitant of the State for four 
years, and of the county for which he shall be chosen 
one year next betore his election.” 

Tbe question now agitating the lawyers is 
whether the clause ‘next before election” 
qualifies the whole sentence or merely the latter 
part of the clause. 

The gathering of evidence as to the age of 
Cornish continues and corroborates that already 
found. The principal evidence en which his op- 
ponent will rely is the official record of Bethie- 

em Township, Hunterdon County, in which the 
date of his birth is entered. This book is in the 
possession of Theodore Tillman, and was first 
obtained by the anti-Cornish men by atrick. A 
well-known detective went to Mr. Tillman and 
represented that the book was needed to find 
the heirs of an estate residing in Warren County. 
After a good deal of persuasion the book was 
placed in his possession. He at once had a 
photograph made of the pages on which the 
entry is made. Then the record was examined 
by several persons, who made affidavit as to the 
contents and general appearance. The book 
was then returned and a transcript of the entry 
made by the clerk. This was done to detect any 
erasures and to preserve the record in case the 
book should be spirited away. 

The meeting of the Executive Committee to- 
morrow will be a very exciting and bitter one. 
Both factions will make a desperate effort to se- 
cure control, and, if Cornish withdraws, to 
nominate a man favorable to their side. Candi- 
dates are springing up from ali quarters, among 
the latest being ex-Surrogate Martin C. Swarts- 
weller. He is being pushed by Attorney L. De 
Witt Taylor, acandidate for Law Judge. This 
fact will embarrass Swartsweller in his canvass, 
and probably prevent his nomination. Senator 
James E. Moon is making a strong fight, but 
finds unexpected opposition to a second 
term. Ex-Congressman Heury 8. Harris will 
accept the nomination if tendered him, but as 
he and Cornish have fought cach other bitterly 
for years his election would be doubtful. The 
Hon. C. N, Albertson will have many friends in 
the convention, and may be the man named. 

The era poh wan are waking an active canvass, 
and stand ready to take advantage of any dis- 
affection in the Democratic ranks. As the Sena- 
tor elected this Fall has a vote for United States 
Senator in McPherson’s place, the issue is of 
national importance. Both McPherson and 
Phelps have representatives in the county look- 
ing after their interests, and both are reported 
willing to aid the candidate of their party in a 
financial manner. 


RAHWAY DEMOCRATS ANGRY. 


MR. LINDSAY SECURING THE OFFICE OF 
POSTMASTER. 

RAHWAY, N. J., Oct. 25.—When the Union 
County Republicans nominated Samuel M. Oli- 
ver, of this city, for County Clerk they builded 
better than they knew. Mr. Oliver has held the 
office of Postmaster for seven years. When the 
control of the Government passed into Demo- 
cratic hands there was a general rush by the 
“hungry and thirsty” to secure the office, but 
they were utterly unable to file a single objec- 


tion or complaint against him. They finally 
subsided and decided tu await the expiration of 
Mr. Oliver’s term. 

One of the candidates, however, has been very 
quietly but very effectively at work since the 
first rush forthe office subsided, and the entire 
city was surprised, while the Democratic rank 
and file were simply paralyzed, this morning 
when it was announced that Gilbert R. Lindsay 
had secured the office. When Mr, Oliver accept- 
ed the nomination for County Clerk he gave up 
the idea of remaining as Postmaster. Mr, 
Lindsay had all his plans laid, and 
upon the authority of Gov. Green. he was 
recommended for the office. It is one of the 
nicest berths in the county and applicants 
were numerous from all parts of the city. 
Among them were Police Justice George 
Yrussler, Edward P. McGackin, William Rich- 
ards, aud Samuel Halliday. Mr. Lindsay is a 
lawyer and Superintendent of Public Schools. 
He has never held office except as City Attorney, 
and has teen looked upon as not being much of 
a@ partisan, although generally supporting the 
Democratic nominees. 

The feeling aroused among the faithful is one 
of intense indignation, and remoustrances are 
being prepared to submitto the President. Mes- 
sengers to find the Governor were dispatched in 
every direction to have him caila halt. Police 
Justice Trussler, it isstated, spent half the night 
last night looking tor Gov. Green at Elizabeth 
and vicinity, and the other half in giving vent 
to his disgust and chagrin, The leaders of the 
Democracy fear the trouble will seriously inter- 
fere with the campaign for county officers, and 
are doing what they can to quiet the faithful, but 
with little effect.

A PETRIFIED SALMON. 

From the Sacramento (Cal.) Record- Union. 

Henry Bensen, of Hayden Hill, Lassen 
County, has in his possession a petrified saimon. 
The former fleshy part resembles crystalized 
and variegated quartz, retaining in part the 
yellowish color of the salmon, and what was 
formerly the skin of the fish is now a sort of 


porcelain or white flint, The entire specimen is 
of the very hardest quartz in texture, It was 
found on a hillside at about 1,500 feet altitude 
from the floor of Big Valley. ‘his would indi- 
cate that salmon inhabited the ancient rivers, 
the beds of which now form strata of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains, andin which ancient chan- 
nels lie the richest deposits of Californiais gold. 
These ancient river beds, as is well known, are 
found at various heights above sea level and in 
some place but a few hundred faet below the 
crest of the range, and perhaps hundreds of feet 
beneath solid formation of mother earth and 
running entirely independent of any present sur- 
face formation. To determine with certainty 
that salumon inhabited these ancient rivers 
would be an interesting fact, as it would fix ata 
much later date than is now generally suppesed 
the geological period when, by mighty upheaval, 
these old river courses were changed and oblit- 
erated from the face of the earth.

NOT BOUND TO HUNT FOR BOLTS. 
From the Boston Traveller. 

The Supreme Court has just sent down a 
rescript in the case of Eben H. Spring against 
Freeman and others. It appeared that Spring 
stopped at the Hlm House, the defendants’ hotel, 
in Greentield, over night. He locked the door 


and retired as usual. In the morning a sum of 
money and a watch were missing. He brought 
suit against the defendants to recover damages 
for the loss of his property. The defendants 
contended that there was a bolt on the door 
within six inches of the top, and that he ne- 
glected to use it; therefore they were not liable. 
The jury brought in a verdict for the defendants, 
The case was taken: before the full court, and 
they held that the plaintiff wasn’t obliged to 
look to the tep of the door for the bolt, and that 
the defendants were liable. 


MOROCCO’S INWABITANTS. 
Morocco Letler to the London Times, 

The 2,000,000 of Arabs on whom the Sul, 
tan of Morocco and the empire chiefly depend 
occupy the great towns—Fez with 80,000, Mo- 
rocco with 50,000, and Mequinez with 15,000— 
the great plains, and the lower valleys of the 
streams. The Jews, who serve as intermedife 
Ties between the Kabyles, the Arabs, and tha 
scattered Christians, and who also conduct the 
commerce of the ports with Europe, number 


300,000. They live everywhere in the towng 

and villages within a reserved circuit, enjoying 
great privileges, and at the same time exposed 

to great humiliation. They can neither mount a 
horse nor wear a whiteturban. They forma 
numerous population, however, and as they ara 
full of resources they will become precious auxtl- 
iaries when the powers collectively resolve to at- 

tempt the regeneration of Morocco and te 
bring a peaceful action to bear upon the Arab 
population. There are scarcely in Morocco, 
along the coastoft Tangier, Rabat, Mogador, and 
Mazagan, 4,000 Christians. There is one Chris- 
tian family at Aleazar, and there are five or six 
in Moroceo. As to obtaining assistancein any 
attempt at reform, it must be remembered that 
the abyles are unsociable and arrogant, 
dreaming that they might forma barbarous 
State in which they could preserve their inde- 
pendence and extend their power. Nor is much 
help to be expected from the Arabs, who ara 
terrorized by the Government and inflamed with 
a fanatical antipathy to the Christians. Yet 
among the Jewish and Arab elements of tha 
population precious auxiliaries would be found 

with whose aid Morocco mizht be converted int 
an immense and fertile region, offering great re 

sources to Europe. :

It was to be expected that Mr. LyMAn, 
Civil Service Commissioner, would find 
himself in agreement with his colleague, 
Mr. OBERLY, in the action recently taken 
by the latter regarding the Examining 
Boards. Mr. Onperiy decided, subject to 
the approval of at least one of tho other 
Commissioners, that members of political 
committees ought not to be examiners. Mr. 
EDGERTON disagreed with this decision, 
but it will stand, since Mr. LYMAN joins in 
it, unless it be overruled by the President. 
It is not likely to be overruled. Under the 
law and the rules, the commission have the 
selection and supervision of the examiners. 
It is quite within their competency to re- 
quire that examiners shall not be subjected 
to suspicion of partisan prejudice through 
connection with active partisan work. Mr. 
EDGERTON takes a somewhat defective 
view of his own functions and duties, but 
he is not likely to bring the differences be- 
tween him and his colleagues before the 
President. The New-York Sun urges him 
to do so witha view to dislodging Messrs. 
OBERLY and LYMAN, but the Suwx’s advice 
can hardly be regarded as friendly to 
Mr. EDGERTON. 
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On the eve of the municipal election the 
Gorman ring has sprung the ‘“‘roorback” 
that the independent Democrats are trying 
to turn over the control of the city to Jay 
Goutp. This is based on the insinuation 
that Mr. Jonn K. Cowen, the leader of the 
independent Democrats, secretly aided in 
selling the Baltimore and Ohio telegraph to 
Jay GOULD, against the interests of Mr. 
GARRETT. At this distance this does not 
look like avery happy invention. If the 
insinuation were based on fact, Mr. COWEN 
is not running for any office, and if he were, 
that would not make the falsehoods of the 
ring any less outrageous. We shall know 
by this evening whether the device of abus- 
ing the opposite counsel can help so bada 
case as that of GORMAN. 


Mr. Henry Canot LopGE recently made 
@ speech at a Republican meeting, in which 
he is reported to have rejoiced that the 
““Mugwumps were kicked ont” of the Dem- 
ocratic Party in Massachusetts, and to have 
made “a plea for a big Republican majority 
for its effect upon the Presidential elec- 
tion.” Mr. LopGr’s logic in this is not 
quite clear. A big Republican majority in 
Massachusetts would prove that the 
Democrats made a mistake in their treat- 
ment of the Mugwumps. In that view of 
the case the Mugwumps would not regret it 
if Mr. LopaGn’s plea were effective. If a 
better Republican ticket had been named 
they would doubtless have supported it. 
But if the Massachusetts Democrats be 
badly beaten on the line they have 
taken they may deem it prudent to 
abandon it next year. That would have an 
“effect on the Presidential election” that 
presumably Mr. LopGE does not desire. 
In the meanwhile, it is to be observed that 
the matter seems to excite more interest 
among the Democrats and the Republicans 
than among the Mugwumps. 


“The tariff should be reformed by its 
friends,” is the cry of the protectionists. 
“The boodlers must be tried by their 
friends,” is the demand of MauRICcE J. Pow- 
ER, seconded by our excellent Mayor. But 
in nominating DE LANCcEY NICOLL, ELIHU 
Root exclaimed, “‘ We love him for the ene- 
mies he has made!” That is a telling phrase, 
and of good augury in its present applica- 
tion. 

We are not aware that the legal status of 
express companies, whose business has 
grown to its present proportions within a 
comparatively few years, has ever been 
clearly defined. Doubtless they are subject 
to the responsibilities of common carriers 
so far as concerns the property they take in 
charge for transportation, whatever means 
they may employ in transporting it, but are 
they subject to the control and regulation 
established for the railroads which they use? 
This is a question which the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission is asked to decide. 
The express companies own and operate no 
railroad lines or railroad equipment. They 
simply maintain offices and agencies for re- 
ceiving and delivering goods, and employ 
the railroads for the work of transporta- 
tion. They differ from the freight forward- 
ing companies which use and control their 
own cars, The Inter-State Commerce act 
does not seem on the face of its provisions 
to contemplate any interference with the 
express business, but whether those pro- 
visions do in effect apply toit is for the 
commission to decide in the first instance. 
Whether any regulation of its inter-State 
operations is needed is another question 
which has not been very distinctly pre- 
sented. 

Out of seventeen jurors who had been 
summoned to serve in civil cases in the 
Third District Court of Utah twelve 
refused a day or two ago to take the 
oath prescribed by the law enacted 
last Winter. One of those who refused 
had served as a delegate in the conven- 
tion which recently adopted a Constitu- 
tion in which polygamy was forbidden and 
declared to be a penitentiary offense. The 
oath requires a juror to swear that he 
will support the Constitution of the 
United States and faithfully obey 
the laws, especially those relating 
to polygamy, and that he “will not 
directly or indirectly aid or abet, counsel or 
advise, any other person to commit the 

crimes defined and forbidden in those laws.” 
A resident of Utah who has in good faith 
aided in making such a Constitution as was 
framed by the convention, and who would 
work for the suppression of polygamy under 
a State Government, ought not to find this 
oath so repulsive that he cannot take it. 
How many members of that convention 
would follow his example if they should be 
Summoned as jurors? - 


A vote was taken in the French Cham 
bers yesterday upon the Caffarel scandal 
which may prove unfortunate for the 
-Rouvier Ministry, An investigation by the 


Chambers having been moved, and “ ur- 
gency” (a French form somewhat resem- 
bling the “‘ previous question”) having been 
demanded, the Government opposed ur- 
gency, and was defeated by a vote of 379 to 

55. Asthe Ministry has, however, dealt 
with the scandal in a very vigorous fashion, 
itis not likely that a serious division can 
be raised on this question alone. More 
threatening, we should say, is the prop- 
osition of the Government to fund the 
415 per cent. bonds at 3 per cent. 
This is undoubtedly a sound financial 
policy, and will produce a saving to 
the Government in a perfectly legitimate 
fashion. But the French bonds are held in 
small amounts by an enormous number of 
French voters, to whom a reduction of one- 
third in their income will be a very annoy- 
ing thing, if not worse than that. It is the 
opposition of these small bondholders that 
has heretofore made the refunding impos- 
sible. Itisa proof of M. Rovuvrier’s cour- 
age that he attacks the finances in this 
way in front. 


PRT SRE ANE TE TOTO EL ES TIAL IT 
THE REPUBLICAN. OITY TICKFT. 

The ticket put in nomination last night 
by the Republican Convention for city 
and county offices is one of exceptional 
strength, the best presented by any party 
for many years. It differs from some put 
in nomination by the Republican organ- 
ization in past years in being in no sense 
machine-made. While it was practically 
agreed upon by the heads of the district 
delegations in advance, they acted in a 
representative capacity, and the mo- 
tive by which they were guided was 
not the advancement of the interests of the 
political machine or the reward of its work- 
ers, but the satisfaction of a popular de- 
mand for men of high character and ability. 
The aim seems plainly to have been to com- 
mand public confidence for the ticket, to 
meet the demands of the best sentiment of 
the party, and atthe same time to invite 
support from all independent voters and 
such as are dissatisfied with the result of 
the bargain between the leaders of the two 
Democratic factions. 

Mr. JoHN JAY KNox is simply an ideal 
candidate for the office of Controller, and 
there can hardly be a doubt of his election. 
In the offiee of Controller of the Currency 
at Washington he displayed the highest 
financial ability, and his official integrity 
and fidelity to public trusts was fully 
demonstrated. As Controller for the city 
he would command absolute confidence, 
and there would be no ground of suspicion 
of his serving any interests but those of the 
public. He would be beyond the reach 
of sinister influencés and subject to no 
temptations from political or other sources. 
Mr. VAN RENSSELAER, the candidate for 
President of the Board of Aldermen, has 
been conspicuous as a memberof that board 
for vigilant and faithful service and has 
shown the very qualities that are needed in 
its presiding officer. 

The judiciary nominations are also such 
as would be designated by any committee 
of representative citizens whose sole pur- 
pose was to place upon the bench the men 
best qualified by their ability, training, and 
character for judicial duties. Mr. RoLLIns 
has displayed these qualities in an eminent 
degree in the office of Surrogate, which has 
required the exercise ‘of judicial faculties 
and an amount of hard and faithful labor 
that is not exacted of a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court. Mr. HENRY E. HOWLAND is 
known as an able lawyer of absolute 
integrity and large experience, with 
more than the ordinary’ share of 
public spirit, and he has had expe- 
rience in judicial duties which amply 
fits him for the bench of our Supreme Court. 
His qualifications have before been recog- 
nized by his nomination for a Judgeship in 
the Superior Court. Judge Hatt, of the 
City Court, has made a record which fully 
entitles him to a re-election. The sound 
principle of retaining upon the bench men 
of proved fitness was followed in his re- 
nomination. There were imperative rea- 
sons for nominating anew man for the other 
vacancy in that court, and as this is 
practically’ the place of beginning for men 
equipped for judicial duties it was nat- 
ural that acomparatively young man should 
be taken. Itis not the chief recommenda- 
tion of Mr. LExow that he represents the 
German element, for he isa native of this 
city and has had the best American educa- 
tion. Besides, he is believed to be excep- 
tionally fitted for judicial service. At no 
point is the superiority of the Republican 
judiciary ticket to that of the Democrats 
more strikingly exhibited than in the can- 
didates for the City Court. 

It is especially fortunate for the Repub- 
lican ticket andfor the people of this city 
that Mr. Nicouz’s honorable scruples 
against taking any course which should 
seem toimply a discrimination against his 
official chief in the District Attorney’s office 
in the reward of faithful service were so 
liberally met by the convention. The 
tender of the nomination to him was based 
upon a recognition of his faithful ser- 
vice to the city and the belief that 
it entitled .him “to reward and 
promotion irrespective of party politics.” 
While Mr. MARTINE has not displayed 
the same vigor and skillin the active work 
of his office, the success with which it has 
been performed has been largely due to his 
fidelity, his firm resistance to every adverse 
influence, ard his loyal support of the eftorts 
of his assistants. He seeks ‘‘reward and 
promotion” as a candidate for the bench of 
the Court of General Sessions, and Mr. 
NiIco1’s wish that equal recognition should 
be accorded to his chief does him credit. 
By accepting the condition and coupling 
with Mr. Nico.v’s nomination for District 
Attorney an indorsement of Mr. MARTINE’s 
candidacy for Judge of the Court of General 
Sessions the Republican Convention im- 
measurably strengthened a ticket which, 
with a single exception is without a flaw. 
Reference to the point of weakness, in the 
nomination of Mr. DAYTON for Surrogate is 
made elsewhere. 

(With this exception of the candidate for 
Surrogate, the Republican ticket can be 
safely accepted as a genuine citizens’ ticket, 
though putin the field by a party conven- 
tion. It is in the best sense a people’s 
ticket, for it recognizes the demand of the 
peonle forthe nomination of the young 


prosecuting officer, who kas so ably and 
faithfully served them, to the position in 
which his service can be of still greater 
value. It recognizes the claims of another 
faithful officer in accepting MARTINE. It 
ignores every consideration but the good of 
the public service and the interests of the 
people in its judiciary candidates and its 
candidates for Controller and President of 
the Board of Aldermen. Such a departure 
in the conduct of a political organization in 
this city'is worthy of all commendation, 
and should be rewarded and encouraged by 
popular support, irrespective of party. 


MR. CHAPIN’S PLEDGES. 

The friends of Mr. A. C. CHapry, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor in Brooklyn, 
call our attention to the fact that in his 
speech to the convention on Saturday even- 
ing he made certain remarks that they 
think we have ignored. The substance of 
these remarks was given in THE TIMES 
Sunday morning, but our Brooklyn readers 
may like to see the most interesting of them 
in full. They are: 

“Neither should I delay declaring that I pos- 
sess the one qualification which a nominee 
may claim with no immodesty, and without 
which all other endowments are inadequate, 
for in tendering me this nomination you fina 
me bound by no pl. ‘ge or promise, bur- 
dened by no obligation, and in no way fet- 
tered or restrained from attempting to realize 
my highest practicable conception of duty. No 
Democrat has thought my democrary of so base 
a sort thatit was necessary to bind me to con- 
duct the city’s affairs for the public good rather 
than for some personal or partisan or hostile in- 
terest. No citizen has thought so poorly of my 
loyalty to the city which contains my home, to 
the city where I have spent all the years of my 
manhood, to the city whose sentiment and re- 
gard toward myself have been and must remain 
controlling influences in my life, as to deem it 
needful to pledge me not to disgrace or damage 
or betray any trust that Brooklyn might confide 
tomy keeping. If there are Democrats or citi- 
zens who desire pledges of any other kind they 
are not known to me; they have not approached 


me. Perhaps itis due to myself that this much 
should be said.” 


We may add that this statement of Mr. 
CHAPIN was not ignored in our remarks of 
Sunday morning, when we suggested that 
it would be well for Mr. CHAPIN to give a 
specific and comprehensive declaration of 
his purposes with reference to the adminis- 
tration of the civil service law. We be- 
Jieve that he will see the force of this sug- 
gestion, and if he adopt it the words we 
have quoted are quite sufficient avowal that 
he has admitted no obligation inconsistent 
with it. a 
THE CHOLERA AT QUARANTINE. 

The latest reports from Quarantine are 
unsatisfactory, not only because they show 
that cholera has broken out on the Britan- 
nia, but also for the reason that informa- 
tion about the real condition of this vessel’s 
passengers appears to have been withheld. 
The Britannia was allowed to remain at 
Upper Quarantine for some days after her 
arrival at this port from Italy, and then 
was removed to Lower Quarantine to un- 
dergo observation. It is well known that 
while she was lying at Upper Quaran- 
tine she was surrounded by boats carrying 
persons from the mainland. The Secretary 
of the Quarantine Commission is reported 
to have said: ‘There were boats all around 
the Britannia and conversation was passing 
between their occupants and the people on 
the ship.” Itwas rumoredimmediately after 
the ship’s removal that three or four cases 
of cholera had been found on board, but 
Health Officer SmitH declared that the dis- 
ease had not appeared there. We said at 
the time: “If cases of the disease shali 
hereafter be found on board he will be just- 
ly censured for having permitted the vessel 
to remain where persons from the mainland 
were in communication with her passen- 
gers.” 

Since the Britannia’s removal to Lower 
Quarantine cases of cholera have been 
found on the steamer, and at least one of 
her passengers has died of the disease. The 
day after the vessel was sent down Health 
Officer SmiTH declared that she was free 
from cholera. Several times during last 
week he asserted that all on board the ves- 
sel were well. Yesterday for the first time 
it was made known that the passenger 
Savontr had died of the disease on Swin- 
burne Island, to which he had been carried 
from the ship, and that another of the 
Britannia’s passengers was suffering from 
cholera at the same place. This news seems 
to have been withheld for a time. Itis 
stated that no additional cases have ap- 
peared among the Alesia’s passengers on 
Hoffman Island. Have the Britannia’s pas- 
sengers been carried to that place? 

The statements made by Dr. PETERS at 
the meeting of the County Medical Society 
and the sharp criticism of the Philadelphia 
Medical News—understood to have been 
based upon informal reports from members 
of the committee appointed by the Philadel- 
phia College of Physicians and Surgeons 
to make an inspection at the Quarantine sta- 
tion—indicate that proper precautions have 
not been taken by Health Officer SmitTH 
and his assistants. The News says that the 
“preventive measures enforced fall far 
short of” the standard that should be re- 
quired, and characterizes the authorities’ 
methods as “‘dangerously lax.” The forth- 
coming formal report of Dr. SHAKESPEARE 
and his associates will show whether the 
News was well informed when it said: 


“We have reason to believe that there is no 
constant medical attention and supervision at 
either Swinburne or Hoffman Island, and that 
the force provided for guarding the approaches 
to these stations is quite insufficient to guaran- 
tee absolute isolation from the mainland. We 
are informed that the washing of clothing is 
promiscuous, takes place around the open 
mouths of sunken cisterns, and that the water 
of the latter is accessible to the immigrants if, . 
in disobedience of orders, they choose to drink’ 
it.” 


Dr. PETERS told the County Medical So- 
ciety that, in his opinion, the persistence of 
cholera on Hoffman Island might be due to 
the fact that groups of immigrants were 
compelled to eat out of the same dish and 
to use their soiled fingers in place of knives 
and forks. 

If it be true that proper precautions have 
not been taken on the islands an anthorita-; 
tive report concerning the methods of the 
station cannot be madetoosoon. The immi-: 
grants are densely ignorant, and they should, 
be under the most carefulsupervision. They 
should be compelled to be clean and to obey 
sanitary rules provided for their protection 


and the safety of the people of the United | 
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States. The disease can be excluded from 
the mainland. It can be stamped out on 
the islands. But unless there shal be honest 
and intelligent and faithful management 
there the consequences will be deplorable. 


RADE 1S TCE TESTS SEN EE 
IRELAND AND ENGLISH POLITICS. 

It seems a long while ago since the House 
of Commons was currently described as 
“the pleasantest club in London.” Men 
used to meet there and yawn at each other 
in the blithesome British fashion, the while 
they discoursed of topics in which none of 
them felt any keener personal interest than 
attached to the possession or the expecta- 
tion of offices. Times and manners have 
changed, and the manners of the House of 
Commons have undoubtedly deteriérated. 
It does not follow that the deterioration of 
them is in all ways a bad thing. It may 
indicate merely that this is not an era 
of “holiday politics,” and that men are 
very much in earnest about the topics 
that now engage the attention of the 
House. The Irish question inflames 
the sentiments of all Irishmen, and it so 
comes home to the business and bosoms and 
pockets of Englishmen of the ruling class 
that they are carried far beyond the usual 
bounds of English moderation in talking 
aboutit. We must go back to the time of 
GILLRAY for anything in English politics so 
brutal as the tonein which some of the most 
respectable of English journals habitually 
talk about Mr. GLapsTonr. Initself this 
is very deplorable, but itis less deplorable 
if it proceeds only from the fact that ques- 
tions of real moment to the social condition 
of her Majesty’s subjects are now coming 
up for political solution. 

This is not the only indication of the in- 
creasing ferocity of political manners. The 
arrest of Sir WILFRID BLuntT for endeavor- 
ing to express his opinions at a political 
meeting would have been ragarded by Eng- 
lisbmen of all parties a few years ago as a 
gross outrage. It appears that the Govern- 
ment is of the opinion that it is going a 
little too far even now, but some of the 
supporters of the Government, includ- 
ing such ordinarily moderate journals as 
the Times and the Standard, seem to find 
fault with it only for not going far enough. 
All the fundamental traditiens of political 
liberty are thrown aside in order that the 
dislike of the English for the Irish may be 
fully gratified. And yet the very journals 
and politicians that denounce the Irish 
most heartily are those that resent the most 
hotly the suggestion that the political con- 
nection between the two countries should 
be as slight as possible. 

Mr. T. P. O’ConNoR, one of the Home 
Rule members, is responsible for the latest 
and most painful breach of the comity of 
the House of Commons. He seems to be an- 
noyed and aggrieved because Lord Ran- 
DOLPH CHURCGHILL finds it to his interest to 
cast in his lot again with the Salisbury 
Government, and has for that purpose come 
out in the strongest way as an advocate of 
coercion. Mr. O'CONNOR offers to prove 
that two years’ ago Lord RANDOLPH ex- 
pressed himself in private as _ be- 
ing in favor of home rule, and 
as regretting that the policy of home 
rule had failed. There is no reason to 
doubt that this is the fact. Like his exem- 
plar, Lord BEACONSFIELD, Lord RANDOLPH 
is in politics on business, and adopts’ what- 
ever policy may look like winning. He 
would be no more troubled than ‘‘ Dizzy” 
used to be by quotations from hisold speeches 
showing that when the opposite policy 
looked like winning he was in favor of that. 
But this adducing of a man’s conversa- 
tions in private life to show what a humbug 
he is in public life will be regarded by 
old-fashioned politicians as a striking be- 
low the belt. Mr. O’CONNOR’s exposure 
will doubtless redound among English 
politicians to the discredit of the exposer 
rather than of the exposed. It will be 
cited as a natural consequence of admit- 
ting ungentlemanly Irishmen to the House 
of Commons, and also, curiously enough, 
as an argument in favor of keeping them 
there and not letting them go back to 
Dublin and look after their own affairs in 
an Irish House of Commons. 

Mr. BALFOUR seems to be pleased with the 
results. thus far of his enforcement of the 
Government’s Irish policy, but the older 
and wiser members of the Ministry must be 
seriously troubled by these results. The 
more a forcible suppression of the League is 
attempted the plainer it is that the League 
is for all political purposes the Irish people, 
and that it can be suppressed only by 
the use of force enough to keep them 
all in subjection. Evidently this is 
not practicable, nor can the present 
condition of affairs in Ireland be accepted 
by anybody as a settlement. The policy of 
the Government merely postpones a settle- 
ment and increases its difficulties. The 
English people are beginning to see this, and 
the obstinacy of the Government and the 
folly of Mr. Batrour tend to make them 
see it more plainly. The current of opinion 
might be turned by some conspicuous out- 
rage, like thatof the murders in Phenix 
Park, and it reallyfappears as if the efforts 
of the Government were directed to bring- 
ing about a reaction by goading the 
Trish into such an outrage. The Irish lead- 
ers are without doubt doing their best to: 
prevent an outbreak. If they can bring on 
a general election before an outbreak occurs, 
the new House will probably contain a ma- 
jority of members prepared to accept any 
scheme of home rule that saves what Lord 
BEACONSFIELD described as the “imperial 
character of the realm.”

MAKING LOWER: RATES. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 25.—The competition be- 
tween the various roads east from Chicago by 
the prohibition of pool earnings or traffic has at 
last led also to serious complications regard- 
ing rates on traflic locally to seaboard 
and Eastern points. The Chicago ana Grand 
Trunk claims to have obtained direct 
evidence that some of its competitors have 
been guilty of cutting rates, particularly on 


butter, on other high-class freight, and for this 
reason has made an open reduction in the rates 
on that class of freight. The regular 
tariff rates from Chicago to New-York 
en butter and kindred articles is 65 cents per 
100 pounds. The rate now announced by the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk is 57 cents 
to New-York, 55 cents to Philadelphia, and 67 
cents to Boston. The Grand Trunk officers 
say this reduction was made necess by the 
under-biiling and other unfair practices resorted 
to by competing lines, who were using Peoria 

ercentages upon which to base their rates from 
uterior points. 

There is every indication that the Grand 
Trunk will before long make a reduction in grain 
rates. It has informed Chairman Blanchard 
that it has become well satisfied that the Michi- 
gan Central, Wabash, Nickel Plate, Hoosac Tun- 
nel, and West Shore lines are making a cut of 3 
cents per 200 bey on grain from Chicago to 
Now-York, and that unless this is immediately 
stopped it will make an open rate of 22 cents on 
grain to New-York, The Michigan Central and 
Nickel Plate emphatically deny that they are or 
have been cutting rates as alleged. 

Chairman Blanchard is unable to regulate the 
matter, as it is imposeible to seeure direct 
evidence against any of the roads. The cut- 
ing is not done openly, and the rajlroads use 
every possible precaution against detection. In 
some instances switching and terminal! charges 
are not collected, and in still others the New- 
York lighterage charge of 3 cents is thrown off. 

But the most efficient way to give eertain fa- 
vored shippers an advantage in rates has just 
come to light. Under the law the railroads aro 

revented from giving rebates or drawbacks to 

‘avored shippers, but they manage to secure the 
same—and without much danger of detection or 
getting in conflict. with the law—by placing 
certain members of sueh favored firms upon 
their pay-rolls as freight solicitors, und the 
amount of rebate is credited to these persons in 
the shape of commissions for securing the busi- 


ness. Of course the money goes to the firms esis.

THE COMPROMISE EFFECTED BRTWEEX 
COURT DAYS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—The Philadel. 
Dhia Times to-morrow will say that the records 
of Common Pleas Court Na 3 show that & case 
involving a good many thousand doMars, and of 
more than ordinary interest to brokera and 
their customers, has just been settled.

James Hetel, who had been for some time mak- 
ing investments in various kinds of securities 
through Robert Glendenning & Co., 303 Chest 
nut-street, had a balance of many thousands ip ’ 
the hands of his brokers, He gave them an 
order to buy $150,000 of Reading general 
mortgage sixes, and they shortly afterward re- 
ported that they had bought the bonds. Mr. 
Walton thought no more of the Matter until 


Saturday, April 24, of the same ye 
receivea a telegram from Gloadenniie aaa 
saying that unless he put up more margin thes 
would sell his bonds and elose his account, -: 
Mr. Walton was sick in bed in New-York with 
an attack of gout, but he got out of bed and 
came to Philadelphia on April 26, arriving here 
at 1o’clock in the afternoon. He went imme- 
diately to Glendenning & Co. prepared to pro- 
tect his peiaes, and was informed by them 
that they had sold him out at 10:30 0’clock. Mr. 
Walton was astonished, and believed that he 
had been unfairly dealt with, and at ones 
brought suit to recover his bonda. Giendenning 
& Co. not only informed him that they had 
closed his acceunts, but claimed that he was 
their debtorto the amount of from $2,500 to 
$3,000. They garnisheed his accounts with’ 
boro G. Huey & Co. and one of the trust com- 
The case was called for trialin Ro - 
mon Pleas Court No. 3, on Mendes. oon at 
and in response to the call of the Judge, P. F. 
Rotherme!l, counsel for Mr. Walton, answered 
that he was ready and anxions to go on with 
the trial. Josiah R. Adams, the law partner of 
Samuel B. Huey, who is sounsel for Glenden- 
ning & Co., appeared in court, said that Mr. 
Huey was in New-York, and asked that the 
case go over until the following day, as the 
trial could not possibly go on without him. 
Shortly after the postponement an offer was 
made to Mr. Walton, not only to set aside their 
claims against him, but to give him $2,500 in 
cash to settle the case. Mr. Walton refused the 
offer, and said he was anxious to try the case, . 
On Tuesday Mr. Rothermel was ready to go 
on with the trial, but Mr. Huey was 
not, and the case again went over till 
Wednesday. On Wednesday morning Mr. 
Rothermel and Mr. Walton ga in 
court ready for trial, but Mr. Husy bad again 
been called back to New-York and the case could 
not goon. Glendenning & Co. then raised their 
offer to settle, bus Mr. Walton still declined 
and wanted the case tried, so he said. Mean- 
time Glendenning & Co. kept raising their offer 
until Mr. Walton consented to settle for 50 cents 
on the dollar of their claim. The terms were 
agreed to, and he received a receipt in fail’ for 
their so-called claim and a check for $11,000.

Q@HE SECOND TORPEDO AT- 
TACK FAILS. 

(UMPIRES PECIDE THAT NOT A SINGLE 
BOAT GOT NEAR ENOUGH TO pO 
THE SLIGHTEST DAMAGE, 

Newrort, R. I., Oct. 25.—The second

EPISCOPAL MISSIONARY COUNOIL. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—There was a 
rare and notable gathering of Bishops, elergy- 
men, and laymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church to-day in the beautiful 8t.James’s Church, 
Twenty-second and Walnut streets. The occa- 
‘sion which brought together the most promi- 
‘ment churchmen in the country was the first 
ymeeting of the Missionary Council provided for 
and appointed at the last General Convention of 


the Protestant Episcopal Church, The Council 
is composed of 198 members, including ail 
the Bishops and an equal number each of clergy- 
men and of laymen, a niajority of whom were 
present at the first session in St. James’s Church 
this morning, when the preliminary devotional 
service and administering of holy communion 
were celebrated. The Right Rev. Bishop W1ll- 
jams, of Connecticut, Primate of the Church and 
President of the House of Bishops, opened the 
gervice with the Lord’s Prayer. Bishop O. W. 
Whitaker, of Philadelphia, read the Epistle, and 
Bishop Bedell, of Ohio, the Gospel. Bishap 
Williams read the creed and Bishop Tut- 
tle, of Mississippi, delivered the sermon, after 
which holy communion was administered by 
Bishop Williams, assisted by Bishops Whipple, 
of Maryland; Whitaker, of Philadelphia; Tuttle, 
of Mississippi, and Clark, of Rhode Island. 
After this service had been concluded the busi- 

ess session of the council was begun, Bishop 

hipple presiding. The Rev. Dr. Austice, of

anda report rules for the government of the 
council The committee included General 
Secretary the Rev. Dr. Longford, Bishop Doane, 
of Alabama, and the Hon. Mr. Baldwin.

THE SON OF DICKENS. 


Charles Dickens the lesser made his first 
bow before the American public last evening. 
He stood behind a reading desk with his hands 
resting upon it, bent his body forward at an 
angle of 45 degrees. and moved his head slowly 
from right to left. The American public, 
represented by @ good-sized company of well- 
dressed men and women, including lots of nice, 
clean, innocent-looking girls of the kind one 
never sees at public entertainments except in 

| Chickering Hall and at Barnum’as circus, clapped 
its hands in enthusiastic welcome. The place 
was Chickering Hall, and there was a Chicker- 
ing Hall audience. Preachors of the 
Gospel sat on the platform with 
other distinguished citizens, the most conspicu- 
ous of thése being William T. Sherman, Horace 
Porter, and Marshall P. Wilder. Marshall 
was most conspicuous of all. He occupied 
the seat Mr. Dockstader keeps for himself 
in the little house of entertainment further 
up town, and as he sat there one could not help 
thinking how joyful that audienee would have 
been if he had made a move toward the reading 
desk. It was just the kind of an audience to be 
stirred up by the telephone story—C-r-r-r-r! 

The proceedings began shortly before 8 o’elock 
with the exhilarating melodies of ‘‘ Erminie,” 


oon: out of the big organ by a well-trained 
virtuoso. When the lights went up Mr. Chauncey 
Depew entered, L. E., followed by Mr. Charles 
Dickehs carrying a flat red book in his left hand 
and plimp red flower in the left lapel of his 
coat. Mr. YDickens is a gentleman of 
dignified appearance. He would not at- 
tract attention in acrowd. Hehas arather 
broad face, a well-shaped head, and wears a 
moustache. Mr. Depew intreduced Mr. Dickens 
to the American public, referring incidentally to 
his own recent tripin Europe. He recalled the 
memorable public readings of Dickens the great 
in this country, just 20 years ago. He said 
Dickens beionged to no country and to no age, 
put to humanity at large and to all time. 
He could not have said more of Homer or 
Shakespeare. Asa matter of fact, Dickens be- 
longea to his own age and his own country ex- 
clusively. He wasin all things English, and 
nis genius was essentially British. e judged 
all foreign affairs from an English point 
of view. His works were. and are still, popular 
in this country simply because they are written 
in the English language, and their pathos and 
humor are deep and broad. If Mr. Depew had 
made that statement before an Italian or 
a French audience he would not have struck 
the chord he seemed to. atrike last 
nicht. If he had spoken thus of Homer or 
Shakespeare the cordial response woald not 
have been lacking. Dickens is esteemed in 
France and Italy as highly as Balzac and Man- 
zoni are esteemed among English-speaking 
peoples. Ho istalked about but not read 
much; and when he is read he ia 
not fully appreciated. A better point for Mr. 
Depew to make would have been this: that all 
that is good in English literature and art in the 
nineteenth century has found large appreciation 
and a splendid market in this big, eager republic 
of ya oe who speak the English language. 

Mr. Depew alinded to the ease with which any 
reader of Dickens can find seeming counterparts 
of the novelist’s personages in real life. He re- 
mombered that when the Diokens, making his 
first appearance here as a public reader, was in- 
troduced by Horace Greeley, the thought oe- 
curred to every reporter in the house 
that Dickens’s own Pickwick was per- 
forming the gracious act. Which of the 
famous characters the morning papers would 
identify him with Mr. Depew said he could not 
imagine. Having finished one of his neat, 
sprigatly & eeches, Mr. Depew sat down; and 
when the laughter and applause had subsided 
the son of Charles Dickens contributed his bow 
to the history of the United States. 

Mr. Dickens read two selections from his 
father’s works—“ Doctor Marigo!d” and the trial 
from ‘“‘ Pickwick,” somewhat condensed. He has 
a rather monotonous, but sufficiently streng and 
not unpleasant voice. He delivered thé words 
of the text in a simple, straightforward man- 
ner, with very few attempts in the way of dra- 
matic effect. He did not suggest in his voice, 
face, or manner that Doctor Marigold was 
@ man of an strong peculiarities, phys- 
ieal or mental The Cheap Jack he con- 
jared up from his father’s glowing pages was 
very much the same kind of a man as 
his father’s gentlemanly son. That wonderfull 
strong picture of moral worth in an uncout 
garb, of virtue and nobility in a mean, grotesque 
shell—a subject of the sort the genius of the 
great Dickens reveled in—lost much of the 
effect it produces ubon the imaginative and 
sympathetic reader who follows it from the 
printed page. Mr. Mimms, the showman with 
a hoarse voice, was cleverly hit off; and he re- 
appeared in the Bardell trial when he shouted 
from the gallery to Mr. Justice Stareleigh, 
“Put it down a we, me lud; put it down a we.’’ 
The reading was followed with close attention 
and punctuated at every possible mement with 
applause and laughter. 

Mr. Charles Dickens, if hisname happened to 
be John Smith, would not be a formidable 
rival of any one of the public readers and 
elocutionists now popular at Chiekering Hall 
and in the rural lyceums. Such a reader 
as George Riddle, for instance, could com- 
municate the tenderness and drollery of “ Doc- 
tor Marigold” much more clearly and with 
more effect than he, without offending good 
taste or overstepping the proper limitations of 
the platform. There is nothing in Mr. Dickenas’s 
reading that indicates a closer knowledge or 
keener appreeijation of his father’s novels or 
deeper sympathy with the novelist than are 
possessed by the ordinary American cit- 
izen who has had a common. school 
education. Mr. Dickens has visited Amer- 
fea to read selections from his father’s 
works for a price. That he bears the same name 
as the author of the works, and of his being, isa 
strong point in his favor. It appears at this 
time to be the only point. 

Every reader of Dickens forms his own ideas 
of the grotesque creations ef his brain. When 
he hears the novelist interpreted in pub- 
lie he always experiences something of 
a shock. This was true of Dickens's 
readings from his own writings. He 
often communicated by his voice and manners 
ideas of his characters totally different from 
those previously entertained by his hearers. 
Many persons candidly confessed their re- 
gret, while he was here, that they had 
heard him read. He had put the 

icture galleries of their memories in disorder; 

e had ehattered their ideals; and the dis- 
comfort accerdingly suffered by imaginative 
folks was scarcely compensated for by 
the pleasure of seeing the famous 
writer and hearing his voice. How much more 
will this fecjing be engendered by the public 
readings of hisson? Who ever imagined suchia 
stupid, uninteresting Sam Weller as he who 
bandied words with Serjeant Buzfuz on the 
| platform of Chiekering Hall last night ?

DISTILLERS IN COUNCIL. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—Representatives. of 
the big Western distillers have been gathering 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel for the last two days. 
The prospects for the Whisky Trust be- 
coming the gigantic monopoly its vromoters 


wish are growing slim. To stiffen up the cour- 
age of the big distillers on the outside of the trust 
a secret conference has been goingon. Among 
those here are President J. B.Greenhut, of Peoria; 
Adoiph Woolner, of Peoria; C. Fairbanks, 
of Terre Haute; H. B. Miller, of South 
Bend, and Rice & Co., of the Empire 
Distillery, of Chicago, and more are drop- 
ping in. It was given out to-day that about 
75 per cent. of the old Western Export Asso- 
ciation are in the trust, but houses 
like Shufeldts and all the Kentucky Bour- 
bon houses are hanging on the ‘outside. 
Even if the nogotiations now going on 
sheuld bring the delinquents into line, it will 
take about a year to get the trust in 
working order. Another cause for the 
conference .at this time concerns the 
whisky § tax agitation at the coming 
session of Congress. Dr. Rush says it is 
bound to be talked of this Winter and 
a bitter fight made for free whisky. 
Senator Stanford, of California, ia going to 
make a bic effort to make fruit distillation free 
of taxation, and fam Randall and Congressman 
McAdoo, of New-Jersey, have joined hands with 
him.

A FIGHTING OHAIRMAN. 


MULLER’S FRIENDS NOMINATE HIM 
A UNITED LABOR CONVENTION. 
The delegates of the United Labor Party 
to the Senatorial Convention in the Fifth Dis- 
trict made another 
a candidate for Senator last night afd sue- 
ceeded after sevoral hours of turmoil and 
atrife. The convention was held in the back 
room of a saloon at 253 Centre-street. The 
troubles began with the election of a Chairman. 
One of the two candidates for the position be- 
longed to the faction that wanted the Senatorial 


nomination for ex-Congressman Nicholas Muller. 
His name was J. Oliver Kane. The other was 
G. H. Robinson, who led the faction supporting 
John T. Burke for the coveted Senatorship. 
Kane was finally elected amid great confusion 
by a vote of 50 to 38. Sesing that this vote was 
a forecast of what would follow, Burke’s fol- 
lowers became desperate and created a great 
disturbance, but Kane quickly asserted his au- 
thority as Chairman, and comparative quiet en- 
sued until the Committee on Credentials re- 
ported. Then there was more trouble. 

At the last meeting of the convention, which 
was declared illegal by the State Committee, 
Richmond County only had 16 delegates, but 
the State Committes in the meantime had 
allotted them an increased representation of 
5, making the total 21. As the delega- 
tion was solid for Muller his opponents 
protested, and for fully an hour the convention 
rivaled the Stock Exchange on its nosiest days. 
Aspirant Burke got red in the face and struck a 
tragic attitude, while he delivered himself 
of a speech calling upon his friends 
to withdraw from: the convention, They 
did not do so, however. They had come there 
to stay, and they meant to fight it out. By 11 
o’clock the convention got to the nominations. 

The names of Nicholas Muller, John T. Burke, 
and Jeremiah Murphy were submitted without 
anybody coming to blows, but when it came to 
a question of how the vote should be cast 
pandemonium again reigned. Burke’s friends 
wanted the secret ballot, and tha others 
thought that the Chairman of each district dele- 
gation could announce their respective decisions 
just as well. Then Burke got mad again and de- 
clined in favor of Murphy. Still this did not 
settle the difficulty. Each side insisted on hav- 
ing its way, and a motion was made by 
the Muller crowd for the district; vote. It was 
carried, but the Chairman barely survived the 
announcement of the vote. He was of good 
mettle, though, and when Burke saia some- 
thing unpleasant about him he request 
ed that the convention take a recess 
of 10 minutes while he went outside 
and “ licked” the troublesome aspirant for Sena- 
torial honors into decent submission. Burke 
took the hint and subsided, but his friends did 
not until Hugh Whoriskey, a member of the 
State Committee, who was present to see fair 
play, stepped forward and said that unless the 
vote was made by ballot he should declare all 
nominations illegal. 

Chairman Kane responded that the State Com- 
mitteeman had exceeded his authority and 
was out of order. He would then have or- 
dered the voting to proceed by districts had 
not Muller’s friends consented, as a pag hen 
measure, that the ballot should be used. From 
that on there was less trouble, though quite 
as much noise, and at midnight the 
vote was announced. It stood 51 for Mul- 
ler and 37 for Murphy. When thég¢ cheer. 
ing that followed this announcement had 
subsided a committees was appointed to wait 
upon Mr. Muller with the good news, and the 
convention adjourned sine die, only to reassem- 
ble informally in the front room, where they 
took in a fresh supply of enthusiasm. 
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IT SUIOIDE OR MURDER? 


A CHINAMAN’S THROAT CUT WITH A 
RAZOR. 

Low He Yong, a Chinaman 30 years old, 
was found dead yesterday afternoon in the 
laundry in the basement of 62 Delancey-street. 
His throat was cut and a bloody razor was lying 
en his chest. His companions say that he com- 
mitted suicide. 


Low, with Yee Sing and two other Chinamen, 
were the proprietors of the laundry run under 
the name of Yee Sing. They eccupied a large 
basement, the eastern portion of which was 
partitioned off from che main room for a bei- 
room, On two cots in this small apartment the 
four Chinamen were in the habit of sleeping. 
Low’s companions say that he had been de- 
mented for some time, and that his brother com- 
mitted suicide twoor three years ago. Low 
worked in the laundry all the morning yester- 
day, and during the afternoon went into 
the bedroom to sleep. His companions 
were working in the laundry in_ the 
front part of the basement. At 2 o’clock 
Yee Sing went into the bedroom and found Low 
lying on his right side on one of thecots. There 
were two.great pools of blood on the floor be- 
side the cot and blood was spattered over the 
wallof the bedroom and on the clothing hang- 
ing on pegs above the cot. He. found that Low 
was dead. 

The Chinamen sent to the Chinese Consulate 
and informed the officials there that Low had 
killed himself. Information was also sent to the 
Coreners’ office, and Coroner ‘Nugent gave a 
permit for the removal of the body to an under- 
taker’s shop in Mott-street which is extensively 
patronized by the Chinese population. 

The undertaker and assistants were preparing 
the body fer removal when Detective.-Warner, 
ofthe Eighteenth Precinct, noticing the under- 
taker’s wagon in front of the poem went into 
ascertain wifit was the matter. He stopped 
further proceedings until he made an inves- 
tigation. From what he learned from 
the Chinamen, with the utmost. diffieulty 
and through an interpreter he was not entirely 
satisfied that the man had committed suicide. 
There are several circumstances, which look sus- 
picious. The position in which the dead Ohina- 
man was lying was an unnatural one, as his 
right hand was partially under the body. 
The razor looked as though it had been 

laced carefully in the position in which it was 

ound near the gaping wound, and the failure of 
the Chinamen to inform the police of the death 
of their comrade was deemed suspicious. There 
isa possibility that the Chinaman may have 
been murdered by his partners.

THE KENIGHTS OUT OF POLITIOS. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 25.—A story 
was published a day or two ago to the effect that 
T. V. Powderly, Gov. St. John, Henry 
George, Dr. McGlynn, and Gen. Clinton B. 


Fisk had sent letters to the Missouri delegates 
to the National Prohibition Central Committee 
regarding a coalition of the rival parties and the 
theories they represent in the next national 
campaign. It was also stated that Gen. Fisk 
was the choice of the consolidated parties for 
President and T. V. Powderly for Vice- 
President, and that a mecting would be 
held in St. Louis in December of all 
the ~ political Jabor factions, with a 
view of harmony in the next Presidential cam- 
paign. The story is generally discredited by 
Labor and Prohibition leaders in the Northwest. 
Said General Secretary MoGaughey, of the 
Knights of Labor: 

“Itis well known that Mr. Powderly, while in 
this city, expressed views directly opposite to 
any sort of a political move on the part of the 
Knights of Labor as an organization. We hold 
that the time is not ripe for any such 
action, and two-thirds of the delegates to the 
General Assembly interviewed were of the same 
epinion. It is also well known that Mr. Pow- 
derly has most emphatically expressed himself 
against being the nominee of any party for 
President next year.” 

Other prominent Knights express similar 
views. Said Dr. Denton, a well-Lnown Pro- 
hibitionist: ‘The fact that Henry George is 
mentioned conspicuously as one of the 
most prominent of tthe parties to the plan 
leads me to believe that the story is considerably 
off color. I have had some correspondence of late 
with Mr. George and his aides in the present 
New-York campaign, and I am satisfied that the 
George party are not at allin sympathy with 
any such movement. They have hobbies enough

THE PINNAOLE OF THE TARIFF 
SWINDLE. 


** CASTOR-OIL” DUTY 189.28 PER CENT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


*Peccavi,” ‘ peccavi.’ Who could have 
supposed that in compiling a list of duties paid 
in 1886 that the highest duty paid on an article 
of necessity should have escaped me? How 
true is the wise proverb which says, “Do not 
I have omitted the 
tax or duty on castor ofl. And in order to 
rectify my omission I will devote this short let- 
ter to castor oil. In 1886 we imported 13,644 
gallons of castor oil, costing abroad $5,766 61. 
On this oil the Treasury collected a revenue of 
$10,915 17, or 189.28 per cent. This high tax 
Was necessary for two reasons. In the first 


place, it was necessary to protect the “infant” 
castor-bean growers at the rate of 50.54 per cent. 
against the pauper castor beans of India, and 
inasmuch as the raw material was: proteeted 
50 per cent,, the “infant” castor oil crushers 
took simply a protection of 189 per cent. as a 
compensation. We all know what castor oil is 
used for, although for aught I know it may be 
used otherwise than medicinally. But no one 
could possibly maintain that castor oil is a 
luxury. Out tariff system is so thoroughly cor- 
rupt that there are decrees in this villainous 
P+ forgo For instance, raw wool is the founda- 
tion and raw material of all woolen manufact- 
ures. Raw wool was protected, or foreign wool 
was taxed, in 1886 in average just 56.10 per 
cent., and manufactured woolen goods were 
taxed during the same year in average 67.29 per 
cent. Thus it will be seen that the difference of 
the tax in the manufactured goods and in the 
raw material was 11.19 percent. That is one 
degree of tariff taxation. 

But when we turn to castor oil, we find quite 
another story. The castor beans are taxed 
50.54 per cent., and the eastor oil is taxed 
189.28 per cent., a difference of 138.74 per cent. 
And yet even at this outrageous tax the home 
castor-oil crushers could not prevent the impor- 
tation of 13,644 gallons of foreign oil, which 
only proves that home-made caster oil takes 
either the full pound of flesh of the tax, or that 
the foreign oil is so much purer and muat be had 
at any priee. It is now in order to show 
the extent of this mighty home industry 
known as castor-oil crushing. In 1880 there 
were just eight establishments engaged in this 
business. The eapital invested was $474,000. 
The total hands employed were 107 men and 1 
boy. The total amount of wages paid was 
$44,714. The cost of material was $384,890, 
and the finished product realized or was valued 
at $653,900. 

Now, if we deduct the wages and cost of mate- 
rials, which together amounted to $429,604, 
from $653,900, there remains a clear profit of 
$224,296 on a capital of $474,000. Of course, 
far be it from me to eall in question the correct- 
ness of either the capital invested or the value 
of the finished product. All I want my fellow- 
citizens toremembcur is that this statement is 
made by the castor-oi] crushers themselves. 
Nor would [I for. the world insinuate that the 
capital is ‘‘ watered,” or the valueofthe product 
oiled.” LT only give plain official facts. But by 
their own showing it would take less than two 
years and two months te pay for the whole cap- 
italinvested. But, after all, what does it mat- 
ter? My esteemed friend, Senator Evarts, 
would at once show that to pay eight eastor-oil 
crushing establishments $224,000 annually is 
only about three-eighths of a cent tax per capita 
on 60,000,000 people per annum, and it would 
bea pity to deprive them of this little “ back- 
sheosh.” J. 8. MOORE.

EXPRESS COMPANIES PROTEST. 


AGAINST BEING MADE AMENABLE TO 
THE INTER-STATE LAW. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission gave a hearing to-day to counsel 
representing those express companies which do not. 
admit that they fall within or are amenablo to the 
inter-State commerce law. Mr. Clarence Seward, 
counsel for the Adams Express Company, first ad- 
dressed the commission. He asstuned that the briefs 
of counsel would be read, and did not propose to re- 
state the matter therein covered, He read from a | 
circular received from the Department of the 
Interior in 1880 by all express con- 
panies, setting forth the desirability of hav- 
ing as full a statement as possible of the 


scope of express business for the censns. 
Here he said was arecognition of the express busi- 
ness by a Federal department as sui generis—some- 
thing entirely apart from that of common carriers. 
Fie argued that there was nothing upon the face of 
the act to show an intent upon the part of Congress 
to include express companies. The act arose trom 
acomplaint of an unjust discrimination between 
the alupper and the railway lines, sufliciently grave 
to justify Governmental interference. There was 
no complaint to his knowledge Ox- 
press company—no petition Gov- 
ernment should interfere. For these rea- 
sons he argued that the intent of the law 
was to regulate and contro! the operations of cor. | 
porations which the Government lad created, and in 
no wise to centro! those who merely used the rail- 
roads, The express business was as distinctive from 
the railroad business a8 wis the telegraph busi- 
neas. Nv ove would ever confound an express yack- 
age with a freight package, Congress fully knew 
the difference, aud there was no Congressman who 

adnob made use of the express company to carry 
aad to his home which he would never have in- 
trusted toa freight train were he a Congressman is 
long as he lived. He read from past acts of Congress 
to show that where telegraph _or express 
companies were intended by Congress to 
come within the provisions of an act sug@hi 
ecompanivs were explicitly referred to. In one 
of these acts referring to companies “‘ who carry 
mouey or valuable packages for ver ho claimed 
that Congress had defined the meaning of the term 
“express company.” He argued as the only remain- 
ing point that it Was the province of a good Judge to 
“simplify justice and not rok serge a apy Quoting 
the plirase Of the act, “‘ Wholly by rail or partly by 
railand paitly by water in one continuous line,” he 
declared that there was no express company in the 
country doing inter-State business whic fell under 
this definition. He quoted from decisions of the Su- 
preme Court to the elfect that express Companies are 
mot common carriers. . 

Theodore M. Pomeroy, of Auburn, N. Y., repre- 
senting the American, National, and Wells-Fargo 
Express Companies, set forth in detail theorigin, 
history, and legal status of those companies. When 
his advice was first sought upon this bill ho ex- 
amined it, and thought from the reading of the first 
four sections that express companies were undoubt- 
edly intended to be included, but in the other sec- 
tions he found matter which was not to be recon- 
ciled with that contained in the preceding sec- 
tions, exceph upon the theory that the act 
only referred to carriers owning their own 
vehidies and lines. In search of light, he 
had examined the report of the _commit- 
tee and the testimony taken by it. Nowhere 
Wereexpress companies named. No express com- 
pany officials were called upon for information. Com- 

»liance With the law, he said, in reply to inquiries 
ty Commissioner Walker, would be impossible be- 
cause no express company could bear the enormous 
clerical expense. There would be no other objeo- 
tion, 80 far as he couid sea, to compliance with the 
Jaw. He declared on belaif of his clients that they 
were not here to resist the operations of the law, but 
te consult with the commission with regard to its in- 
terpretation. 

Mr. W. W. MeFariand, representing the United 
States Express Company, made an argumeut in ref- 
erence to the meaning of the words “common car- 
rier” and the liability of express companies under 
the common law, 

Mr. W. S. Ciisholm, representing the Southern 
Express Company, said his reading of the law ren- 
dered it immaterial whether the common carrier be 
& company, corporation, or an individual, but to 
make the Common carrier subject to the provisions 
of the Inter-State act it mustown or operate a rail- 
road. 

Mr. Charles Steele, representing the Erie Express 
Company. said his compauy was not operated by the 
Erie hailway, but was quite an independent com- 

any, having a working contract with the Erie 

tailroad. it paid 40 per cent. of its frogs receipts. 
The commission adjourned at 4 o’clock.

THE HUSSAR’S LOST GOLD 


pre sacih eS elon 
MONEY. SPENT IN VAIN TO 
FIND 1T. 

THE STORY OF A SEARCH FOR BRITISH 
TREASURE AS BROUGHT OUT IN A 
NEW-JERSEY LAWSUIT. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 25.—In his opinion 
fn the case of Joseph ©. Hartshorne against 
George W. Thomas, just filed by Vice-Chancellor 
Bird, he tells this interesting story: 

The British frigate Hussar, sunk near the 
city of New-York on Novy. 25, 1780, was a 32- 
gun ship, 206 feet in length, 52 feet 2 inches 
beam; one of England’s proudest ships. She 
had on board £580,000 in treasure for the pur- 
pose of paying the army and navy, they having 
been without pay for nearly three years. The 
Mereury also sailed for the same destination 
with 2380,000 of British treasure on. beard; 
its destination was also New-York, The Hussar 
lay at anchor off the Battery two days after her 
arrival, and during this time the treasure on 
board the Mereury was transferred to the Hus- 

' gar, the city then being besieged by an army of 

« American rebels” and in great danger of capt- 

ure. 

The Hussar was then ordered to sailforthwith 
te Newport, R. L, and on her way up the East 
River to the Sound she struck upon Pott Rock, 
nearly opposite the upper extremity of Randall's 


Island. An effort was made to land her at Port 

‘Morris. When she got within less than 100 
yards of the shore she sank suddenly with ail 
on board, numbering about 150, leavingionly the 
tepmastsin view. There were many American 
prisoners on board, who, being chained below, 
went down with the ship, and the loss of whose 
lives created, = of indignation among 
revolutionary patriots throughout the country. 
The shore where the vessel went down and 
where she now lies has nearly perpendicular 
walls and at medium tide the water is about 70 
feet deep. The whole amount of money on 
board is estimated at $4,800,000. 

In 1794 the British Government employed 
twe brigs and labured two Summers endeavor- 
ing te raise the ship by means of grapples, but 
without success. It is said they were ordered 
off by the American Government. In 1819 the 
werk was again undertaken by a British com- 
pany, endeavoring to operate upon the ship by 
means ofa diving bell, the most effective sub- 
marine appliance known at that time, but owing 
to the great volume of tide it was compelled to 
abandon the enterprise. After this the British 
Government offered a large salvage to induce 
parties in the States to undertake the raising of 
the ship. Two or three companies were organ- 
ized for that purpose in and about Philadelphia 
and Baltimore and made the attempt, but with- 
out success, owing to the great strength of the 
tide at all times. 

In 1848 Capt. Taylor invented what was called 
sub-marine armor, and he was so confident 
that his invention could successfully operate 
upen the Hussar that be was induced to obtain 
personal knowledge at the Admiralty Depart- 
ment in England in regard to the amount of 
treasure. He labored in the undertaking until 
his death. He willed his invention to his friend, 
Charles B. Pratt, of Worcester, Mass., with his 
entire outtit, which he had been three years or 
more collecting, upon condition that Mr. Pratt 
should prosecute the work until the treasure 
was finaily obtained, and that he should give 
one-sixth thereof to his wife and daughter. Mr. 
Pratt accepted the terms, and wagjjoined in the 
enterprise by others. 

The ships decks were entirely removed, 26 
cannon, large and small, were taken up and solid 
for $1,500; 4,000 cannon balls, large quantities 
of rotten cordage, many bushels of gup flints, 
several leather buckles with the name “ Hussar” 
on them, which may be seen at the historic- 
al rooms in the city of ‘Worcester; many 
human bones and skulls, manacies, and chains, 
giasa, earthen and pewterware, the ship’s bell, 
and hundreds of articles usually on board of a 
war vessel, most of which aré atill in the cus- 
tody of the company. 

Mr. Pratt and his friends eontinued the work 
until 1866, when individual interests had been 
divided, subdivided, and resubdivided and the 
fractions seattered far and dear. With a great 
deal of trouple the several interests were col- 
leeted and a company incorporated under the 
laws of New-York, with a nominal capital cor- 
responding with the amount of treasure the 
Hussar was supposed to contain, and divided 
into 48,000 shares of $100 each, and known as 
the Frigate Hussar Company. This company 
worked with more or less success after that 
time. ; 

An effort was made to get the submarine 
eompany which operated on the steamer Golden 
Gate. loston the Pacific coast with $1,000,000 
in gold on board, to operate on the frigate 
Hussar, but it does not appear that that effort 
was successful, Jt is in evidence that from 
1857 to 1880 there were continuous efforts 
meade by different interests to reach and raise 
the Hussar or to lift the buried treasure from 
herhulk. Although he had commenced search- 
ing for the prize in 1879,in 1880 George W. 
Thomas, the defendant, being influenced by a 
stronger desire to exhume this treasure and by a, 
strong conviction that it could be accomplished, 
secured permission from the Government to 
proceed, and solicited aid from his friends for 
the purpose of carrying on the enterprise. 
Money was advanced to him by them. On the 
receipt of money he acknowledged it, and 
gave them a stipulation agreeing that he 
would, as soon as he recovered the treasure, 
“* pay to said —— the sum of $——, with no delay 
more thaa will be necessary to conyert the same 
into lawful money ef the United States.” The 
complainant advanced to the defendant $5,000 
in the first instanee, which was acknowledged 
by the signing ofsuch areceipt. This was upon 
Feb. 16, 1882. On March 2, 1883, he advanced 
$5,000 more on like terms. In May of the samo 
year he advanced $3,000 additional, which last 
sum the complainant insists was upon the same 
representations and for a like purpose, but 
which the defendant insists was loaned to him 
upon his ewn personal security, together with a 
chattel mortgage on the scow in use at the work, 
and witheut any reference to ‘the enterprise of 
‘Taising the buried treasure. 

The enterprise thus began by Thomas was 
carried on until January, 1884, when his eup- 
porters became discouraged, sought to eall him 
to account, and, failingin that; they formed a 
company for the purpose of earrving on the 
work themselves. They succeeded in having 
the Government annul all obligations between 
itand Thomas. His property was attached, and 
when the proceedings were settled the chattel 
mortgage alluded to was enforced and all his 
appliances were sold. No part of the money ad- 
vanced by the plaintiff has ever been owt , ex- 
cept what was realized from the sale under the 
chattel mortgage. 

The billin this case asks that the contract 
made by the defendant with the plaintiff and 
others be specifically performed; that a Receiv- 
er may be appointed to take charge of Thomas's 
property, and that the defendant account for all 
the moneys received by him to raise the sunken 
treasure. The Vice-Chancellor refuses every 
part of the application except that calling upon 
the defendant to account. 

“It is just to say,” says the Vice-Chancellor, 
“that I can discover nothing which tends to the 
conclusion that the defendant, Thomas, at- 
tempted in any sense to mislead. That the ac- 
complishment of the undertaking was certain in 
his mind is very plain. He undoubtedly be- 
lieved that be would be successful, and he made 
every reasonable effort to convey this conviction 
to the minds of those from whom hé sought pe- 
cuniary aid. It would not perhaps be departing 
from the truth to say that ‘his expressions were 
over-confidents and that cautions men—men not 
given to speculation or fond of pursuing chi- 
meras—would not have entertained his proposi- 
tions. Most probably such men would have 
fpurned them, and would have found his con- 
victions utterly baseless in the immense reward 
that was offered for the loan; vhat is, $37,500 
for the advance of only $5,000. But it is not the 
first time that a shining hook has been grasped 
to be followed by mortification and less,”

IS THE TRUTH BEING TOLD? 

Health Officer Smith stated yesterday 
that Patrona Savoni, an Italian immigrant wom- 
an and one of the cholera patients removed 
from the steamship Britannia to Swinburne’s 
Island, had died, and that Genarosa Masluagvi, 
one of the female passengers of the Britannia, 
-had been taken with cholera and had been re- 
moved to Swinburne’s Island. No new cases of 
cholera, Dr. Smith stated, had been devel- 
oped on Hoffman’s Island since Oct.7. The pas- 
sengers removed from the Alesia to Swinburne’s 
Island were convalescent. 

A suspicion is abroad that Dr. Smith’s state- 
mentsin regard to the condition of affairs on 
the quarantined vessels and on the two islands in 
the Lower Bay do not contain the whole truth. 
On Oct. 17, the day before the Britannia was 
sent to the Lower Bay, Dr. Smith stated that 
there was no choleraon board of her. Next day, 
after the vessel had been ordered to Lower 

uarantine, the Health Officer stated posi- 
tively that there had been no cholera on 
the vessel. On Oct. 19 one of his assistants 
stated that a boy had developed symptoms 
which might be cholera. During the rest of last 
week the Health Officer stated several times 
that all was wellon the Britannia and on the 
islands. Yesterday, in his statement, he spoke 
ef one of the Britannia’s cholera patients naving 
died, without having previously informed the 


public that there had been cholera patients on 
the Britannia.

POSING “THE HENRIETTA.” 


BRONSON HOWARD’S COMEDY UNDER 
THE PHOTOGRAPHER’S CAMERAS. 

In anticipation of the fiftieth performance 
of Bronson Howard's successful four-act comedy, 
“Tne Henrietta,” now running at the Union- 
Square Theatre under the management of J. M. 
Hill and Joseph Brooks, an artistic and appro- 
priate souvenir is preparing. It promises to be 
one of the neatest and most interesting little me- 
moentoes ever distributed to theatrical patrons. 

The souvenir will take the form of “The 
Henrietta Dlustrated” by the photogravure 
process. Thatthe pictures will be natural re- 
productions may be imagined when it is ex- 
plained that negatives of scenesin the comedy 
were yesterday photographed by electric light 
in the theatre. The resources of the Brush 
Company were taxed to accomplish the rather 
difficult undertaking. Half a dozen cameras at 
long and short range, some containing anti- 


chromatic plates to catch the brilliant colors, 
were used. The inside of the proscenium arch 
was temporarily fringed with big carbon lamps, 
which, when ablaze with the electrical current, 
made a powerful, consolidated, steady giaré that 
was like a deluge of sunlight through a cloud 
rift. Bya@simple arrangement of drapery the 
intense white light was confined to the stage 
and upon the tableaus. Ths cameras were 
placed under the gallery, near the central aisle. 
The front of the house was darkened as usual at 
&® matinée. Anybody looking at the stage 
scene could see everything distinctly without 
being seen by those on the stage. The arrange- 
ments were completed at noon and the novel 
performance was continued for three hours, 
with brief intermissions. Half a dozen views 
of each setting, with the actors in different 
positions, were taken, and the photographers 
pronounced the work entirely satisfactory. 
For those who had never seen anything of the 
kind the proceeding was a revelation of the 
progress of science and suggestive of the un- 
limited possibilities of electricity. 

The few privileged spectators were highly 
amused by the eccentricities of those two_ in- 
imitable comedians, Robson and Crane. It was 
a trying ordealin their experience and almost 
an infliction to make them pose for five seconds. 
Their own ideas of the photographer’s demands 
were too comical for anything and quite bewil- 
dering to those gentlemen, who were bent only on 

roducing an effective picture, rezardiess of the 
Senmanic laws. Both comedians are inveterate 
smokers, and they started on the first sitting 
puffing perfectos into clouds of blue smoke. 

“Stop that smoking,” came a voice from under 
the gallery, ‘‘ We can’t take smoke.” 

Crane looked at Robson and Stuart looked at 
Billy. Then both lookeé at their freshly-lighted 
cigars. A gleam of hope illuminated the ruddy 
face of ‘Old Nick,” as Crane is known in “ The 
Henrietta.” and he advanced to the front of the 
stage and peered into the gloom. ‘* We smoke 
in the play and we want to show the scene,’ 
was his argument. 

“That's allright, Mr. Crane,” said the volce; 
“we'll take you separately and put inthe cigar 
smoke when we make the picture.” 

So the comedians reluctantly threw away their 
comforters. To be dictated to was a new ex- 
perience, and the acters wondered what would 
come next. To get the striking situations 
Robson suggested that the lines be spoken, 
and invariably thereafter the actors did it. In- 
variably, also, when the climax came, the chief 
director of the camera brigace was not pre- 
pared for his part, and no matter how strained 
the position of the actors they were either 
obliged to hola it or go over the lines again. 
Poor Robson, ds “Bertie, the Lamb,” was almost 
driven to the maddening point by being made 
to hold his English single eyeglass. He haa 
not mastered the trick yet, and he acknowledged 
his deficiency in mournful tones by saying in 
reply to the prompter’s voice, “Mr. Robson, 
put that glass in your eye,” “My deah fellah, I 
cawn’t do it.” 

Crane said to the photographer once, after @ 
prolonged sitting, “‘I guess we are took,” and 
also caused a smile when he suggested that the 
expression on the backof Mr. Lethcourt’s coat 
as he stood by the conservatory window ought 
to be changed. The ladies of the company posed 
admirably, but they had hard work because of 
the laughter caused by the mirth-provoking re- 
marks of the two irrepressible comedians. Al- 
together it was a great day for ‘‘The Henrietta.”

THE REFITTED AND REFURNISHED STORE 
OF NICOLL THE “TAILOR. 

The most striking front on the Bowery is 
at 145 and 147,and is owned by Nicoll the 
Tailor. Mr. Nicell says itis of the old Norman 
style of architecture. Itis certainly attractive 
and none who pass it do so without taking a 
passing glance. The woodwork is of oak, hand- 
somely carved. The entrance is laid in tiling of 
unique design. The plate-glass windows are of 
immense size, the largest measuring 11 by 
1014 feet.

AMERICAN PARTY’S IDEAS 


A PLATFORM OF PRONOUNCED 
VIEWS. ., 

THE RESTRICTION OF IMMIGRATION FA- 
VORED—SECTARIAN SCHOOL APPRO- 
PRIATIONS OPPOSED. 

A meeting of the American Party was 
held in Room 22, Cooper Union, last night. The 
attendants were not particularly numerous, but 
they were remarkably enthusiastic, and they re- 


ceived the platform of the party with vociferous | 


applause. The meeting was,called to order by A. 
Powell,|who stated that he was neither an orator 
nora politician, but that he was an American, 
and believed that the time was ripe for native-born 
citizens of the United States to assert them- 
selves and save the country from the onslaughts 
of the criminals and paupers of Enrope. 
He then proceeded to elucidate the principles of 
the American Party. The first thing desired 
was the restriction of immigration; men whose 
avowed principles are antagonistic to the laws 
of this country—Anarchists and Socialists— 
sbould be inhibited from becoming American 
citizens. To further this end it was proposed to 
extend the time for naturalization to 14 years. 
The speaker would not deny that some for- 
eigners were desirable as citizens, but he as- 


serted that the mass of immigrants was 
not worthy of citizenship by reason of their 
ignorance, and the belief prevalent in it that lib- 
erty is license. Restriction of immigration 
should begin on the other side of the Atlantic, and 
no man should be allowed to come toAmerica for 
the purpose of obtaining citizenship until he had 
satisfied a Copaul of the United States that he 
was of gt character, was notga pauper, 
and knew semething of the Constitution of the 
United States. 

The next point demanded was the nrotection 
of the free school system, the bulwark of Amer- 
jean liberty. Sectarian education was well 
enough if sectarians were compelled to pay for 
it, but the American Party was bitterly opposed 
to the use of one cent of public money for such 
education. It did not recognize any religion in 
its theory of government and denounced taxa- 
tion for sectarian purposes. A Chinaman or a 
Buddhist, it an American citizen, had as mueh 
right as any one else, and it was unjust and un- 
fair to tax such a man to promote Christian 
education, and vice versa. Church and State 
should be entirely separated. 

Another plank in the platform of the new 
party was the reservation of American lands for 
American settlers. The speaker was especially 
severe on those European noblemen who own 
large tracts of American lund and not only live 
abroad, but spend all their profits in other lands 
than America. 

The last plank in the platform was that no 
public funds or property or money raised by tax- 
ation shall be applied to sectarian uses. No re- 
ligious body had any moral right to a single dol- 
lar of the public funds, and to take money from 
the public treasury to support any private insti- 
tution on a sectarian basis was wrong and dan- 
gerous and should be discountenanced. 

The second and only other speaker was Simeen 
E. Church, who denounced those persons that 
come to America “ with a firebrand in one hand 
anda bomb in the other, and, unable to speak 
our language, lecture American citizens on the 
Constitution of the United States.” The time 
had eome, he said, when it was an actual politi- 
cal misfortune fora man to have been bornin 
America, anda double and treble misfortune if 
his ancestors had fought in the war of the Revo- 
lution. It was the purpose of the American 
Party to reetify this evil. 


At the close of the speaking all present were’ 


invited to come forward and enroll themselves 
as membersof the new organization. The re- 
sponse was liberal. Mr. Powell said that the 
meeting last night was only the beginning, and 
that the party would proceed at once to organ- 
ize in each Assembly diatrict, and that he had 
no doubt thatthe old political parties would 
quickly learn to love an American voter as de- 
vyotedly as though he were German or Irish. 
The Provisional Committee of the Arnerican 
Party is composed of John F. Mines, A. Powell, 
8. E. Church, and J. F..Lipphard.

WHAT “POOR BILL” HAS DRAWN 
FROM THE TREASURY IN 20° YEARS. 


One of the arguments advanced in favor 
of the nomination of “ Bill” Furey for Sheriff by 
the Kings County Democracy was the fact that 
he had always been a worker for the party. 
Furey’s opponents are proving how gie worked 
for the party and built up a neat little private 
fortune for himself at the same time. During 
21 years he has been feeding at the public crib. 
In that time he has been out of a job for only 
four months, 


Furey began as a laborer in the navy yard, 
and through the influence of Hugh McLaughlin, 


whom he met there, he obtained a clerkship in 
the Tax Office under CoUectors Badeau 
and Driggs. He remained there six vyeara, 
and when he retired he eatimated his receipts 
at $15,000. From 1870 to 1875 he served 
as Assessor, receiving during that time $20,000 
legitimately and about as much more in other 
ways. He resigned to become Tax Collector, a 
position he held from 1875 to 1877, and drew 
from the City Treasury $10,000 in salary. After 
that Furey was outin the cold for a time, but 
managed to become interested in several good 
things which in three months netted him $5,000. 
Then, in 1878, he was appointed Commissioner 
of Jurors ata salary of $4,000 ayear. He still 
holds the position, and has thus far drawn about 
$36,000 for his services. In addition he dis- 
penses bhe patronage of the navy yard, a job 
worth’ many neat little tips from anxious place 
hunters. Toa friend Furey asserted that his 
position in the yard and his close relationship to 
30ss McLaughlin were worth from $3,000 to 
$5,000 a year. This is his reeord:

The first thing Furey did on Monday, which 
Was as soon after his nomination as possible, 
was to convert the office of the Commissioner of 
Jurors, Room 9, County Court House, into a 
political headquarters. This room belongs to 
the county, but for all that he leased a tele- 
phone, charged it to the county, and has had 
printed in the directory of the telephone com- 
pany the following: ‘‘ Headquarters, Demo- 
cratic County Committee, Room 9, County Court 
House.”

ASSAULTED ON HIS SLOOP— 
AN EXCITING CHASE. 

On a sand sloop at the foot of East Ninety- 
first-street on Monday Thomas Daily, the mate, 
who lives at 1,073 West End-avenue, was as- 
saulted so severely that he is now in the Presby- 
terian Hospital with an ugly gash in his scalp 
and probably his skullfractured. His assailants 
are Francis McLaughlin, 22 years old, of 336 
East Sixty-third-street, and John Wheeler, 19 
years old, of Fifty-fourth-street and Avenue A. 
Justice Welde, in the Harlem Police Court yes- 


terday, committed them both without bail. 
The prisoners boarded the boat abeut 3 o'clock 
on Monday afternoon, and found four Swedes at 
work uploading her.

They de- 
manded work, and when refused it by Mate 
Daily they abused him for employing the 
Swedes. He ordered them off the boat, and one 
of them seized a hatchet. Daily grabbed a 
shovel to defend himself, but his assailant’s 
companion wrenched the shovel out of his hand 
and struck him with it, while the first man 
struck him on the head with the hatchet, felling 
him to the deck. They ran to the stern of the 
heat, cut the line which fastened the yawl to the 
sloop, and, jumping into the yawl, paddled out 
into the stream with two boards which they 
found in the yawl. 

They were well out toward the middle of Hell 
Gate when officer Zwickert and his partner ar- 
rived and, securing a beat, put out after the 
fugitives. As the pursuers approached the 
fugitives the latter began to stone the officers.

When over- 
taken they showed fight and McLaughlin had to 
be knocked down before he would surrender.

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BISHOP LOUGHLIN’S HOUSE.| DEFENDERS OF THE SABBATH. 


EXPECTED TO BE READY FOR HIS USE 
EARLY NEXT MONTH. 

Bishop John Loughlin, who presides over 
the Catholic diocese of Brooklyn, is expected to 
take possession of the new residence built for 
him by subscription of the well-to-ao Catholics 
of that city on Nov. 9, the thirty-fourth anni- 
versary of hisinstallation. The edifice stands 
at the southwestern corner of the cathedral 
block, which is bounded by Lafayette, Greene, 
Vanderbilt, and Claremont avenues. This block 


is 575 feet along Vanderbilt and Claremont ave- 
nues, and 200 feét along Lafayette and Greene 
avenues, and cost $72,000, 

The Bishop’s house has been building over 
three years, and $84,000 has already been spent 
on it, while itia likely that several more thou- 
sands will have to be spent before everything is 
completed. The architect is P. C. Keely, and 
the style simple Gothis. The house has a front- 
age on Claremont-avenue of 60 feet, and runs 
back on Greene-avenue 90 feet. It is four 
stories, with a high basement and mansard 
roof. The material is adarx-gray Connecticut 
granite, to match the cathedral, faced and 
trimmed with Kelly Island white granite. There 
will be quarters for the cathedral priests, as 
wellas the Bishop. The house sets back from 
the curb on Claremont-avenue 37 feet and on 
Greene-avenue 29 feet. It is in no sense a 
palace, being severely rigid in architeeture, and 
unless the fineness of material and workman- 
ship were taken into account the cost would be 
considered inordinate, 

The entrance to the Bishop’s portion is on 
Claremont-avenue, and the severity of the front 
is relieved by the sweep of easy granite steps 
and the polished pillars of colored granite sup- 
porting the porch and balcony above. The en- 
trance to the clergy part of the house is on 
Greene-avenne. This pertion possesses balco- 
nies on the first and second floors. There is 
nothing fancy in the interior, the wainscoting 
and trimmings being of white wood stained. In 
the basement is the dining room, which ean be 
made the whole width of the house when neces- 
sary; a kitchen, a Jaundry, and a boiler room, 
slichtly depressed beneath the floor level. There 
is a marble vestibule on the first floor, and to the 
left the Bishop’s study, and on the right a ar- 
lor. Back of these rooms a corridor runs across 
ane house to the priests’ entrance on Greene- 

venue. Across this corridor, on his own side, is 
the Bishop’s bedroom, with private bathroom 
attached. 

The house narrows considerably from the 
cross corridor te the rear. On eaeh floor in the 
clergy house are accommodations for two 
priests, a bedroom and sitting room for each. 
On every floor there is a bathroom. On the sec- 
ond floor of the Bisbop’s side there is a suite of 
rooms intended for the Very Rev. William 
Keegan, the Vicar-General. On the third 
floor is a magnificent room, the whole width of 
the house, with seven windows, which will be 
used as a liprary. 

The Bishop has lived for 34 years ina plain 
old house at 250 Jay-street. The erection of his 
new home was not undertaken at his suggestion. 
Although 71 years of age, he is still vigorous and 
active. He carries his own valise whenever he 
officlates away from home, and is a great pedes- 
trian. When he was made Bishop there were 
eight churechés and eleven priests in the city of 
Brooklyn. There are now nearly 120 churches 
in the diocese and 164 priests. 

The only portion of the cathedral completed 
is one of the chapels anda vestry room. ‘The 
cathedral will be 368 feet long. »

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 25.—Brown 
Brothers, of New-York, through their attorney, 
Henry G. Newton, appeared before Juage An- 
drews, of the Superior Court, to-day, and moved 
that permission be given them to file an applica- 
tion in the Probate Court for the appointment of 
a Trustee in insolvency for the New-Haven Wire 
Company. The New-York firm is looking for 80 


tons of wire, which it is asserted was sold by E. 
8. Wheeler, the insolvent importer, formerly 
President of the wire company, under trust re- 
ceipts. When Wheeler failed he held about 
$35,900 of this sort of property belonging to 
Brown Brothers, and the 80 tons of wire, for 
which the New-York firm were never paid, has 
disappeared. Attorney Newton asked that a 
Trustees be appointed, who shall take action to 
secure goods put out of Wheeler’s hands before 
insolvency came upon him, but while he knew 
that his failure was imminent, as the wire com- 
pany 18 now in the hands of a Receiver. Judge 
Andrews decided to look up the law before ap- 


pointing a Trustee that there may be no conflict 
of authority.

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PACIFIC ROAD METHODS 


SEEKING LIGAT ON ATOCHI- 
SON AND PIRES PEAK. 
MANY TRANSACTIONS FOREVER SHROUD- 
ED IN MYSTERY BY THE DEATH 

OF rR. M. POMEROY. 

The Pacific Railroad’s investigation Com- 
missioners held yesterday what will bo, unless 
rgoinething unforeseen happens, its last open 
session, All the Commissioners were present. 
The only witness examined was Effingham H. 
Nichols, who was a leading spirit in the con- 
gtruction of the Atchison and Pike’s Peak Road, 
which subsequently became known as the Cen- 
tral Branch of the Union Pacific. Bchind the 
witness sat Judge Dillon, the senior counsel, 
and Ollin W. Mink, the Controller of the Union 
Pacific. ; 

Before the examination of the witness was be- 
gun the following telegram was read: 


In your examination of myself you asked me to 
Sreuest wees way ofsettlement between the Central 
CLG iiroad Company anc the Government. 
Now tthe testimony has closed, and as [ am ad. 
visea nothing materiai had developed in conflict 
with the equities as established by the testimony 
taken in axifornia. I desire to suggest that the 
commission report in favor of the appointment ofa 
reper court to consider the equities existing be- 
tacos the Government and the Central Pacitic Rail- 
read Company, as inguired into in accordance with 
the act of Congress approved March 3, 1877, and 
render final judgment thereon. Then the question 
of what further legislaien may be needed can be 
fairly considered. 1 consider that the act of Con- 
ss directing inqui into the equities erectsa 
Mfrerent standard by which to measure the relations 
between the SL ena uinet Pn a 
the purely le: relation heretofore existing. 
sega . " LELAND STANFORD. 
Mr. Nichols, who is a gentleman of about 60, 
gave, with much emphasis, a carefully worded 
description of his connection with the Atchison 
and Pike's. Peak Road, together with Erastus 
Corning, Chauncey VY. Hibbard, R. M. Pomeroy. 
and others. He said that in 1873 Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Phillips decided that they had the right to 
extend the road and receive the Government 
lands and bonds, and Gen. Grant affixed his sig- 


nature of approval to the map prepared of tne 
extension. Afterward Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Boutwell, who was desirous of reducing the 
public debt at all costs, yielded to the public 
clamor against the Pacific Road and induced the 
President to recall the map. When President 
Grant got possession of the map he tore his sig- 
nature from it and referred the matter to Mr. 
Boutwell, * where,” said the witness, “it rests 
to-day.” The witness had another conference 
with President Grant, who told him not to be 
troubled, and that was an end of the matter. He 
still felt that the greatest possible injuatice had 
been done to himself and his associates. 

The scarcity of ready money from which the 
company was suffering’ about this time was 
shown inthe witness’s testimony to the effect 
that they onceauthorized an Englishman named 
Henry G. Wheeler to sell 1,000 6 per cent. bonds 
and agreed to pay him 290 bonds if he succeed- 
ed ip disposing of them at par witbin a certain 
time. He did not succeed within the time limit 
and they recalled him and had him arrested be- 
cause he would not surrender the bonds, but 
settled with him afterward by giving him 150 
bonds for the service he had rendered. They 
were in the habit of giving bonds as compensa- 
tion for the nexotiation of loans. Whenever a 
twenty-five-thousand-dollar loan was negotiated 
for three or four months a one-thousand-dollar 
bond was allowed to the negotiator, who got an- 
other bond foreach renewal of the loan. Bonds 
were also issued as compensation for claims of 
all kinds, which were alluded to as “existing 
obligations.”” That “ expression,” said the wit- 
hess, “‘came to us from the previous companys, 
and wasa good deal commented upon at one 
time. I remember we used to look upon its cor- 
rect pronunciation as the test of a man’s sobrie- 
ty. he could say ‘existing obligations’ all 
right we kne'y he was sober.” 

Mr. Nichols said that the road cost about 
three times as much per mile to build as roads 
are now built for, and he knew that whenever 
he sold any bonds he put the money in the treas- 
ury. “Nota dollar,” he said, ‘‘ was ever used to 
influence any son or daughter of Adam.” 

“That is net enough,” Mr. Anderson said. 
“We want to kruow whether all the bonds were 
actually sold for money.” : 

“TI can’t tell. R. M. Pomeroy, now deceased, 
is the only man who could tell that.” 

The witmess denied that he had received 
$25,000 from Jay ‘Gould for his services in 
effecting the. sale of the road, and said that an 
entry of that amount on the books covered 
$20,000 for his services on behalf of the roadin 
Washingtou.and $5,000 for the expenses of two 
suits which he had advanced. As far as he 
knew, no money had ever been spent at Washing- 
ton except for counsel fees and his board, with 
BD Ovcasional diuner to Congressmen. 

He was unable to supply an explanation re- 

rding entries in the beoks showing that he 

expended $200,000 on behalf of the com- 
pany, but said he would be willing to allow the 
‘clerk of the commission to look through the 
boxes in which he.kept old vouchers and see 
whether anv vouchers were there which would 
throw light upon the subject. 

“It is shown in the company’s books,” said 
Mr. Anderson, “that $4,200,000 in stocks and 
bonds were issued, for which only $2,500,000 
in muney were received.” é 

“If the books show that,” the witness replied, 
“then some of the books which we transferred 
to the new company are missing.” 

Asked to give his opinion regarding the beat 
basis for settling the road’s indebtedness to the 
Government, the witness, after telling how it had 
prevented the formation of a Western republic 
On the shores of the Pacific Ocean, said: ‘* The 
Government ought to deal kindly with thie com- 
pany. It ought to cancel the debt entirely in 
consideration of an agreement that the road 
should, for 40 or 50 years, render service to the 
Government, carrying mails, &c., at the actual 
cost of carrying—that is to say, at half what the 
public is charged.”

OTHER STOCKHOLDERS TAKING A HAND.

Itappears, however, that ator 11- 
mediately before the election a compromise was 
Patched up between the contending factions 
whereby it was agreed that the Francklyn fac- 
tion should still remain in charge, the opposi- 
tion being graciously permitted three out of the 
seven directors. Mr. Francklyn was, therefore, 
again elected President in spite of protests from 
many stockholders, who insist thatitis unjust 
that he and his clique should continue to con- 
duct the company’s affairs while not pretending 
to return that money nor tw disclose the meth- 
ods by which it flowed trom the treasury into an 
ofticer’s possession. 

Thisis why any dissatisfied stockholder can 
joiu in the Friedlander suit, and through its in- 
strumentality that money: can, if it is possible, 
be recovered from those who are not rightfully 
entitled toit. It is expected that each share- 
rolder will recover at least $1 50 per share.

CUTTING INSURANCE RATES. 

Fire insurance business in this city is ina 
rather demoralized condition. Many of the com- 
panies are writing risks at such rates as will se- 
cure them more business than they would get if 
rates were uniform, as under the old compact.

JUDGE HILIONS ANSWER. 


MRS. SMITH’S SUIT FOR MORE OF THE 
STEWART ESTATE, 

The answer of Judge Henry Hilton to 
the complaint filed by Sarah N. Smith in the 
action in which she endeavors to compel Judge 
Hilton to account for and pay over to hor and 
the rest of Mrs. Stewart’s heirs thu many mill- 
ions of dollars he bas realized from the business 
of A. T. Stewart & Co., was yesterday served 
upon the plaintiff's attorneys. Judge Hilton 
admits the conveyance to him by Mrs. Stewart, 
April 14, 1876, of all her interest in the busi- 
ness of A. T. Stewart & Co., and declares it to 
have been made by an instrument absolute upon 


its face and understood and intended so to be 
by both the parties thereto. 

This couveyance was made by Mrs. Stewart in 
pursuance of the wishes and instructions of her 
husband in his lifetime. Mr. Stewart and Judge 
Hilton had been intimately associated in busi- 
ness for many years, and, upon leaving the 
bench, In 1863, Judge Hilton practically aban- 
doned, in the prime of life, the practice of his 
profession and entered Mr. Stewart’s business 
as his assistant, and thenceforth devoted sub- 
stantially his entire time and energies to the 
conduct of that business. Mr. Stewart died 
April 10, 1876, leaving no child, parent, brother, 
or sister, or other relativé of his blood whom he 
recognized or admitted as such. His widow was 
over 70 years of age and childless. He was not 
fond of his wife’s collateral relatives, and some 
of them he disliked exceedingly. During her 
lifetime Mrs. Stewart gave Mrs. Smith and her 
other collateral relatives over $1,100,000, and 
by her will and codicila Mra. Smith will get over 
$3,000,000 more. Judge Hilton gets nothing 
under her will, and he thinks under all the cir- 
cumstances the conveyance to him avas natural 
and reasonable, proper to be made and to be re- 
ceived. Mrs. Smith and her husband, soon after 
the conveyance was made, went to Mrs. Stewart 
and ieenoa with her to revoke it, but this she 
absolutely refused to do. z \ 

The answer denies every allegation of the 
complaint touching the habits of Mrs. Stewart, 
and declares her to have been in full possession 
and use of her faculties in all her transactions. 
Tt furthermore declares that Mrs. Smith has 
ratified and confirmed the deed of transfer of 
April 14, 1876, and assented thereto, and that 
ahe has received benefits and vaiuable consid- 
erations out of the estate of Mrs. Stewart upon 
condition that her will should be carried out 
and fulfilled. Mrs. Smith is*further declared to 
have saved her objections to Mrs. Stewart's dis- 
position of her property until after her death, 
when her testimony could no longer be ob- 
tained. The Statute of Limitations is also 
pleaded.

YOUNG BARREIUVS SLAYER. 


THE CORONER’S JURY BRINGS 
VERDICT AGAINST HIM. 
Coroner Eidman yesterday held an in- 
quest in the case. of John Barrett, the 16-year- 
old son of Ofticer Thomas Barrett, of the Fourth 
Precinct, who was fatally shot on Sunday night, 
Oct. 16,in Park-row, near Roosevelt-street, by 
Giuseppe Longobardi, a painter, of 102 Cherry- 
street, while defending his sisters from the 
Ttalian’s insults. 
John Varre, a barber, of 145 Hester-street, 
said that he saw two girls stopped by the pris- 
oner and another man, and one of the girls 


slapped one of the men in the face. The prison- 
er’s companion kicked the girlin the side, and 
she shouted to her brother for help. He hit one 
of the men in the jaw, and the prisoner’s com- 
panion caught young Barrett by the neck and 
attempted to hit him. Then the prisoner pulled 
out bis pistol and shot Burrett. Charles Schang, 
of 153 Park-row, confirmed this testimony. 

Mary Barrett, of 32 Madison-street, the elder 
of thedead boy’s sisters, 18 years of age, said 
that her brother, her younger sister Annie, and 
herself were coming from visiting their aunt at 
39 Mott-street, when the two Italians followed 
them, pulled her by the sacque, and kicked her. 
It was not the prisener. She then fell against an 
elevated railread post and the prisoner’s compan- 
ion caught her by the throat and tried to choke 
her. She cried to her brother for assistance, and 
when he came up the prisover’s companion 
caught him ~ f the throat and struck him in the 
face. Then the prisoner ran up, got behind her 
brother, and hit bim in the neck and shot him. 
She did not slap either of the Italians. She 
lifted her hand, but did not succeed in reaching 
them. Annie Barrett, 11 years old, contirmed 
her sister’s testimony. 

The defense had no witnesses, and the jury 
found that the boy’s death was due to a pistol- 
shot wound in the right chest inflicted by the 
prisoner. The courtroom was crowded, Bar- 
rett’s father, mother, and uncle being among the 
spectators. Officer Barrett did not come in 
until the inquest was well under way, and then 
he manifested considerable excitement. Just 
atter the verdict was announced Mary Barrett 
cautioned Officer McNezlis, who had the pris- 
ouer in charge, not to take him down stairs, as, 
she said, her Uncle John was there and might 
shoot him. 

Longobardi’s lawyer says that the defense will 
be that it is his client’s companion, who es- 
caped, who did the shooting, and that Longo- 
bardi snatched the pistol out of his hand.

THE NEW OBSERVATORY BUILDING. 
The -proposed observatory which is to be 
erected on Government property on Georgetown 
Heights, at Washington, is to comprise nine 
buildings, with every possible facility for the 
prosecution of the work for which the buildings 


are designed. The main building, a structure 69 
by 307 feet, will be two stories in height, with 
a basement. The walls will be of stone and 
brick, and the building, with its floors an.t roof, 
will be constructed of absolutely fireproof ma- 
terials. The great Equatorial Building, one 
story, With a basement, isto be of similar con- 
struction as the main building, though of only 
one story above the basement in height. This 
‘building willbe 46 by 72 feet. The clock room 
will be in a building 18 by 20 feet, interior 
measurement, one story iz height, with a base- 
ment, also fireproof. ; 

There will be two buildings, each'30 by 40 feet, 
with tron framework on foundations of masonry. 
One of these will be known as the East ''ransit 
Circle and the other as the West Transit Circle 
Building. Tne Prime Vertical Building will also 
be an iron frame building of a sinyle story, 1£& by 
20 feet, interior measurement. The two build- 
ings to be used as observers’ quarters will be 
one story frame buildings of wood, each 18 by 
20 feet, standing on foundations of masonry. 
The ninth and last building of the group will be 
a boiler house, 45 by 54 feet, interior measure- 
ment, of brick and stone, with a duct leading tu 
the wain building.

FOK GOVERNOR OF 


THE ONLY BARNUMS LARGE VENTURES 
IN REAL ESTATK. 
BripGEport, Conn., Oct. 25.—Property 
on the east side of Brood-street has been pur- 
chased by P. T. Barnum of Wiliiam D. Bishop. 
Mr. Barnum has made an offer for the old 
St. John’s Chureh property and the 
livery stable adjoining on the south 
side. He has also made an offer for 
a fine piece of real estate on John-street ad- 
joining the Elm House. It was only last week 


that Mr. Barnum made a six-million-dollar pur- 
chase of real estate in the heart of the city, 
which ineluded tive churches, six livery stables, 
three bank buildings, and over 150 dwellings. 

It will be remembered that during tne Presi- 
dential campaign of 1884 Mr. Barnum offered to 
sell all his real estate in Bridgeport at 50 per 
cent. discountift Grover Cleveland was elected 
President of the United States.

When ex-Mayor Seth Low referred at the 
Republican mass meeting in Brooklyn on Mon- 
day night tothe nepotism practiced by Mayor 
Whitney he gave only a few illustrations of it. 
No ove who has not followed Mr. Whitney's ap- 
pointments during the two yearsof his term 
can have any idea of the extent to which this 
practice has been allowed to go. It began when 
one of the Democratic bosses induced Mayor 
Whitney to make his son, Daniel D. Whitney, 
Jr., an Assistant Corporation Counsel, at a sal- 
ary of $3,000.

Daniel B. Phillips, son-in-law of Mayor Whitney, 
draws $3,000 a year as his private secretary.

Clarence M. King, son-in-law of City Works Com- 
missioner Conver, draws $1,800 a year as Paymas- 
ter, an office created for him to occupy. He appears 
at his desk four days in each month. 

Daniel J. Hayes, brother of “Pat” Hayes, ot the 
Auditor's office, gets $1,200 as foreman of the sew- 
erage branch of the City Works Department. 

Donald F. Ayres, son-in-law of Alderman at Large 
Theophilus Olena, gets $1,500 a year as clerk in the 
Corporation Counsel’s office. 

Herbert L. Smith, who as bond clerk in the 
Finance Department draws $2,500 a year, is a son- 
in-law of Controller Livingstone. 

George G. Herman, Jr., a tickler clerk in the Ar- 
rears Department, where he gets $1,050 a year, is a 
son of Civil Service Commissioner Herman. 

James Kerrigan, who draws $1,200 a year as a 
clerk in the Arrears Department, is a brother of 
Boss MecLaughlin’s auctioneer, “ Tom” Kerrigan.

George Howell, Deputy Buildings Commissioner, 
ata salary of $2,000, is a brother of ex-Mayer How- 
ell, who was formerly an Alderman, then a Super- 
visor, then Mayor, and now President of the Board 
of ‘Trustees of the Brooklyn Bridge. 

C. T. McLaughlin, a cousin of the “boss,” draws 
$800 asa fleet-footed messenger inthe Audit De- 
partment.

position.

An examination of this short list 
shows that their relatives draw $67,500 a year 
from the City or County Treasury. 
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PROGRESO SWEPT BY A GALE. 


A STEAMSHIP KEPT OFF THE PORT FOR 
FIVE DAYS. 

Capt. Wetherell, of the steamship Thorn- 
hill, which arrived yesterday from Progreso, 
Mexico, reports that a terrific storm prevailed 
at that port from Oct. 12 to 16, during which 
the vessel was obliged to steam twice out of the 
harbor in order to avoid being driven ashore. 
On Oct. 8, while the Thornhill was taking in 
cargo, the weather became threatning. Strong 
winds and heavy showers prevailed until Oct. 
12, when the gale became extremely violent 


from the northwest, and huge seas swept into 
the open harbor. Late in the afternoon the 
Thornhill got up steam, and, taking in her 
anchor, went out into the open Gulf, which 
at that pointis quite shallow, and anchored in 
five fathoms of water. At2 o’clock next morn- 
ing the wind changed to southeast and increased 
in violence, and the Thornhill was obliged to let 
go another anchor in order to hold. Next day 

6 weather moderated, and the Thornhill re- 

urned to the harbor. Hereevidences of wreck- 
age were seen in every direction. The brigan- 
tine La Union, of Campeacby, was high and dry 
on the shore with a large bar of sand between 
her aud’ the water, The revenue cutter of the 
port hadalso been driven high and,.dry, while 
fully half of the lighters in the harbor had been 
wrecked. 

No lighters came out to the Thornhill, and, the 
storm increasing, next day she put out to sea 
and steamed around until Oct. 16, when the 
storm abated and the Thornhill returned to the 
harbor. She had then been five days without 
communication with the shore. A vast amount 
of damage had been caused on shore by the 
storm. Trees had been blown away, roofs had 
been torn off of nouses, and houses near the wa- 
ter had been undermined. The water had been 
driven over the pier and had wasnbed on to the 
plazza. The storm was the severest that had 
been experienced at Progreso for several years. 
The barometer at one time went down to 29° 16’. 
No one was killed during the storm. 

The Thornhill arrived at Progreso from this 
port on Oct. 4. Tne health authorities 
had heard of the cholera on the Alesia 
and had decided to quarantine all vessels from 
New-York. On Oct. 7 the Alexandre Line 
steamship City of Alexandria, also from this 
port, arrived. She was ordered into Quarantine, 
but instead of anchoring she at once steamed on 
her course to Vera Cruz. On the following day

THE CHICAGO GAS TRUST. 
EFFORT TO PREVENT THE 
SALE OF ITS BONDS. 
CuicaGco, Oct. 25.—An attack from a new 
quarter was made upon the Chicago Gas Trust 
to-day, Mr. Addicks having found abie allies in 
Henry Rosenwald and Max Oppenheimer, of 
New-York, Executors of the will of Emanuel 
Hoffman. They filed a bill this morning against 
the Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company, Theo- 
bald Forstall, Sidney A. Kent, Columbus R. 
Cummings, Charles T. Yerkes, Peter A. B. 
Widener, William Elkins, William W. Gibbs, 
John B. Cohrs, George J. Yuille, and the Fidel- 
ity Trust and Safe Deposit Company, of Phila- 
delphia. Part of the estate of Mmanuel Hoff- 


man is 346 shares of stock issued by the Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke Company owned by him for 
some time priortohis death in 1883. After giv- 
ing the history of the Gaslight and Coke 
Company and the law under which it was 
organized, the papers allege that when Hoffman 
purchased his stock the profits of the company 
were $6,200,000. They say that on Aug. 25, 
1887, the real and personal property and fran- 
chises of the company were—and but for the 
wrovgful acts of Directors and managers of the 
company would be still—free from mortgage or 
other incumbrance, and that the monthly profits 
of the company were greatly in excess of its ex- 
penditures, 

The defendant, it is charged, purchased and 
secured control of the capital etock for the sole 
purpose of controiling the same, and on Aug. 27 
resolved to issue bonds to the amount of 
$10.000,000 in first mortgage 5 per cent gold 
bonds, atthe same time directing the President 
and Secretary to execute and deliver to 
the Fidelity Trust and Safe Deposit Com- 
pany the mortgage, conveying all the 
property, rights, and franchises of the 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company. 
They charge the fact to be that this mortgage 
was given with intent to distribute the proceeds 
of the sale of the bonds among the stockholders, 
(the defendants,) to reimburse them for the 
money they expended in buying up the stock of 
the company. The mortgage was recorded in 
Cook County, Oct. 6, and the charge is made 
that if any transfer or disposition is made of 
these bonds it is fictitious and colorable, and the 
complainants allege that none have actually 
been sold. 

Abeut April 7, 1887. the defendants also ac- 
quired ownership and possession of a majority 
of the capital stock of the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke Company, Equitable Gaslight and Fuel 
Company, and the Consumers’ Gas Company, 
and formed the Chicago Gas Trust, which is con- 
trolling the business of these several companies. 
The issuance of bonds was uncalled for, it is 
said, by any actual want or requirementof the 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company, and is 
without authority in law. The complainants, 
therefore, ask for an injunction against the de- 
tendants, and pray that they be restrained 
from issuing and selling, dividing, dis- 
tributing, or in any manner disposing 
of any of the bonds’ referrod _ to, 
and from paying any of the moneys or proceeds 
arising from the sale of the bonds to any stock- 
holder of the company, and from consummating 
or attempting the sale or disposition of the stock, 
and from carrying out any colorabie sale and 
disposition of said stock now contemplated until 
the hearing and further order of the court, and 
that the temporary injunction bethen made per- 
= and the issuance of bonds be declared 
illegal. 

Attorneys Moses and Newman, representing 
the complainants, appeared in Judge Tuley’s 
court to-day and secured leave to call the mat- 
ter up for arguments for a temporary injunction 
at one day’s notice.

BUT COMEDY FOR Al&. THE OTHERS 
INTERESTED. 

There was a lively and amusing scene in 
a Sixth-avenue chophouse at 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Seated at a table indulging in rarebits 
and bitter ale was a jolly party of Thespians, 
who had come from a little reception given at 
the close of the revival performance of “Caste” 
at Wallack’s. The party of jovial spirits in- 
cluded Maurice Barrymore, who is now 4&4 
member of Mrs. Langtry’s company at the 


Fifth-Avenue Theatre, and William H. Crane, the 
comedian. All went merry with the group until 
a big, well-dressed man, ata table within ear- 
shot of the Thespians, began to act in a noisy 
manner and make himself a nuisance to every- 
body else in the café. Protests brought resist- 
ance. Chairs and tables were overturned, and 
the big fellow threatened to clean out the place. 

Maurice Barrymore is a big man and an 
athlete, who brought over from England a repu- 
tation for being one of the most skillful boxers 
among the amateurs. Those who have seen him 
spar and wrestle in this city are prepared to at- 
test that his reputation is on a solid foundation. 
When the big loafer was at full sawing, the act- 
or plunged into the fray with a remark some- 
thing like this: 

“Come, now, Chappie, we have had enough of 
you for to-night, and you had better leave.” 

There was a mild but firm ring in Lrg nape 
voice notwithstanding the softlanguage he used. 

The big disturber of the peace uttered an oath 
and threw himself into a Sullivan-like attitude. 
With a leap like a greyhound and a sweep of his 
long left arm Barrymore had his assailant’s 
head ‘tin chancery.” For a full minute the 
actor played with the bully and his arms and 
legs were describing frautic semicircles in the 
air.

Barrymore released his viselike grip and the 
bully humbly staggered out. 
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SEVEN WITNESSES NOT ENOUGH. 
Julius Leszynsky, the broker at 57 Broad- 
way, and Samuel H. Leszyusky, the merchant 
at 21 Beaver-street, are cousins, but the amount 
of cousinly Jove which subsists between them is 
very smallindeed. They have been parties in a 


bitter suit in Judge Ingraham’s part of the Su- 
preme Court, the result of which was a verdict 
yesterday in favor of Julius aud against Samuel 
for $12,171 66 and costs. 

Julius Leszynsky claimed that in November, 
1883, he loaned his cousin, Samuel, $10,000. 
Samuel admitted the reception of the money, 
but said that it was not a loan, merely a pay- 
ment of his half of their joint profits from a cer- 
tain mining venture. In addition he made a 
counter-claim upor the plaintiff for $5,000 and 
interest, which he claimed was still due him as 
his share of the profits from the mining venture. 
Julius repudiated the mining or any other 
partnership between him and Samuel, and 
charged that it was a fiction devised 
by Samuel for the purpose. of defeating his 
rightful claim. Samuel had a vast preponder- 
ance of testimony. producing seven witnesses in 
support ef himself, allef whom Julius contra- 
dicted alone, Stern & Myers were his lawyers, 
aud Joseph H. Choate and Morris Goodbart ap- 
peared for Samuel. Judge Ingraham charged 
the jury that they were bound to find either that 
the plaintiff, on the one side,or the defend- 
ant and his seven witnesses on the other side, 
had committed willful perjury. After a brief de- 
liberation the jury found for the plaintiff. 
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SMALLPOX IN ‘BROOKLYN. 
Twocases of smallpox have been discov- 
ered among the patrons of the Good Samaritan 
lodging house, at Jay and Willoughby streets, 
Brooklyn. On Monday morning Walter Craw- 
ford, a young man, complained of feeling ill. 


No one knew him except by the mame he gave, 
and at his request he was allowed to remain in 
his bed all Gay. Atnight he was worse, and @ 
physician who was called in promounced his 
disease to be smallpox. He was taken to 
the Flatbush Hospital and his bedding and 
clothing burned, None of the lodgers was in- 
formed of the nature of Crawford’s sickness, but 
early yesterday morning a second lodger was 
found sick. He refused to stay iu the house, 
and, takinga car, went to the Flatbush Hos- 
pital, There Dr. Arnold examined him and con- 
cluded that he, tvo, was suffering from smallpox. 

Health Commissioner Otterson was notified 
yesterday and sent anumber of inspectors [to 
the Good Samaritan. Tbey examined ail the in- 
mates and vaccinated most of them. Then 
they were turned out and the entire butid- 
ing was thoroughly fumigated. Every pre- 
caution will be taken, to prevent a spread of 
the dissase, but from the character of the in- 
mates Commissioner Otterson fears that other 
patients will soon be heard from.
